ſpould literally praftiſe the Chriſtian Precept of praying 


for their Perjecutors ; that they ſhould all along continue 


\tothe end in doing them Service, that erected before their 


ezes the preparations for their ruin; That they ſbould 
make it a point of Duty to be faithful to thoſe that al.- 


ways broke their words with them ; This is that n hich 


Aces tocome will very hardly be perſwaded to believe. 


Neither do I know whether the Teſtimony of Hiſtory 


will be ſufficient to convince a Reader, never ſo little 


difficilt of belief, of the Trith of an Event attended with 


| fo many extraordinary Circumſtances. 


Now 
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Now in regard there are ſome things very falje which 
often cover themſelves withjuch appearance of Truth,that 
the moſt Prudent and Circum|peSt may be deceiv d;jo there 
are lome Truths , that have ſomething rare and unheard 
of that makes 'em taken for Improbabilities. And this, 
in my opinion, may be rightly apply'd to the Perſecu- 
tion which I have undertaken to give the Publick an ac- 
compt of And it may well fall out one day that fome 
doubt may be made of the moſt ſignal Actions that refer to 


this Hiſtory ; ſince they who have been Eye-witneſſes of 


them, they who have experimentally felt 'emto their ſorrow. 
have much ado to believe 'em ; and cannot comprehent 
that the fruit of a long fidelity, of ſeveral important 


ſervices, of an Innocency beyond all reproach, of a try'd 


Submiſſion, and chiefly of an invincible Patience, ſhould 


be forcd by neceſſity to renounce the ſweets and conveni- 
encies of a delightful Country : to abandon their tempo- 
ral Eftates and Adwantages ; to loſe the more - Precious 
and natural part of Liberly, which is that of ſerving God 
according to the Rule which we are perſmaded he has 


| ſet down himſelf. And laftly, to ſeck for that, under 
: another Dominion, and in a Foreign Air, which is de-- 
: ned *em by the Commands of their natural Prince, and 
by thoſe with nhom they had breath'd the ſame Air 


from their Birth. It happens ſometimes that men may 


take a plauſible pretence for the commiting ſo many Crus 
 elttes, from the.

ertions, t0 cover the Deſign of ihe:r Quarretjont { lnms, 
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tis no wonger that ſometimes they make aſe of the ſame 


pretence againſt thoſe whoſe Religion they ſeek to deſtroy, 


tho in reality they had no Intent to diſturb the 


publick Peace. But there was nothing of this 
that could give the leaſt Galour for the laſt Oppreſ- 
fron of the Reformed. Thy had neither ProteCtor nor 
Arms , nor Cities , neither were they in Confederacy ; 
and the fear of giving an opportunity to thoſe who had 
ſought ſo long afier one to perſecute 'em, oblig'd »emr to 
carry themſelves with the moſt exact Obedience mmagi- 
nable. The Faith of the Kings Promiſes, andthe good 
will of th:ir Soveraign had been ſo long preact?d up 


among em as a better ſecurity for them then all the 


ſtrong Hols in the Kingdom, that they avoided, to the 


utmoſt of their power, all occaſions of rendring them- 
ſekves unworthy of his Favours. They were deprivd of 
the means to ſignalize themſelves in publick Employ- 
ments, becauſe they had by degrees excluded tem fron 
aloft all Offices of State : but in all Employments from 
which they could not debar 'em , in the Exchequer Em- 
ployments, where their Exatineſs and their Fidelity 
maintaind them a long whik; in Employments of 
Trade, the greateſt part of which their Underſtanding 
and Reputation had drawn into their own hands, in 
warlike Employments, to which they ran as often as the 
Kings ſerwice calld 'em : In a word, in all things elſe 
wherein they were permitted to diſtinguiſh themſelves, 


there was not any of the French Nation that ſhew'd 


more Zeal than they for the glory of their Prince, or who 
have more honour'd their Country by their noble A&tions.

I could here ſet down a very conſiderable Catalogue of 
tho's who fince the taking of Rockel, as well by their 
morits as their ſervices haze removed all the _obflacles 
hich their Religion layd in their way to Prefer- 
ment, and attaind io the higheft Employments both 
Civil and Military. "Tis known that the moſt noble 
Atchievements of Turenne, and which were of great- 
eft advantage to the Crown, preceded the change of 
his Religion.

, Nantes was revokd, the two greateſt Captains in the 


Service were Þoth of the Reformed Religion. Marejci:al 


Schomberg has ſpread the Reputation of his Ma- 


ers Arms as far as well it could fly; and aficr 
the death of Turcnne, France thought her ſelf hap- 
py in fuch a perjou as be, to ſupport the Kings Ho- 


' nonr, after 14 had receiv/d ſo great a loſs. the de- 


ceaſed Prince of Conde, who was one that well 
could judge of a Souldiers Capacity, made jo ſeruple 
to compare 'em bo:h together, and to diſcover in M. 
Schomberg, ſomething I know not what more ſpright- 


: ly, quick and ready, when he was 10 reſolve npor 
* an unexpected Accident. The Marquis of Quelne, 
' wr0 commanded the French Fleet, had mo boy afier 
| the death of Admiral Ruyter that would diſpute with 
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: him for priority in that Profeſſion. So that Merit has 
* rais d two of the Reformed, notwithſtanding the malice

* borz to their Religion, 10 the Higheſt Dignities in the Mz- 


tary Art , as well by Sea as Land. 
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What likelybood was there that at atime when ſo many 


zoble Actions ſpoke in favour of the Reformed, they 
ſhould not only endeavour, but accompliſh their ruin ? 


That they ſhould take a time to deſtroy em, when they 
could neither accuſe 'em of Rebellion, nor look upon 'm 
as nſeleſs to the Kingdom ? Certainly no man would 
have imagin'd a hundred years ago, that France would 
have expos'd her ſelf in our Time, by ſuch a piece 
of Injuſtice as this, to the reproach of all Europe. At leaſt 
people would ſuppoſe there might be ſome private 


reaſon to treat with ſo much inbumanity a number of 


poor Chriſtians, who by their quiet diſpoſitions, not 
to ſpeak, of their Serwices, ſeemd to merit quite the 
contrary. 'Tis not eaſily to be ſuſpedied that one man 


ſhould exerciſe the fury of his hatred againſt another, 


without having at leaſt ſome ſpecions pretence for 
it. How then is it poſſible to believe, that in Franec 
men ſhould be tranſported to the extremities of rigour 
againſt a Million of innocent Perſons, for no other rea- 
for, but meerly out of an ill grounded hatred © Newer- 
theleſs this is all that can be ſaid of the motives of 


the laſt Perſecution. Not only hatred, but hatred 


without a cauſe, without pretence, without excuſe, in- 


flamd againſt a People without defence, who © ſought 


to vangquiſh the averſion of their Enemies, by their 


Patience, and by their Services. Doubtleſs therefore 
it is but juſtice truly aud faithfully io inform Po- 
Sterity, that they be enabl'd to give a right Judgment, 


upon an Event ſo-little known ; and ds the ſame Ju- > 


tice to the Authors of theſe Cruelties, as we now do 
to 
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The General Pretace. 


to thoſe who have giv/n us a Model of whai was for- 
merly committed in the firſt Ages of Chriſtianity,as alio 
under the Bloody Reign of Charles IX. 

But b:ſides the general Reaſon of preſerving the re- 
membrance of this Perſecution, there are two others 


which deſerve to be conſraered. The one is, becauſe 


that they who adviſed it have endeatonrd to antic- 
pate Poſterity upon this Subje&t, by divers Artifices. 
1 know not bow many Writers Þir'd on purpoſe to dijgnije 
Affairs, and 1o+deprive 1ruth of ber watural Weight 
and Matter, have fill d all Europe with their Pam- 
phlets fitted out to make the World believe that they 
who ſuſfer'd all the effects of Violence and Injuftice, 
ſhould be one day lookt upon as Criminals, to whom 
there was a great deal of Mercy ſhewn. On the one 
fide they ſet 'em ont in moſt black and dreadful Colours. 


They aggravate with an enzenomed Eloquence what 


' ever can be laid hold on for a pretence to accuſe 'em ; 


and finding nothing in therr Actions that may ſerve 
as 2 foundation to their Invectives, they ſearch - for 
reaſons 1 their Thoughts, in their Deſires, in their 
Inclinations, which they deſcribe after a wery deteſtable 
manner. They attribute to 'em a troubleſome, turbu- 
lent, unquiet ſpirit, Commonwealth-Maxims , an a- 
verſion to Monarchy , a Hereſie incompatible io the 
repoſe of Kingdoms, and which infuſes an ambitions. 
daring Genius, always in Action, if it be not ſup- 
preſs'd by a greater Force. But certainly this accu- 
Jation has been loudly contradicted by the log Peace 
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wherein the Reformed bave livd. And it would be 
a difficult thing for thele Calummators to tell ug,

out putting themſelves to thetrouble of examining mat- 
ters, will pin their Belief upon the ſlieves of ſuch 
extravagant Authors. On the other fide they extenuate 
the occalions of complaint, which have be:ngivento the 
Reformed for jo many years tegether.

nances, twas only, ſay they, to retrench 'em of thoſe 
priviledges which they took, notwithſtanding there 
was nothing in thoſe Edifts which anthoriz-d 
their enjoyment of 'em.

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Greateſt Heroes; and well might our Off-ſpring be 
excus d for not dijcerning throngh theſe diſgniſes the In- 
nocence of the Unfortunate, of which no Body had been 
lo careful as to preſerve good Teſtimonials. Tis true, 


the Regiſters of the Council, of the Parliaments. of 


all the luriſdiftions both Soveraign and Inferiour are 


full of Afts, the very reading of which alone might 
ſerve to prove the Innocence of thoſe againft whon 
they were iſſu'd forth; and that the greateſt part of em 


were publiſh'd with ſo little precaution, that they are 


rather Demonſtrations of their Accuſers breach of 


word, and the ignominious compliance of the Fudges, 
than any proofs of the Crime imputed to the Parties 
accusd. But in the firſt place, "tis impoſſeble, confi- 
dering the preſent poſture of Affairs, that any one 


ſhould underiake to make a ColleSiion of thoſe Acts,

any body, a hundref years hence, that will think

the priviledge to call in queſtion the famous Hiſtory of 
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the juſt ſuſpicion which men have of the bad Credit of 
the accusd, when they have already been frequenth) 


convinc'd of having aboliſh'd ſuch Mojiuments by which 
the truth of things was prejervd, is doubtleſs an 


imperfc& proof againſt 'em. But when the matter of 


Fatt is farther ſuported by a multitude of preſſing in- 

ances and ſtrong preſumptions, it cannot be deny d 
but that imperfe&# proof may become equivalent to q 
good Demonſtration. 


But not to engage my ſelf in ant unprofitable aigreſ- 


fron, I ſhall only add, That the Author who wrote the 


Hiſtory of the Reformation of England had more 
than once ſufficient experience of the great care which the 
Catholicks took to deface the memory of things, which 
they were unwilling Poſterity ſhould know, that the 
publick Regiſters of bis Country which ought to have 


been inviolable, were not look upon to be ſo ſacred by ® 
thoſe who met with any A&ts which were not to their ad- ZJ 
 wantage. I conclude from all this, that perhaps a hun- 3 
dred year hence the Feſuits will have taken the ſame | 
precautions to aboliſh the memory of thoſe As of in- 3 


juſtice, which they have either committed or adviod, 
and that they will leave nothing in the publick Regi- 
fters to give us any knowledge of what paſt in our 
days, in France, as to matters of Religion. So that

! unpoſſible on my Part, that I ſhenld come farnifh'd to 
2? the IWVork which I have untertaken, either with the gifts 
2? of a jurpaſſemg natural inclination, or the ſagacity 
1 of a cultivated Wit, with ſo much care as neceſſity 
2 requir'd. For 'twas impoſſible for me to acquire the know- 
7 ledge of Jeveral Profeſſions, of which it is requſue 
} 70 underſlkand the moſt common Terms, to ſpeak after 
3 a manner proper to pleaſe and inform, when occaſion 
7 preſents it felf. Confequently it was impoſſible for me 
7 to avoid fallins into many errors, which perhaps 
3 more equitable Readers will paſs over ; but Criticke, 


2 who are always the greater number, will never par- 


2 don. This may raiſe againft me all thoſe that think 


3 themſelves more dextrons and witty than others, not 
ſo much perhaps becauſe they are able to do better \ 
Abt becauſe that having ſtnd#d nothing more in Books, 
 RFthan the defeSis of other Men, they believe thenr- 
aſclves to have aeqttird the Art te comment, an 
3'be Priviledge to cenſure 'em.

About that time tirſt appear'd in France that competition of thoſe 
two Rival Parties, that afterwards had-like to have ruin'd it,and 
which was, as *"twere the Fountain-head of all the other F aGions, 
One of them was that of the Prizces of Lorain, who took advan- 
tage by the defeat and taking of the ConStable to augment their 
own greatneſs, The other was that of the Conſtable himſelf;and his 
Family, who poſlefled moſt of the great Employments.That Lord 
huddled up the Treaty of Cateax in Cambreſts,outof eagerneſs, by 
a Peace,to procure his liberty and opportunity to return to the Court, 
to prevent the r1uinof his houſe. But the Cardinal of Lorain made 
uſe of the ſame Treaty to find occaſions to deſtroy him; for he had 
a ſecret Conference with Granvelle Cardinal, Bp. of Arras, who 
complain'd to him how highly perſons tainted with Herejje, were 
favoured in the Court of France, and named in particular Amdelot, 
Brother to the Admiral of Chatillon, and Nephew to the Conita- 
ble ; which was an Artifice to engage the Lorain Cardinal whoſe 
Genius Granvelle very well knew, in a Qarrel with the Family 
of thoſe Lords, in aſlured expectation that by the wautual oppoſiti- 


oz of thoſe two Parties, the K ingdom would be brought into great | 


eonfufhons which would be of conſiderable advantage to the Houſe 
of Auſtria. The Cardinal being a vain and buſy man, and who in 
ns great deſigns had not always the prudence and conſtancy to carry 
them on, ſnapt preſently at the Bazt, thinking to find his account 
in the News he had heard, becauſe he knew the ſuſpicion, of He- 
reſie was enough to Exaſperate Henry ll. to ruin the greateſs of 
his F avourites. And accordingly he accuſes Andelot upon which the 
K. immediately ſending for him,and requiring to know the trut 


from his own Mouth, he anſwered in ſo reſolute a manner, and 


declared his ſenſe about the Myſteries of the Roman Church in ſuch 
vigorous terms, that the Hiſtorians of that time durſt not repeat b# 
Expreſſions. At which theK. fell into ſuch a fit of fury, that he ſub 
fered his p4{/zon to tranſport him to commit very andecent Ad oy 
for 
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{Or he would have K:il'd him, and in the attempt, wounded the 2 0 
Dauphin his Son who was near him. In fine, Andelot was ſent to WOT 
Priſon, and depriv'd of all his places. But when the K'spaſſzon was 
over,the ConStable, after ſome difficulty, found credit enough to 
rrocure his Rei#oration. And ſo the Cardinal's artifice had no 0- 
ther effe& for that time, than to provoke againſt him the Reſezt- 
ent of thoſe puiſſant Houſes, and toinform the Proteſtants, T has

This then hindred not the Reformation to continue its progreſs, 1559.

were all-powerful at Court,as well by the con{tderation of the great 

Merits of the Duke of that Name.and becauſe they were Uncles of 

the young2ueen, Wife toFrancis l.who being a very beautiful Prin- 

ceſs,was in power. by vertue of that charming Prerogative,to allume 

2a great Empire over the K.who wasof an ealy diſpoſition, and even 
confining upon down right ſimplicity.

thoſe Conſpiracies, being Catholicks, as thole concernedin the de. 
ſign of Aboiſe were Proteſtants. Since therefore the perſons con- 
cerned in all thoſe ſeveral Intrigues,were all engaged by the ſame 
motives, and the ſame proſpects, they muſt either be <qually in. 
puted to the Religion of their Authors,and by conſequence the Ry- 
»4n Religion muſt bejudged ſo much the more Gyz/tyin this mat- 
ter,than theProteſtant,asit has ottener ſtirr'd 1n thoſe forts of Com-

had no ſhare. but by accident, in thoſe affairs,which were purely 
Politick of their own Nature, and that thoſe Intereſts which ſet 
the Wheels of thoſe atteinpts in motion, were indeed properly 
None of Hers.

guenot already known in their Lown, and which has ever ſince re. 
mind in nſe.But there is one thing remark d by Hiſtorians, that 
giyes us great reaſon ro doubt of the ſolidity of this conjeFure, which 
is, That according to them,that Enterpriſe was carried on ſo ſe 
cretly, that the Guiſes received the firſt notice of it out of Forein 
Countries,and that the firſt man who informed them of it inFraxc:

The 24 Opinion is 
much more probable,which deduces that word from thoſe words 
in the $7iþ Language, Eid genoſſer, which ſignifies, Allies,and which 
were brought 1nto France by the Miniſters which come from that 
Country, us for a ike reaſon they were called Fribours,in Poitoy, 
Whilſt it was believ'd that the Canton of Fribourg correſponded 
with thoſe of Geneva, in matters of Religzon. Which Name became 
more common after the Enterpriſe of Amboiſe,becauſe that was the 
arſt occaſion in which the Proteſtants appeared united for their 
common Intereſt,and 1n which they moſt conſtantly obſerved the 
Faith they tad mutually given to one another. And yet the 3d O- 
pinion is no leſs probable than that, which pretends that Name to 
be derived from Hugh Capet, becauſe the Proteſtants were heads 
by a Prince of that Royal Houſe, and ſtiffly maintain'd their Inte- 
reſt apainlt the [ztrigues of Forein Princes, who endeavourd to 
_ceprive it of the Government. Ts true, it 1s not very likely the 
Gy:ſes had as yet framed any deſigns upon the Crown; but thereare 
leveral unqueſtionable Circumſtances that give a great appearance 
of probability to this Qpinion. The Ges were then become very 
newly allied to the Throne,by the marriage of their Niece ro theK. 
and had any Children proceeded from 1t, they would have ben 
much nearer a kin to then than theBourbors, velo 

moyes off; That 1s to ſay, at ſach a degree © 
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all Hereditary Right ſeems naturally to ceaſe of it ſelf. They had 
ikewiſeat that time a great power at Coyrt, cloſe correſpondence 


with Spain,a particular Enemy to the Houſe of Bourbon, becaule of 


their mutual competition for the uſurped Kingdom of Navar, and

-ovetous, ambitious and debauchd ; and he had join'd himſelf to 
the Reformed in his outward Profeſſion, rather becauſe their Re- 
ligion had been the raiſing of his Fortune, then out of any real 
Plety: There was a Propoſal alſo of marrying his only Daugh- 
ter with 1a Trimonuille, or the Marſhal de Boxillon, which would 
have very much advanc' the Afﬀairs of the Reformed. But the 
Court prevented thoſe Alliances; and a little after that, LZeſdi- 
awieres marry'd her to Creqaz, a zealous Catholick. Neither was 
Roni leſs cold in the matter of Religion. He was one of thoſe 
wary Blades that will be always ſerving God on the winning ſide; 
1; that his Religion conſiſted only in Appearances, and thole but 
very ſuperficial too. There were alſo Governours both of the 
Provinces, and of ſtrong Towns, whoſe CharaQer was much 
the ſame; who though 1in the main they were perſwaded that 
their Religion was right, nevertheleſs were fo ſtrongly engag'd 
with the Court, that *twas not very probable they would break 
with Her to ſerve their. Brethren. But there were ſeveral others

ever, they waited the time the King deſired, without taking any 
certain Reſolution. This Patience might very properly havepait 
for a great piece of Service, ſince the only Motive with them 
was an unwillingneſs to trouble the State, in a very unfortunate 
TunEture, wherein the leatt diſturbance might have contounde! 
all, and in which, perhaps, the King might have found himklt 
to have had a leſs ſhare of the diviſion than any of thoſe tha 
ſhou'd have rent the Kingdom.

| could not fatisfie them ; ſo thar he reſolved to try them with a 
' new Letter before he ſet out for his Enterpriſe upon Amiens. He 
had formerly writ to Count Schombers, and complained of the 
Alembly, and to atfe&t the Hearts of the Reformed, he had 
not forgot to make the beſt of a ſlight indiſpolition that he had 
2bout that time, concluding he mult certainly fink under the 
weight of his grief, unleſs they would reſt ſatisfied with his of- 
ters. Butin the Letter he wrote to the Aſſembly it ſelf by Moz- 
zlat 3nd /z Force, he ſpoke much higher. There he laid before 
them the new Troubles, their Firmneſs, which he call'd Obſtt- 
nacy, might bring the Kingdom to, and the great Benefits the

The Aſſembly was more numerous 
than any before that time, for 1t was made up of a Gentlcman, 
a Miniſter, and a Lawyer, out of each Province, belides ſeycral 
Lords of ſuch quality as was required by the Conſtitution mace 
at Saint Foy, who repreſented nov body but themlelves. La Th. 
zouille, who had been the moit conſiderable amongſt them in 
the former Allemblies, was choſen Speaker 1n' this, where he 
maintained the Intereſt of the Reformed Religzon with fo much 
Zeal, that the Jealoufie and Hatred they had already for him at 
Court was much increaſed by ir. 

One of the heavieſt Charges laid upon the Reformed of Franc, 
is their forſaking the King when he belieged 4miens ; tor their 
Enemies would tain perſwade the World, that thereby they com- 
mitted a Fault ſufficient to eclipſe the Glory of all their former 


Services. Two things, fay they, are to be blamed in it : Firſt, Tie 


Ailembly's ſteady reſolution ro remit nothing of therr Demand, 
at a time when the Intereſt of the State ſeemed to require of them 
the {acrifice of part of their Pretenlions. Sccondly, Their rell- 
{ing to follow the King to a Siege, on tlie futceſs whereof the 
latety of the Kingdom was thoughr to depend.

Others were for letting the Catholicks 
alone, and obſerving how they cou'd get our of this ſcurvy bu- 
linels, and whether they were able to ſhift without the helping 
hand of the Reformed, whoſe ſmall Number and Services they 
were wont to undervalue. Certainly theſe laſt Voters had an

| Reformea. They handled that Order pretty roughly, with great 
| Contempt and ſhrewd nipping Jetts and Railleries. From thence lar. 
E they palled on to their Sufferings, and faid, thar for 5o Years 
E tozcther they had undergon all forts of cruel Puniſhments ; that 
they had been burnt, drowned, hanged, mallacred one by one, 
 malſfacred by whole [hoals, baniſhed out of the Kingdom by E- 
| (i&ts ; that the Catholicks had, tur thole titty Years, made a cruel 
War avainlt them; to which they added, that the Excicile of 
| their Religion was tree in thole piaces only where they had been 
© {trong £n0? to keep it,but that they ha loſt it every where elle. The pt; 
| Thzy named ſome places where the Reformed were tainto 90 ten 1k -xcr- 
or twelve Miles toheara Sermon, ard whole Provinces where 4... 
| thry had not ſo much as one place of Exercite allow'd them, as Retigio:, 
| Burgundy and Picardy ; and others where they had very little * 
: liberty, as Provence, 1n which they had no preaching but at x; 
'  Merinddl and Lormarin; and Britany, where it was allow?'d them votions 
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eſcaped. They related likewiſe, that at Saint Stephen of Fury 
in the Province of Forer, (a Pariſh-Prieſt of which place gig 
with impunity otter every day horrid Violences to the Reforyy) 
thirteen hundred People fell upon one hundred of them, ag they 
were coming from a place diltant one day's journy from thei 
Town, where they had celebrated the Lord's-Supper on Eaſter. 
day ; and then beat them, wounded them, maimed them, [ez. 
ving ſeveral for dead upon the Tpot ; that the Night following 
their Doors and Windows were broken, and on the next 6 
the Catholick Meb gathered again together before their Houſe; 
threatning them with worſe. The like had happened ar ut; 
noſque w Provence, where the Reformed coming home frcm re. 
ceiving the Communion at Lormaren, were ſerved alter the ſim: 
manner ; and ir 15 ob{ervadle, that the leditious Rabble, togie 
a colour to their intended Violence, had themſelves pul}, 
down a wooden Croſs, -and then accutied the Reformed of &. 
108 1t, 

They repreſented farther, that they were troubled even in thi 
private D.voricns at home , and tor Inſtances thereot name; 
places where Men had been clapt into Priſon tor praying to Gor 
with a loud Voice, as well as the Maſters of the Houſes where 
they prayed, for ſuffering the ſame. In orher places all thiol 
that were preſent had been taken up and threatned to be droun 
ei, to force them to go to Maſs: In fome others, Praying ws 
forbid them in their own Forms; and for chriſtening Childrer 
ia Country-houſes, Warrants were delivered againl(t the Min: 
ters; and all who had been preſent, were adjudged to pay colt,and 
beſides, {everely fined for it. Upon the like occaſion they hai 
in other places bcen in an imminent danger of being maſlacrec 
by the Rabble; ſome places were remarked, in which they wet 
forbid to aſſemble, on pain of Ten thouſand Pounds fine ; others 
wherein Houſes were forcibly entred into, if five or (ix Reform 
were but thought to be there; for inſtance, at Sine Step 
of Farant, the {cditious Mob gathered together one day to tht 
number of three hundred Men before a certain Houle, upon 
mer ſuſpicion of an Aﬀembly, though the Magiſtrates, vo 
vica'd it, found no ſuch thing.

them. To all this it was added, that the free Exerciſe of their 
Religion being limited 1n ſome places to Publick Prayers only, 
which they were however very well ſatisfied with, yet at Moz- 
taznac, a place of that kind, they had not been permitted to cover 
a certain Houſe purchaſed by them for that purpoſe ; nay, that 
aftcrward the Lord High Conſtable and the Parliament of Thou- 
louſe had forbid them to pray there any longer. Then they rela- 
ted thoſe Violences committed at Marchenorr by the Duke of WVe- 
mours's Troops, and thoſe by the Soldiers of the Duke of Gaz/e 
at Lormarin, where they turn'd the Temple into a Stable, and 
threw ſeven or eight Perſons into the Water, and among them 
the School maſter, whom they took to be the Miniſter . Where- 
upon they obſerved what we remarked elſewhere ; that the lat- 
ter had been powerfully and chiefly aſſiſted by the Reformea 
againſt the League, when he took poſſeſſion of his Government 
of Provence. They did not forget to repreſent, that the Garriſon 
of Roche-chonart in Poitfon had fired with two Cannons from the 
Caille upon fifteen hundred Reformed, aſſembled in the Town- 
houſe for their uſual religious Exerciſe ; that in another place 
a Man on Horſe-back, breaking through the Crowd, fell upon 
lim who prayed, and wounded him with the butt-end of a Car- 
bine, after he had vainly endeavoured to fire and ſhoot him with 
| it, that the occaſion of this Aſſembly was to ſign a Petition for | 
| rTceſtabliſhing the Exerciſe of their Religion, interrupted by the 

| League ; that the wounded party offering to proceed apgainlt the 
| Criminal by way of Julitice, the Prieſts of the place where he ſued 
| im, had, by their private Authority, committed him to Priſon, 
| and got him carried by the Lieutenant of the Provoſt to the Goal 
| Of Puy in Vellay. That at Caen, on the twenty eighth of March 
| Of the inſtant Year, the Catholicks had burnt all that was found 
| 10 the place of their Exerciſes, to all which they joined a lively 
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Picture of the Maſlacre of /a Chataigneraye, with all the horrid 
circumſtances that attended it ; making here very pathetick Ex. 
clamations, to renew the remembrance of all other Slaughters 
tormerly made of the Reformed by the Papiſts : But above all 
they urged in as ſtrong and powerful terms as they could, tha 
all this happened under the Reign of a King, who was tormeqly 
the Protector of the Reformed ; and they did not forget to make 
a compariſon of their Patience with the Fury of the Catholicks, 
to whom they did not render like for like in thoſe very place 
where they were the {trongelt. 

Theſe being thus premiſed, they did complain afterward, 
that they could not obtain the re eſtabliſhment of the Exerciſe in 
thoſe places wherein it had continued ever fince the Edit? of Ja 
nuary under Charles the Ninth, till the Eads of the League were 
made; of the Catholick Governours retuling to obey the King' 
Orders on this Subject ; of the Decrees of the Privy-Counciland 
Parliaments, whereby it was taken away from ſuch places where 
they found it eſtabliſhed ; in ſome whereof it was indeed main. 
tained, becauſe the execution of choſe Decrees was not though 
ealie and fate. They did not forget here to mention the Decte: 
of the Parliament of Bouraeaux,by which the Exerciſe was forbis-

: From thence they came to complain of their being hindre4 
in the moſt minute acts of their Devotions, naming divers plz 
ces where they had been ſent to Priſon on that account, an: 
where even the Plalm-book had been burnt by the Hangman; 
whereof, among(t many others, they gave one remarkable uy. 
ſtance, which is this : It happened at Mears, that a very honelt 
Man was caned by the Major of the Garriſon for ſinging Plaims; 
the King being then at Moxceaux, about two Leagues off, the 
Deputies of the Aſſembly of Loudun, who were with his Maj: 
{ty, failed not to complain to him of that af#ront ; but all thel» 
tisfaction they could get was only, that the King would ſprax 
to the Major about it. In other places their Bibles and other 
Books concerning Matters of Religion, were taken trom them, 
and if they kept any by them, it was enough to make th:m 
liable to Impriſonments, Exiles and Fines.

taking an Oaih that they would be Catholicks ; being moreover 
forces! to declare their charge vacant, 7zpſo fatto, if they ſhould 
ever lappen to break their Oath : In ſome places they were ſent 
back, without fo much as hearing their Complaints ; in others 
they were turned out, even alter they had been admitted and 
1\fjered to execute their Places; or elle they were forced to di- 
{poſe of them in favour of the Catholicks. The Parliament of 
Dourazaux had oppoſed, during three Years, the re cltabliſhing a 
Prelidial Court at Bergerac, where it had been ſetled before, and 
the Debate about it was ſtil depending in the Grand * Council 
at ti1e time of theſe Complaints. In ſeveral Provinces Gentle- 
cn were torbid to apporat Proteſtant Judges in their Fzefs, on 
2111 of forteiting the ſame ; nay, the Paritament of Pars, when 
yer liiting at Tours, inſerted 1n their Decree for verifying the 
£4: which revoked thoie of the League, that upon the preſen- 
t2110n of Letters Patents to the Court, an Inquiry into the Be- 
h2viour, Manner and Religion of the Preſenters ſhould be always 
(r4red, and that they could not be admitted without giving a 
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1597. ſufficient Teſtimony of their being Catholicks , ſave only i, 


the City of Rochel and other ſuch Towns as were held by the 
Reformed at the time of the Edicts of the League, as I have. 
lated in the Second Book of this Hiſtory in the Year 1591, About 

_ the ſame time the Deputies of the Reformed were told even in 
the King's Council, that they were under a great miſtake if they 
thought they ſhould ever be admitted to Offices, whatever E. 
dicts, Orders from the Court, and Decrees of Parliaments, the 
might obtain ; whereof they gave inſtances in all ſorts of Offices, 
of Judges in Parliaments, and Prefidial-Courts, of Sollicitor; 
General, of Publick Notaries, of Attorneys, and Sergeants. The 
Parliament of Grerod/e, though formerly relcued out of the hangs 
of the Puke of Savoy by the Arms of the Reformed, was now 
{till refuſing to admit //u/ſon, who bad obrained a Patent fora 
Judges place in the ſame Court, and had already been tired 
with hve Years vain parſuits, One of the Reformed having 0b. 
tained a Patent for the Place of one Colas, Vice Seneſchal of Miz. 
ztelimar, an obſtinate Rebel, who would never be reconciled with 
the King, whom he forced to beſizge him in Le Fere, whereof he 
Itiled himſclt Count ; that Reformed, I ſay, could never pet his 
Patent allow'd by the Parliament of Gren-ble + but after he had, 
ro facilitate the matter, treated with Co/zs tor the Place, and 
bought 1t of him, then the Parliament admitted him to the Proot 
oft his good Eehaviour and Manners, and kept him eighteen 
Months abour it, being even yet uncertain of the iſſue of this 
bulinefſs at the time of theſe Complaints. The lame Parliament 
had taken away the Precedency trom ſome Judges who were 
ancienter than their Catholick Brethren, and had been admit 
ted even during the League; which put them to the charge 
of obraining new Edicts, new Orders, and peremptory Decree 
trom the Council.

be] Expreſſions uttered againſt them and connived at in Parliaments 


Paſſion of and other Seats of Judicature, where, in full Court, they had 
CI been call'd Dogs, Turks, Hereticks, Heteroclites of the new 0- 
apo pinion, a People who deſerved to be deſtroy'd with Fire and 
Sword, and expelled our of the Kingdom, Their being Here 

ticks, added they, had been allowed 1a ſeveral Courts, asa en 
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cient cauſe of exception ; as if the Laws of the Emperours a- 
oainſt the Manichees, had been made againſt them, Segnzer, 
one of the King's Sollicitors- General in the Parliament of Pars, 
{peaking 1a the Cauſe of Roche Chalazs, a very conliderable Gentle- 
man amonglt the Reformed, had ſaid, that they were unworthy 
of the King's Edids ; that the benefit of the Laws belonged only 
cothe Catholicks ; and that it the Court ſhould give a Verdict 
in favour of this Gentleman, to reſtore him to his Eſtate, the 
King's Council would oppoie, and take it away from him, as 
trom an unworthy Heretick, They related thereupon ſeveral 
laitances of Juſtice denied to the Reformed ; of Murders left un- 
punithed ; of unjuſt Condemnations without a legal Proceſs ; of 
talle Witnelles tolerated, though convicted. A famous High- 
way-man, being thought to be of the Reformed Relizion, was 
{cntenced at Bourdeanx to be quartered alive, and fined five hun- 
dred Crowns, two hundred whereof accrued to the King, and 
the reit was appliable as the Court ſhould think fit : but the 


Criminal having declared toa Jeſuit, that he had been a Catho- 


Iick for two Years paſt, the Puniſhment was changed into\be- 
heading, and the Fine applied to the repairing of the Jeſnits 
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Colledzo, The extraordinary Afſizes of the Parliament of Pare 


being held at Lyon, fuch of the Refcrmed as went thither to de 
mand Tice againit the Catholicks of Sint Stephen of Furant, 
were called S26itious Perſons, who troubled the Judges witn their 
Complaints. 

Tiey added, That the Writs obtained by the Reformed, for 
bringing Cauſes from a ſuſpeQed Parliament before another, were 
clude?, by denying them Letters of Pareats, or, Hereof fail not ; 
which they were forced to ſue for, ſometimes whole tix Months 
together: but that at Bourdeaux they would do worle, for there 
they ju.'ced the cauſe definitively, and then granted Letters ol 
Pareaty., Whereupon it was obſerved, that the Parliaments did 
the Reformed more harm by their ill will, than the King was by 
h's good will able to redrels. Whereupon they inlarged upon 
t'2 great difference between the verification of the Eazs grant- 
ci to the League, and thoſe granted to the Reformed 1n order to 
2rant them a Peace : the former being allowed without alteration 
or reſervation, and with a great deal of Pop and Solemnity, 
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, as Edits, the Syllables, Letters, and the very Accents whereer 


were looked upon as ſo many Props of the State, whereas the 
latter were-cither thrown off with a thouſand ſhifts, delays ang 
tricks, or allow'd with ſo many limitations and exceptions, tha 
they were made altogether uſeleſs. And here they brought ig 
very pat the great Abules formerly ottered to Parliaments by the 
League, the Maſſacre of Duranti at Thoulouſe, and the ſhame] 
D-ath of Brifſoz at Paris. There they ſhew'd alſo how little {4 
ished the Reformed were with the Eaze# of 1577. which, in their 
judgment, was not fit for the preſent time ; ior it put them in 1 
woile condition than the War had left them in : which reflcReg 
on them a thouſand ways; therefore they had not demanded, 
but conſtantly refuſed it. Whereupon they obſerved with what 
difficulty the Edid# which re-eſtabliſhed the ſame had paſſed i, 
the Parliament of Parzs : they did not forget the ſhiftings and 
tricks of the Attorney-General, and the ſeveral reaſons urged to 
hinder the verilying of it, inſomuch that it was carried 1n the 
affirmative only by three voices. They named here the Par. 
ments which would not verifie it; but above all they obſery'd 
the {cverity of that of D/joz, which likewile refuſed it, tho' the 
King, going through that City in his way to Lyon, had with hi 
own Mouth commanded them to do fo ; infomuch that Menaces 
were neceſſary to bring them to a compliance : after which the 
Attorney General, following the example of that of Pars, wouid 
not ſuffer this word, requiring, but only thoſe of, ot oppoſing, to 
be inſerted in the Decree of its verification ; and the Cour 
tormally declared, that they did it only to obey the King's oftzn 
reiterated Orders. - 

They allo complained, that Decrees made even in 15855. and 
1586. were {Ull every day executed, and the Reformed by ver 
tue thereof forced to reftore to Clergy-men the Incomes ot thei: 
Eſtates taken during the League ; but that the Reformed were 
not allowed to take poſl:{(19n again of their own, on pretence 
that they had not paid the King's Taxes in 1512. And then w3 
related a ſpecial Caſe of Florimond de Raimond, a Judge in itt 
Parliament of Bourdeaux, which runs thus : He had been mace

© b:cauſe the Ears which favoured the Reformed were revoked. 


They promiſed however to forbear executing the Decree, provi- 
Je] it ſhould ſtand {till upon Record ; but whillt they were at 
Court, their Brethren cauſed it to be proclaimed with the uſhal 
(ermonies. Beſides, civers Parliaments made void every day 
the S:nterices given 1n thoſe Courts of Juſtice which the King 
1! fupprefſed, though he had confirmed them all by his Edict of 
Sapprefſi..n 
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Aiter theſe long Complaints they came to the Article of the Burials

In the mean while the Year was ſpun out with tedious Delays, ,....,.. 
as I obſerved before, and though the Reformed had with a wons lays. 
dertul patience overcome their grief occaltoned by them, the 
minds on both ſides were nevertheleſs grown four and much 
cxalperated ; the King himſelf expreſſed ſometimes his reſent- 


words very pat to the purpoſe, and he had once written to his 
Commiſſioners, that it would grieve him to the very heart, to 
come to Extremities with the Reformed, whom he loved more 
than they loved themſelves. This new Language the King had 
Yen taught of late, ſince the retaking of Amiens had a much 
worle effect than it was thought at Court; and the Reformed, 
who found it fo different from that which was uſed with them, 
when the King ſtood 1n need of their aſſiſtance, and when he in- 
vited them to ſhed the reſt of their Blood at the Siege of that 
place; they drew, I ſay, very ſad Conſequences from that change, 
which ſeemed to them to imply as much as if they were told, 
that their Tranquility could never agree with the Proſperity of 
the State, ſince they were cajoled only when the King's Affairs 
were embroiled ; but that when the ſame began to clear up, they 
were told, they muſt ſurrender at diſcretion ; that when the ſuc- 
cels of the King's Enterpriſes was dubious, fair Promiles, Pray- 
ers, tender and pathetick Intreaties, were uſed to them z but 
that when the Court was puitcd up with ſome advantagious Suc- 
cels, then their molt juſt Petitions were anſwered with Shiftings 
and Menaces ; from wheace they conclucied, rhat fince new Cau- 
ſes of Miſtruſt were given them, they ought alſo ro tike new 
Precautions againtt the ill Deſigns of their Enemies. The Dukes 
ot Bowillon and La 1rimnille were the molt exaſperated of all,

The King had long before that time been adviſed to march to- 
wards Britany with a Royal Army, in order to reſcue that Pro- 
vince out of the hands of the Duke of Mercaur, who hitherto had 
been but weakly attacked, and had never treated in earneſt, but 
when he {aw himſelf &en upon the point of being abandoned by 
the Spaniards, and that the King was coming upen him with 
great Forces ; in efte, after he had trifled ſeveral Years with 
Sham-Treaties, at laſt the King marched that way, fo ſoon as 


the approaching concluſion of the Peace with Spazz ſet him at li 


berty to do it. His coming allarmed the Aſſembly at Chatelle- 
raud,and they were in no {mall fear that the King would ſuddenly 
fall upon them, either to force them to accept his own Terms, 
or to diſperſe them, through fear of falling into his hands. At 
the ſame time the King's Commiſſioners preſſed them to come to 
a concluſion, which conduct was varioully interpreted by Men 
long ſince diſtrated by Allarms and Jealouſies. The moſt dr 
ſtruſtful, thought ir 2 kind of violence oftzred to the Aſſembly, 


ſo eagerly to preſs the King's otters upon them, at a time when

© fince It could not be obtained every where: but they (tood faſt

Tais was at lait granted them in two Articles : By the firit 
uhercot their Exercite was perminted 13 ail places witere they 
had eft.bliſked it ever ſince the Edrds of the League, till the

uired to be confirmed with the reſt ; ſo that ſuch Exerciſts x; 
had not been eſtabliſhed.before the Year 1597. needed no oli; 
proofs ; this Year having certainly been added to the Year he. 
lore, as a favour, and upon the folliciration of the Reformed: Now 
it could have been no favour, if thereby they had been obliged 
ro prove the continuation of the poſlcfſion in 1596. by that in 
1597. ſince this would have been to lay upon them a new oli. 
gation of proving by theſe new Titles a Right which they had 
ſufficiently acquired by the poſſeſſion of 15496. But as in 1524, 
the atual exerciſing in ſeveral places was a ſufficient ground tor 
a right for the future, though the Reformed had it not befere;

rour, than it had before ; ſince he permitted then the free Exer- 
cilz 1n thoſe Places to all forts of People, whereas the Truce had 
granted it only tor the ſick and wounded, and made perpetual 
what his Predeceſlor had granted only with a Proviſo.

| of lnjuſtice to the Reformed, and Rarted a World of Difficulties 
| ani S:ruples in the verifying of the Ea:#s granted for their Se- 
 curity : Which they had made out with ſo many Inſtances in 
| theBook of their Complaints, that the Court was not able t5 
| denyit; and thought it very inſignificant to allow them orly 
| ſome Proteſtant Judges in each Court, ſince it was certain, that 
| Where-ever the Number of Catholicks were greater, the Reform 
| ea ſhould be infallibly caſt : But the Parhkamenrs had ſuch an 
| Intereſt to prevent the multiplying of Offices in their Bodics,

full Houſe ; Moreover, the King promiſed to ere& a Chamhe; 
at Paris, conſiſting of ten Catholick Judges and ſix reformed

ons of the Parliaments of Rouen, Renyes and Dijon, had their 
chcice, cither to bring their Cauſes before that of their own 
Province, or before any of the Chambers granted in the neareſt 
of them. The King's Promiſe, made tothe Feformed, in reſpet 
of the Parliament of Pars, was not executed ; but, it ſeems, 
he made them amends for it, by creating ſome new Offices of 
Judges in that of Normanay, and a Chamber of the Edi, up. 
on the Model of that which was eſtabliſhd at Pars. They had 
not the ſame Favour in the Parliament of Britany ; either becaul: 
the Judges of that Court, which were ſome of the molt furious 
againſt the Reformed, would not conſent to it, for that it was not 
judged neceſlary in that Province, where the Number of Pi. 
teſtants was very inconſiderable ; or,in fine, that all the Members 
of that Parliament were ſo partial and paſſionate, that a luffici 
ent number of equitable Men could not be found among them, 
to make it up. Nothing was changed in what had been agree. 
upon concerning the Parliament of Dijov. That of Rozen being 
a great Enemy to the Reformed, they had therefore obtained thc 
Choice I ſpoke of juſt now : But this bringing up of Cauſes from 
one Court to another, had broughr to the Parliament of Pu 
all the Cauſes of Normandy, where the Reformed were ve!) 
numerous, and the Catholicks themſelves ſtuck nor ſometimesto 
beg their Intervention in their own Cauſes, when they were 
jealous of their Judges; infomuch that this Parliament loſing 
much by that means, choſe rather to agree to the creation of 4 
Chamber, like that of Pays, than to ſee almoſt all the Lav: 
Suits of its Juriſdition brought to another. The Reformed found 
alſo ſome Advantage therein, becauſe they were no longer 0 
liged to travel out of their Province, and ſo far from their Friends; 
becauſe alſo the Cuſtoms of Paris and Normandy were very 0 
ferent, and that the Charges and Delays were more troubleſome 


at Paris than at Roveny, Beſides, they were Gainers in that Bar: 
gail, 
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oain, by the three Offices of Judges created by the King in their x £98. 
hehalf: But, for all this, that Parliament was not reconcil'd co * 
the Reformation, and, as it was the moſt corrupted and venal 
Court in all France, ſo there was none where the Reformed were 
expos'd to greater Vexations and Injuſtice. However this Eſta- 
»\ſhment was made but 15 or 16 Months after the Eadie : Be- 
cavle it was long doubted whether the Clauſe concerning Offices, 
inſerted in the Eaze? granted to the Marqueſs of Y/ars, permit- 

red the Proteſtants to be ſharers therein : But, upon the whole 
matter, it was concluded, That the King had not by this Clauſe 
deprived himlelf of his Right, and the Intereſt of the Parliament 
oblig*{ him to declare that it was but proviſional. 

The ſixth Demand was, For a free Admittance to all Offices The ſixth 
of Stare, War, Juſtice, Policy, Treaſury, and to all Commiſſi- C_ 
ons, Employments, Profeſſions, Arts and Trades, without Dan- olwsraga 
rcr of being excluded upon the account of Religion. It was di- Oftices. 
r.t'y againſt the Canon-Law, which debars from all theſe Rights 
{uch as are not obedient to the Roman Church, and who are for 
that Reaſon call'd Hereticks ; and it had been the Original of all 
the Oppolitions made to the Reformed, during fo many Years to- 
gether; but it was of ſuch great Conſequence to them, that they 
would never deſiſt from that Article ; becauſe, befides che Honour 
and Credit of Offices, which they would not have their Fami- 
lies to be depriv'd of, they ſaw well, that if that honourable 
Door was {hut to the Proteſtants, ſuch as had more Ambition 
than Piety, would ſoon bid adiev to their naked and barren Relti- 
gion, and thereby bring the Reformatson to a declining State. 

The greateſt Oppoſition came from the Parliaments, who refuſed 
toadmit them to the Places of the Law : But ar lalt they ob- 
tain'd their Deſire, and the King declared them capavle of hold- 
inp all forts of Offices ; whereby they thought they had gain'd a 
conliderable Point, becauſe that Honour being refuſed to Here- 
ticks by the Canons, their being admitted to them was a Nil- 
charge from that o4ious and hateful Name. This Preteui1on anc 2? 
extenied much farther than the former, by which they only de- conceffion 
red a certain Number of impartial Judges ; but the latter aim'd

equal Sharers in the Diſtribution of Favours and Rewards, Yet 
The Sham 10 this important Matter the Reformed were highly Miſtaken, 
ofthis when they contented themſelves with a wide and general Deck 
gs " ration of their capableneſs of Offices, . without folicly cngs 
ging the King that they ſhould be really conferr'd upon them, 
In ettect, to appeaſe the Pope, who made as if he had been 0 
tended at it, they repreſented to him, That there was a vaſt 
difference between declaring one capable of a Place and beſtow. 
ing it ypcn him ; which pertidious Maxim the Event has ſheun 
to be too true, ſince the Reformed have been ſo far from being 
admitted to high Places, or preferi*d to the greateſt Dignities, 
according to their Merits, that they have been ſhifted with, even 
about the meaneſt Places, and the moſt inconliderable Trades 
the Kingdom. There were ſome among them, who forelceing that 
ſome Time or other this general Declaration would be milinter: 
preted, mov'd in the Aſſembly for fixing, in each kind of Em 
ployments, a certain number of Places, that ſhould be conferr's 
upon the Reformed; and du Plſis, as I have ſaid el{where, tres 
ting, ſome Years before, with Villeroy, had obtain'd the fourth 
part of all Places, and was even in hopes to obtain a third. But, 
belides, that ſuch a general Declaration had ſomething more 
plauſible and flattering than the limitation of a certain Numb! 


of Places, becauſe thereby the Reformed were more fully equal!'d

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|. che Catho'icks, it was more ſuitable to their different Circum: 
| Hances in the Provinces of the Kingdom ; for in ſome their 
| Number was ſo great, "that if they had been reduced to a fourth

© the Edi the Reformed gain'd by it no ſmall Credit, fince the beſt

very unwilling to leave ſo many Fortrelles in the Hands of brave 
and bold Men, among(t whom there was a great number of war- 
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likes and conragious Nobility, who had been permitted to Unite 
together for their mutual Defence; but the Reformed were in- 
flexible upon this Point, and would, by no means, hear ( 
parting with what they had; for, firſt, the Experience of paſt 
Times mide them afraid that the EazZ# might be us'd as a Pre. 
tznce to diſarm them, and that the Catholicks might break their 
Oath as ſoon as their Places of Retuge ſhould be taken trom then, 
Belides, they could not but kaow, that, according to the Polic 

ſuggeſted by the Court of Rome to all Princes who ſubmit tothe 
Pope, they keep Faith with none but ſuch as they fear; and that 
therefore it might be kept to the Reformed no longer than the 
Danger of breaking it ſhould laſt. *Tis a Maxim ao [cfs pege. 
ral chan true, Srnce Conſcience and Honeſty have not been a [ff 
cient Warrant for the Security of Treaties, that ſuch as are cp. 
cerned ia the Obſervation of them, muſt make themſelves formidyl, 
to ſuch as would break the ſame, and make them ſenſible that thy 
could not do it with ;mpunity : Tiweretore it was neceſſary for the 
Reformed to iccep (till ſome [trong Garrifons, to Rifle in the Cz 
tholicks Hearts the Deſire of a:tcmpting their Ruio, by ſhewn 

them the irighttul Proſpect of an equal Danger on both ſides;

I..ng might always appear Maſter and Arbitrator in the Afi, 
And upon the whole, the Reformed obtained a great part of what 
they deſired, and had it not been tor the Diviſions among then. 
ſelves, they might have gain'd much more: It was very happy 
for them that there was not in every Province a Governour, 
indifferent to Religion, and as powerfal as Leſdzguieres was in 
Dauphine. They would have diſunited them, 1a treating witheach 
{ſeparately,as they did with him who would never have his Gar. 
ſons comprehendezd with the reſt, under the ſame Conditions He 
made Religion a pretext to keep his Places, but he would haven 
dependance on the Ailembly, liking better to be fole Maſter in 
his own Province. The Court would have gained by itif every 
Governour had been able to have done the ſame, becauſe by thit 
means they would have ruined the Authority of General Coun 
cils : But none of them beſides Leſdigueres being in a condition 
of maintaining himſelf, all were obliged ro unite for their mutual 
Security. | 

But to return, theſe ſtrong Places being held by the Reforms, 
was not ſo contrary to the Intereſts and Intentions of the King, 
as lome would make us believe, and as he himſelf was eve 
ſometimes obliged ro pretend. This Prince was not yet tree 
from the perplexity wherein the uncertainty of the Succeſſion, 
the Authority of the Nobility, and the Power of his own Oft 
cers had put him. The Seeds of thoſe Conſpiracies which has 
been raiſed againſt him and apainſt the State, were rather hicd 
than quite ſtifled : And there was too much reaſon to fear that ſo 
many Men being corrupted by the Practices and Gold of the + 
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»icrds might form ſuch a Party as would give him a great deal 
of Trouble to deſtroy ; upon which he oftea complained, That 
there was none about him that prudence would permit him to 
confide in. On the other fide, when he thought of the AﬀeCtion 
char the Reformed had fo ſeaſonably ſhew'd towards him for ſo 
many Years together, he was ſatisfied there was among(t them 
ſuch as were proved Friends, and trom whom, in the greatelt 
extremity he might promiſe himſelf all Afiſtance. It 1s true, 
1t that time they were diſlatisfied with his indifference rowards 
them, and his delaying their Attairs, but he was certain hs ſhould 
always find them ready to lay down the laft drop of their Blood 
| for his Service, as ſoon as ever he ſhould give them any Teſti- 
mony of his tormer Confidence and Truſt in them: And there- 
fore he chought it a very amportant bulineſs to preſerve them, 
| and ſpoke to his Confidents of the Peace he had granted them, as 
4 thing he had the moſt ardently wiſh'd for, and which might be 
very {crviceable to him 1n his greateſt Undertakings. He looke 
upon the Reformed as his Party, and their ſtrong Places as his 
own; He knew very well, that whatloever Intrigues the Sp- 
| naras might carry on with the turbulcns Spirits of the Courr, 
yet that part of the State which was held by the Reformed could 
| not bz taken from him, and they might be {erviceable even in 
keeping others in their Duty Indeed there were ſome perſons in 
| this Party that were ſuſpeCted by him, ang that he would haye 
deen very glad to have had at his diſcretion, that he might heve 
| been able to have unhinged thoſe Cabals whereot he thought 
thele Perſons the Ring-leaders : But he had fren by the Negeti- 
ation of the Edi that this pretended Faction was not al ways thy 
| Itrongelt, and that thoſe that were the molt diflicultly plealcd, 
| had, nevertheleſs, ſometimes yielded upon the N-ceflity of his 
Atairs : And, upon the whole matter, he was not ignorant that 
| he had the infallible means of re uniting them co himlelt, when» 
| ever he would ; and that he might depend as much upon rhem 
| 350n-the reſt of the Reformed, 2s foon as by the ſtate of Atairs 
| 1s Intereſt would permit him to rejoya himfe!f to their Party : 
| Hehad only aDcfire 0: having a Power of naming the Governours 
| of their Towns, to the end that he might place ſuch in them 
{ Who were as much engag'd to his Foitune as to their Religion,

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and who by conſequence ſhould depend more upon him than on 
the Councils or political Aſſemblies: But to procure their Con. 
ſent to this Article, he muſt find outan Expedient, which might 
in ſome ſort content them, becauſe they were afraid that by this 
means their Places might fall into the Hands of ſome treacheroy; 
Perſons. This ſame Reflection may be ſeen in the Reaſons why

Qtions which might trouble the Stare it was therefore nolonger 
juſt to ſuffer them in their Poſſeſſion after theſe FaQtions were 
extinct. We have already ſeen how diſlatisfied the Marqueſs 4 
was, becauſe the King had put as many Places as he could into 
the Hands of the Reformed ; and that, for this Reaſon, he had 
rather ſee a Place taken by a Spaniard than kept by an Huguen, 

But there was, beſides, a great difficulty about paying thok 
Sums that were neceſſary for the maintaining oi the Garriſons, 
Fortifications and the Walls of their Towns : There was nothing 
the Council was more difficult to part with than Money, and ihe 
Catholicks were much offended to ſee ſo great Sums paid by the 
King to the Herericks,to maintain ſuch Fortreſſes as rendred them 


who could ſay, That the like had been done for the Leaguers 
the greateſt part whereof had Penſions, or their Garriſons paid 
them out of the King's Coffers : The Conteſtation therefore was 
reduced to the means how to ſive the Kings Money, and the &e- 
formed were contented with fo little,that it can hardly be belicv'd 
chat all their Garriſons could be paid with ſo inconfiderable a 
Sum : And, in efte&t, there were {ome of the Leaguers to whom 
they had given or promiſed more Money than they had granteo 
to the Reformed for the maintenance of their Towns for mal) 
Years together. When all was thus ſettled, a new Diſpute begai 
upon the manner whereby they ſhould aſſure the Reformea of tie

| pladif they might have been permitted to have ſtopp'd the King's 1598. 
Taxes at the reſpeQtive Trealuries, rather than to accept of ſuch 
Aſſignments as they fear'd would be both inconvenient and uncer- 
tain:But they judgedit not handſome to let the King know theylo 
much diſtruſted his W ord,and therefore they were forc'd to be con- 
| rented with the Promiſe he gave them of convenient and certain 
| Aſſigaments. There were ſome private perſons alſo, who having Gi#'s {+ 
neither Commands in theſe Places or in the Souldiery, made par- þ.;an 
ticular Requeſts, ſome of Arrearages of Penſions, others of ſome 
Gift co eſtabliſh their Aﬀairs ; and, ſo others again, for ſome 
Gratification for their paſt Services, which had not yet been ac- 
knowledged : And thus they were all made under ditterent Pre- 
tenſions ; but the whole of their Demands amounted to fo ſmall a 
matter, that altogether it would ſcarcely equal the leaſt Recom- 
znce that the Leaguers had obtained. 

When all things were agreed on, there ſtill remain'd a general Contcfta-

To the Eait# were added ſecret or particular Heads, to the 
number of 56, among which there was many of preat impor. 
rance, which well deferv'd to have been inſerted into the Body of 
the Edi&t ; but they contented themſelves with placing them in 
this Appendix, becauſe it was addreſſed to the Parliaments x; 
the ſame Edit, and many of them verified it. Such were the 
Articles which exempted the Reformed in reſpeCt of many thing: 
that belonz'd to theWorſhip of the Catholicks,thePrivilegesof the 
Miniſters, the exerciſe of the Diſcipline of the Reformed, with the 
holding of their Conliſtories, their Colloquies and Synods, the 
Education of Children, the Liberty of Marriages 1n ſuch de. 
grees wherein the Catholicks are obliged to procure Diſpenſations, 
the obſervations of Faſting and Holidays, the nullity of extorted 
Abjurations, and many others the like ; they forgot not the Con- 
firmation of the Articles granted to the Heads of the Leapue, 
who had ſubmitted to the Governmens. The Shiftings mace uſe 
of in our Time, upon many of theſe Articles, ſufficiently ſhey 
how needful it was that general Articles ſhould be granted there- 
on : But what ſeems molt ſingular in this Afﬀair, is, that there 
were in theſe ſecretArticles ſome Paſſages which formally regarc- 
ed only what was paſt, or elſe the Time of the EdiCt it {el}, 
that nevertheleſs were executed from the time it was publiſhes 
until its Revocation, of calling them into Queſtion, ſuch were 
the Articles which concerned Marriage in ſuch a degree of Af 
nity as the Catholicks were not permitted without a Diſpenſation. 
This, in a manner, made ſome amends for certain Articles of the 
Edif# that had never been put in execution, which permitted the 
Reformed ireely to live in all places of the Kingdom.

| The reſt of the things that couid not be comprehended in the 
| Fai, nor in the particular Articles, were Promiſes by private 
| Patents, wherewich the Reformed were not eaſily fatisfied, becauſe 
| theſe ſorts of Letters are not like a Law, bur only continue at the 
| King's Pleaſure, who revokes them when he has a Mind to it: 
| But as theſe Grants were the niceſt, and ſuch as the Catholicks 
| were the leaſt pleaſed with, ſo they were under a neceſſity of 
| Jepending upon the King®s good Will, and allou ing ſuch Ex- 
| cules 3s were taken from the State of his Aﬀ/airs, which would 
| cot permit him to do any more. There were Three Patents of 
| this nature: The firſt, which was dated the third of Aprz, 
F granted a Sum of Forty five thouſand Crowns for the Pay- 
* ment of the Miniſters ; 1t was aſſhgned upon ſeveral provincial 
E Exchequers, for the Conventency of its Diſtribution, payable 
E cuarterly in ready Mony, with Precautions that were very fa- 
E vourable for the Payment, and a Diſpenſation given to the rc- 
| ceiver, appointed either by the King or the Reformed, by which 
E he was freed from givirs an Account in any Court. As the 
E Court durſt not declare openly chat this Sum was deſigned to 
maintain the Miniſters, leſt the Catholicks ſhould murmur to ſee 
E part of the King's Revenue employed in the Preſervation of 
t Here/y, ſo they were obliged to pur in ſome Clauſe which might 
ſecure it from eiving them aty Scandal. D-»p/e/is having infert-

all was done there in the King's Name, yet each Place had i: 
Magiſtrates which had the ſole Adminiſtration of the Govera: 
ment. Theſe Towns were the tirmeſt to the Common Cauſe 
becauſe they had two Priviledges to defend, their Religion an 
their Liberty. This kind of Independence muſt not be imputed 
to the DoCtrine of the Reformed, lince there were Catholick 
Towns which had as much Liberty : But the Court made Rel; 
gion a pretext todeſtroy them firſt, and by-the means of thi 
Ruin ſound a way to oppreſs the reſt, who have all now ſu 
mitted tothe Yoke. 

There were other Places who had both Garrifons and Gorrrs 
ours, ſome of which belonged to particular Lords, who diſpoſe 
.of Matters therein, as they pleaſed : The reſt- were governed; 
great Men, that had made themſelves Maſters of them during 
the War ; or el{eby ſuch as the King, whilſt he was their Pr: 
teCtor, had placed therein, to defend them. ' Some of theſe wer 
properly Places of Security, others were' call'd Towns or Pl 
ces of Marrzage, becauſe they had no Garriſon of their ov, 
but were compriſed under the Name of more important oeigi: 
bouring Places ; and that their Garriſon was a Detachfment fron 
thoſe of the principal Place whereon they depended : Many 

theſe Places of Marriage were only ſimple Caſtles belonging 0! 
Proteſtant Gentlemen, ſome of which had not above fix or {ir 
Men in a Garriſon ; but they afterwards diſputed them with tit 
Reformed, and pretended that theſe Places of Marriage were 5

| Minds of the People to be a litile ſettled again. La T rimouille by

| bur nothing could work upon him ; to that end the Preſident

Mouths of all the World But the Court had then recourſe 
tle Artifices to molhihe their minds by gentle means, anc .. 
bring 'em to that ſubnutiion which ſhe defir'd. She had her - = 
Contidents in all places, who, according to the Genius of rhoic 
people with whom they dilcoursd, knew how to vary their 
Arguments and their Remonitrances. Sometimes they pur a 
Value upon the King's private Promiſes, who durlſt go no farther 
for fear of Offending the Carholics, and returning their Arms 
into the Hands of the Leazuers ; bur who had givin his Word 
to do to many things for the Reformed for the tuture ; which 
was that which far excecded all they bad demanded, and 
which was contain'd moſt favourable in the Edict. Sometimes 
the Prince himlelf was repreſented as alrogether of the Refor- 
med Religion in his Heart, Weeping when he ſpoke of the 
Churches, and cauting his utual Prayers ro be {aid betore him 
1 private ; and that, perhaps, was no Invention altogether. 
orcover, he had every day in his Mouth all the patiages 07 
Scripture, which all the Reformed well knew low to apply to 
4 the accidents of Life : And tho that all the outward Actions 
7 his Devotion were Catholic , yet his privare Meditations 
and Retirements had ſtill ſometimes a rciith of the Reformed 
Acizion. So that, both ar Court and art re, they were tilt 
ara, or made a ſhew of being in fear, that he was on!y turn d 
Catholic for the fake of the Crown, but that he was {hilt Ke 
"ord 18-his Will and Aﬀection. Thcre w.re a great Num» 
- 7 of the Reformed who were hearti'y of tiis Opinion; 
| 21 who pined the conſtraint, wherein, - as is lecm'd 40 them , 
p Aaaa 2 ric 
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the King was obligd to live. Nor was it a difficult thing to 
win over tho!c who were of this Opinion, and to make 'em 
down contented with the preſent, in the midſt of Extraordinar, 
furure Expectations : So much the rather becauſe that almoſt Rf 
the Reformed werc Anticipated with a full perſwaſton that their 
Religion would in a ſhort time Triumph over the Tricks and 
Artiftices of the Roman See. 

On the other ſide, to frighten thoſe that were timorous of 
themſelves, they aggravated the Puifſfance and Proſperity of the 
King, who began to make himſelf formidable both at home and 
abroad, and who bcing in a condition to force Reſpect from For: 
reigners was the more able ro conſtrain Obedience from his own 
Subjects. In ſhorr, they who by their Intrigues hag brought 
France within one Ace almoſt of her Ruin, faw with att6- 
niſhmenr, thar the ſame Prince, whom they had fo rudely hand- 
led liv'd peaceable in his Dominions, in a Capacity to trouble 
thoſe in his turn that had ſo long and ſo Maliciouſly turmoil'4 
him with inceſſant Vexations, and as it were of a tudden be- 
come the Terrour of one part of Europs, and the Protector of 
the other. Bur rhe moſt conceal'd of a!l the Court Artifices was 
to give thoſe ſome lirtle Trouble who ſpake too loudly in: the 
Provinces. They were ſent for ro Court, under various preten- 
ces, cither of hard Words which they had let fall, or of fome 
bold Actions which they had over boidly committed, or of too 
violent Councels which they were accus'd of having given. Put 
when they had 'em in their Clutches, inſtead of treating 'em 
with ſeverity, which they had pur 'em in ſome fear of ar hom, 
they lull'd *em with a thouſand Carelles ; loaded 'em with pra: 
{es and promiſes ; and cauſing 'em to be managed by perlons 
who underſtood what they were to ſay,ſfent 'em home ſomewhat 
Tam'd and Mollify'd, and ready to believe themſelyes and per- 
ſwade others, that the belt courle they could rake, was to cont 
ply with the King's pleaſure. 

In the mean time the Reformed Aſſembled a National Synod 
at Mompelier ; where their principal buſine(s was to draw up 4

This may ſerve for an Antwer to the Brabbles and Wrang, 
lings rais'd in theſe latter years, as to the Number of the 
Churches above 760. or as to what concern'd others which did 
10t appear to have taken upon 'em the Form of Churches tj 
after the Concluſion of the Edict.

Bur their Deputics in all their Ha- 
ragues were much leſs violent then their Predeceſſors had 
been 3 they talk*'d no longer of Deſtruction and Extermina- 
tion ; Their Diſcourſes breath'd nothing but Peace, the ſweet- 
acls of which Flatter'd all the World ; and you ſhould hard- 
ly hear *em ſo much as mention the word Hereffe. All 
their Diſcourſe ran ſolely upon the Diſorders in Eccleſiaſtical 
Diſcipline, and upon the Altenations of the Spiritual Demel- 
nes, the Augmentation of which the Clergy never fail'd to 
demand under the Name of Reſtituticn. For which reaſon 
they were importunartely urgeat for the Releaſe of Penlions:

The Parliament join'd with the orgy 1n ſeveral Points, 
They could not reſolve to conſent to the ſetting up the Chanty 
which the King was abour ro Erect. They oppos'd with al 
their might, too much freedom of Aſſemblies, as being dero- 
gatory to the Royal Authority, already too much enfteebleg

But that prudent Prince refus'd to med:{le, and declar'd, That Wo 
he would conſent to the Edit ; not that he was defirous of 
the Repoſe and Quiet of the Kefurmed, but as a neceſſary Ex- 

edient to prevent the breaking out of a New War ; and they 
who had been the molt Zealous for the League, follow'd rhe 
Example of this Prince. Jeann'n, in the Council, was a'l 
for Lenity and N'oderation; and the Counſellors of Parla- 
ment, formerly Leaguers, were the moſt moderate upcn the 
reſent occaſion. 

The Members of the General Aſſembly who ſtaid at Cha/te1- 
*a1u4, in Expectation of the Verification of the Edift, la- 
bour'd on their part to prevent the Miſchiefs which rthole 
Oppoſitions might pr: duce, and ſent Depuiics after Depu- 
ties to Court : but theſe Sedulities afforded no Remedy; there 
was no mollifying neither the Clergy nor the Parlamentr. 
The King was not a little perplex'd at theſe Obſtrufions, 
nor did he know how to get clear of theſe Difficulties with- 
out giving fomebody an occaſion to complain 3 not but that 
he ſtill ſtood firm, and ſometimes expreſ[.?d himſelf with 
more then ordinary vigour. But in regird he was deſirous 
to bring things to pais with mildneſs, and, as I may fo ſay, 
to reconcile both Parties by their own conſent, he made 
uſe of all his Prudence, and all his Addreſs, to bring *em to 
Reiſon. He proteſted to the Clergy, That the Edid ſhoult 
turn to their Advantage, provided they would let it paſs, 
and that they did not revive the Ancient Diſtruſts by ſfar- 
ting new Dithicu'ties.

The Clergy upon this Occaſion gave one Mark of their «-

oth _ -YV the Chamber, and had obtaind it ; but when there Was 2 
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Reſolution taken to alter the Form of it, and not to admit 
above one Reformed, they would never Renounce the 
Exemption that had been granted 'em. Wherein they made 
it evidently appear, that they were afraid, when ever the 
happen'd to have any ditterences with the Reformed, that the 
ſhould not have Judges at their Devotion.

rence between their New Chamber and the Chambers of the 
Enqueſts conſiſted only in this, that into the one there were 
no Judges to be admitted, but ſuch as were conſpicuous for 
their Mildneſs and Moderation ; whereas the ſame Choice wa;

But becauſe it was no leſs neceſſary that it ſhould appear 1599. 
that the French had laid theſe Complaints ſeriouſly to Heart, 2nd VV 
that it was tothe purpoſe that it ſhould believ'd the Pope had 
made theſe Complaints in good Earneſt 3 the Cardinals wrote 
tothe King after ſuch a manner as might be ſerviceable to this 
End; and wherein they ſpoke of the Popes Diſguſts in ſuch 
Terms, as might fatisfie the Spaxiards. Nevertheleſs they 
ove him an Account of the Reaſonsthey had given the Pope, 
ro appeaſe him. And they were ſo well grounded, and fo de- 
ciſive, that there was no other likelihood, but that the Pope 
who was a ſhrewd Man, was apprehenſive of their Solidity. 

But this was written with ſo much Circumſpettion, that if 

the Spaniards had grumbl'd againſt the Popes Conduct, there 

would have needed no more then to have Read that Letter 

to *'em, to have made his Apology.

ſhew the little prejudice which the Counſellors of the Refar- 
ed Religion could do the Catholic, becauſe their Number was 
{o inconliderable. They added that Peace was more neceſſa- 
ry, and would be more Beneficial to the Clergy rhen toany 
other Orders in the Kingdom ; that the Cathol:c Religion al- 
{ſo would gain great Advantages by it : That it wouldbe ad- 
mitted into all the Cities where the Reformed were molt pow 
erful, and from whenceit had been a long time exterminated:

cy requir'd that he ſhould give ſome Marks of his Diſpleaſure, 
to ſee Hereſie protefted in France, from Perſecution and the 
Inquifitors. Only he Reſum'd his Diſcourle from time to time 
concerning the Council, of which he was greatly deſirous 
that the King would have made Publication , 1n deſpite of 
the Parlament, as he had done of the Edict. Cardinal Ali 
trandini, whom the two others went to vilit, after they had 
left the Pope, was much better fatisty'd ; only he again pro- 
pos'd the Publication of the Council, as the greateſt Conſe.

the Re-eſtabliſhment of the Catholic Religion in Bearn. 40{: 


ſat wrote himſelf to Villeroy , ſome days after , that al

| and Order and Property took place again. The Country be- 
| can to be TilPd : And the hopes of a laſting Tranquility 
| encourag'd all people to repair the Ruins of their Inheritan- 
| ces. Every Body took Poſſeflion of their Eftates; and the 
| Courts of Law were open to Legal Suits and Demands Nor 
| did the Eccleſiaſtics gain leſs than any of rhe Reſt. 'But the 
| king got more then any Body. Splendor and Majelty Re- 
E 2dorn'd his Palace: He reſum'd his Authority over his Peo- 
| ple; and Foreigners once more began to lo k upon the 
| Houriſhing Kingdom either with Reſpe& or Dread. The re- 
| pole of France ballanc'd all Exrope : The King jealous of his 
| Word, was ſoon confided in by his Allies; and in regard he 
| ad no other Ambition then to Reign for the good of all the 
| \orld, without any deſire of Uſurping what belong'd to 0- 
| ters, without Cruelty, without Devices and Tricks, ſo ſoon 
| a5they ſaw him at Quiet, he became the Love of his Subjects, 
| 2 Umpire among the Chriſtran Princes, and the Admiration 
| Ct his Enemies. The Politicians dreaded his Power, and for 
{zar it ſhould grow too great, they thought it convenient to 
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he had reſtor'd Peace to his P20-:e, 
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rid themſelves of him by an execrable Aſſaſſination. Th. 
Rapicinels of this happy Re-eltabliſhment may be eaſily m_ 
i-ctur'd ar, by the imall time they luffer'd him to live, after 
: Hardly ten Years Wero 
expir'd, airer the lettlement of Peace at home, before they 
polted on to this dilinal extremity : And it he liv'd {6 lon; 
twas not for want of ſooner Atrempts upon hi Lite, by ons 
el Conlpiracies., Now 1n regard there 1s no greater Prof 
of the Benefit of a thing then by the Etects of it ; it may be 
judg'd by the conſequences of the Elict , that never an; 
Prince conferr'd upon his Subjects a more wholeſome and 
comfortable Law. And therefore the principal Reaſons thi: 
were made uſe of to fſatisfie thole, to whom there was ſome 
excuſe to be made for the Edict, were generally drawn from 
the benehit of it: And there was noother way then that, to 
ſtop the Mouths or thoſe who had the moſt deſire or Intereſ 
to hinder the encreaſe of the Reformed. They acknowled'd 
that the Kingdom itood in greater need of a Peace at home 
then abroad z and that having been 10 near DeltruQton by 
their long Diviſions, they could never recover them{clves but 
by Conc-rd.

er; and that it always keeps a Door open for the Renewinz

Chriſtianity were more Uniform ; but in regard it is not my 
Province to handle this Viatter like a Divine; I ſhall only fa y.

thatis to ſay, ſuch a one as 15 attended with Evil Conte- 
uences, and which gives one Party an opportunity to op- 
preſs an other. But where there 15 a Variety, the ba 
Ef.dts of which are prevented by good Laws, it 1s nor 
to be condemnd. It wouid have been pernicious to 
the Kingdom to ſuffer two Religions, and permit 'em always 
to be at odds, and in a continual ſtruggle to advance the one 
by the Oppolition of the other. Burt there is no reaſon for 
that Kingdom to be afraid of any thing, that engages ditte- 
rent Parties to a mutual Toleration, There is a varicty of 
Religions, as of ſeveral Profeſſions. It people that follow ſe- 
veral ways of living ſhould be permitted to make War one 
upon another 3 for Example, ſhould the Lawyers be ſuffer'd 
by open Force to deſtroy the Merchants and iiusband Men, 
the Damage to the Kingdom would be viible ; but by Uni- 
ung *em together in Peace, the Kingdom looles nothing 3 and 
they are uſeful one to the other. In hke manner, when a 
Kingdom is reduc'd to Tolerate various Religions, ?tis 1mpoilt- 
ble but that it muſt be a great diſadvantage to tite State, ſhou!d 
both Parties be left to themlelves to deſtroy one another.

The Chancellor who in this Aﬀair was to preſide aboy- 
the King, declar'd that no matter of Right or Dofrine 4;

Terms. Dw Perron highly extoll'd the King, that he woulJ no: 
lay his hand upon the Cenſor, nor meddle with Matters of Faith, 
which he ought not to do, And afterwards protefted he extream. 
IyHonour'd as Ple/rs,and did not defign to caſt on him the blame 
of thoſe Falſihcations which were 1n his Book, but only charg'd 
them upon thoſe who had turni{h'd him with the Memoirs ; 
That is to ſay,in acquitting d# P/7s from an Accuſation of he: 
ing a Deceiver,he ridicul'd him by another, which tax'd hit for 
an Inconſiderate Perſon ;.that made ufe of the Citations of other 
people without ever inquiring into the Truth of 'em ; and 
fill'd his Books with the Teſtimonies of Authors which he had 
never taken the pains to Read. Beſides that the Accufation 
became by that more malicious, becauſe it *overſpread and 
atteRed all the Learned of the Party, by whom he {uppog'd 
au Pl:f/is was ſupply*'d with his paſſages. As if the Reform, 
the better to Aflail the Rowaz Church, had made a kind of 
Combination to Quote the Ancient Authors falſe, Du Pi;

ſtreſs: The Reform-d enjoy'd all the places, and apply'dthe Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Revenues to their Uſe. They were in poſſeſſion 
of Houſes and Church-yards. There was' no Town but 
anly that of Gex, within whoſe Walls had not yet one 
Church. 

This was the condition of this Country when it fell under the 
Dominions of Hexry the Fourth, who, as ſoon as he had taken 
Poſſcſſion, gave the Government of the Citadel of Bourg, Ca- 
pital of Breſſe, and the only place of Defence that there was 
in thoſe parts, to a Gentleman of the Reformed Religion, 
The Reaſon of this Choice was, thaz he believ*d theſe places 
better ſecur'd to him by the Reformed, then thoſe he had given 
to the Catho'ics ; in regard he did not look upon the latter tobe 
reſolute enough to hold out againſt the Spaniſh FaCtion : When 
as he was perfectly afſur'd of the Fidelity of the other; and 
this was a third thing that displeas'd Rome, . which coulJ 
ro: digeſt that a Man inacceſſible to all the Intrigues that 
are hatch'd beyond the Mountains, ſhould be Maſter of a 
Place ſo near Italy; chiefly becauſe his Relgion was the Cauſe 
that he was prefer'd before the Catholics. There was yet ano- 
th r, that the Pope could not endure ; to remove whom he 
was long very Importunate with the King: This was the 
Governour of Chateau Dauphiz; an inconſiderable Caſtle onthe 
very extremity of Dauphize, which a Reformed held, not only 
as Governour for the King, but alſo by a Deed of Engage 
ment. . He had eſtabliſh'd his own Religion there, and a Re- 
formed Garriſon. The Duke of Sevoy exaſperated the Pope 
upon this occaſion; for that this Caſtle incommoded bim , 
and that he would fain have remov?'d a Man thence, that 
would not eaſily engage in his broils, Infomuch that thus 
Trifle made a great Noiſe at Rome, fo that they appear'd there

trong places in particular, at the Command of Le/aign:eres. 
The Creation of New Employments 1n all the Jurisdictions of 


the Kingdom, ev'n in the Parlaments which was one of the o#:.:.. 


Expedicnts that Rox; propos'd to Raile Mony, may be look'd 
upon as one Buſineſs of the Edit. Theſe New Creations 
ever Vex thoſe who are in Poſſeſſion of Old Employments, 
whoſe Fees are made lels conſiderable 1n retail, when the Num- 
ber of Perſons that ſhould ſhare 'em, is Augmented. This is 
the Reaſon, tha: the Parlament of Pars world have contound- 
ed theſe New Offices, with thoſe out of which the King was 
0 gratify the Reformed, according to the Ed.ct ; cne pait 
of which was of a Preceding Creation; and t'ather of 
the firſt Offices of Ancient Erection which would become va- 
cant by Death. The Parlament was delirous by that to leilen 
the Number of New Offices. But that did not accomodate 
the Reformed, who were to have the Places that were 
ceſign'd *em given *em Gratis, whereas the others were to be 
Purchas'd Beſides this confuſion had been of no Advantage ro 
the Kiug, who had partly loſt by that the Fru't he expeted 
from theſe New Creations ; which was the caule that he rea- 
Gdily promis*'d the Reformed, that their Offices ſhould not be 
comprehended in the Number of New Emptloyments. 

But the moſt important Aſſair of this Year, was the Exe- 
eution of the Edit, to which End Commiſhoners were ſent 
nto many Provinces, But the meaſures they took were not alike : 
For there were ſome places where they did acqu:t themſelves, 
With the ſame exaCtneſs that was done in others. There 
were ſome Provinces where they went from Town to Town, 
from Jurisdiftion to Juriſdiion, and where they Viſited the 
Places, which ought to be deliver'd for their Exerciſe therein, 
in Order to ſettle all things as cloſe to their Commiſſions as 
polhbly they could. Others only went to the Capital Ct- 
ties, coutenting themſelves to receive the Petitions, the 
Pretenſions and Objections of Parties, without coming 
near the particular places where the Diſputes aroſe 
| to which nevertheleſs they commonly ſent Subdele» 


Tites, There were likewiſe ſome Provinces to moon

Embrace it without expoſing their Goods, their Lives or their 
Hopes : As if there had been nothing to ſurmount but the 
Prejudices of Intereſt and of Fortune, to the 'End that the 
Truths, of which they were convinc'd, might become evident 


'toall the World. This was the Reaſon that they did not think 


it neceſſary to take their meaſures in many things, in which'this 
Happy JunQure might have been much more ſecurely pro- 
vided for. This thought inſpird %«*m with another of 
vexing the Catholics a little, in placing themſelves, as far 
as &he- Edit would permit it, 1a thoſe Places where the Cler- 
gy were troubled to ſee 'em. This was one little Mortifica- 
tion which they would-have put upon 'em, in return of thoſe 


many acts of Injuſtice and-Cruelties with which they hadTreated 


them. This was the Cauſe that in ſome places they had le{ 
regard to their own profit, that they might have the pleaſure 
of putting their Enemis to more Pain. A third conſideration 
:ſerv:d as a Foundation for their Negligence. They rely'd too 
much on the Integrity of theſe w ho made*%em belicve,that no in- 
terruption ſhould be given to the eſtabliſhments once "made ; 
and as:they were refolv'd to make no Attempt on the Catho- 
Iics, they were apt to believe that the Catholics would never 
conſult to diſturb their Poſſeſſion with Wranglings. In fine 
they imagin'd , that as theſe ſettlements were made in the 
ſight of the Catholics, and that the Grounds of that Right 
which.they had acquir'd were publick and manifeſt to al] the 
World, the Children would never come to diſpute what had 
been fo Evident and Notorious in their Fathers time. One 
or other of theſe Conſiderations caſt the Reformed in many

Tho to judge of 
Terms by the Ordinary Style of Edidts, 'twas only meant 

that the Exerciſe was Granted to the Reformed, in the places 

where they had not begun it ſince that day 3 but which they 

had in ſome fort Peaceably enjoy'd before and till that day, 

1: There was the ſame ftrictneſs in the Regulations which were 
Exerc js. made for the Places, the Buildings, the Bells, the acquiſts 
of Places and all the Dependances of the right of Exerciſe, 

There were therefore places where they Eſtabliſh'd limited Ex- 

erciſes, as well for the Number of perſons, as for the Qua- 

lity of the Acts of Devotion that might there be exercis'd, 

In ſome, they ſutter'd none but the Inhabitants of the Town 

and Juriſdiftion to go to the Aſſemblies. In other places the 
Number of Strangers was limited who were permitted to be 
prelent. In others they were only allow'd to meet to pray 

and to fing Pſalms without calling the Miniſter thither. In 

{ome *"rwas permitted, that a Miniſter ſhould come and give 

the Lord's Supper tour times a year. But ſetting aſide thele 

little Diverſities, which did not extend ir ſelf to many places, 

their Orcers agreed in General Liberties, conformable to the 
Articles which ſpoke of the Nature of the Ezerciſe which was 

12 Hand to be Eſtabliſhid. Theſe differences then were but 

all effect of the exaCtneſs of the Commiſſioners, who would 

not extend the Rights beyond that which the Poſſeſſion had 

gain'd, nor aboliſh **m under pretence that the poſſeſſion did 

wt give 'em extent enough.

Onc of the moſt remarkable parts of their Commiltion, was 
the delivery of places cilPd Places of Ba:liaze, Twas ne- rc 
ceſſary they ſhould be taken in thoſe where another Right *' 
could not be prefan'd, for the multiplying the places of Ex- 
erciſe as much as was poſſible, Beſides it was convenient to 
have 'em in the moſt canſiderable places of the Bailliage , 
where there was ſome concourſe of people, for the commoa 
benefit, To Mortity the Clergy a little, they demanded of 
'&m, when they could, the neareſt to the Epiſcopal Cities , 
ſince they could not have *em in thoſe very Cities. They of 
Ninces demanded the next place to Poxt St. Eſprit, or at F.le 
Nuve  Avie ron, that was n9 farther diftant from Avignon then 
tne breadth of the Rhoxe, thereby to give the ſame Caule of 
liſcoatent to ſee the Religion of his Enemies cxercisd, at the 
very Gate of a City, of which he 1s the Sovereign, and 
where ſome of his Predeceſſors have held their Sees Thele 
uitcrent proſpects were the Cauſe why they did not obtain 
tiroughout the whole the moſt important places, 1n as ample 
2 manner as might have been defir'd. 

The Diſpute of Bury ing places occaſion'd morc trouble, then p 4:u, 
tit ſettJement of the places of exerciſe. The Clergy oppos d ?* 
almoſt through the whole, the Liberty of burying 1n the Ca- 
tholics Church-yards: And when the Reformed took it of their 
own accord, they complain'd againſt 'em to the King's jultt- 
ccs or to the Parlaments, where they were always favourd. 

A Gentleman of the Reformaticn having caus'd one of his Clul- 
dren to be Bury'd ina Pariſh-Church of the Bar/r42e of Chartres, 
ite Parlament of Paris made a Decree, which Ord-r'd that 
thoſe ſhould be inform'd againſt who were Namd in the 
Complaint which had bcen deliver'd, that prohibited Bury- 
2 1n the Churches and Church-yards of the Catliviics: But 
i2Decree did not Order the Bodies of ſuch as were already 
»iry 4 to be taken up. The ſeverity of the Canons perplex'@ 
bi Corates, becauſe it would not permit that Service ſhould 
R-rrr 
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:601, be Celebrated in the Churches where the Bodies of Heretics 
WAY were interr'd, unicls they had firit been reconcil'd. Bur the 


difficulty had not been hard to remove, uf the Spirit of con- 
tradiction wou'd have given way to the Spirit of Peace: Since 
that the Reformed accord to the Edict, being no more to he 
Treated as Heretics, they ougit to have been as well gil. 
pens'd wiih, as to the Rigour of the Canons, which depriy'y 
'em of Sepulture in the Ordinary p'aces, as thoſe which de- 
clar'd *em incapable of all Emyloyments, or which condemn'd 
**ra to the loſs of Goods and Lite. By theſe means a great ma- 
ny people had not been Gepriv'd of their Rights which they 
had acquir'd by Ancient Foundations, nor had good Peop'c 
wanted the fatisfattion of being bury'd in the Sepulchres of 
their Fathers. But 1m regard this buſineſs every where «c- 
caſion'd Suitsz almo{t all the Difficulties were remov'd by 
Orders that match'd the Decree of Parlament. Neverthelz{, 
when places were to be deliver'd to the R-formed at the com- 
mon expence, the reparations were not lo uneaſie as the Clergy. 
As they had been ruind by thelong Wars, they choſe rather to 
partake the Ancient Clurch-yards with the Reformed, then 
ro be at the Charge of buying New ; which was the Caulz 
that the Commiſſionersdivided the Church-yards, between th: 
.tholics and the R'firmed ; and the part moſt remote fron 
the Church, was atlign'd to thele for their Place; of Buris: 
There were places where theſe Portions were not ſeperate 
but by ſingle Diviſions . Ochers where they were contentec

By this procequre, conformable 
co the forty kifth Article of the particulars, ſuch as'1t had been 
drawn up at Nwtes, this Article was tacitly re-eltabl:fÞ*d in its 
fr form ; and there was no fcruple made to Publiſh it 1n this 
manner in the Printed Coptes of the Edict, becaule 1t was ſe 
put in practice. 
It was impoſſible, that the Commiſſioners being to pals 
their Judgments in ſo many places, and upoa fo many things, 7'** 
ſhould have [the good Fortune always to pleaſe all par- © 
tics, *Twas therefore, that there were Appeals from each 
part, on Which the King was to derermine: Þur the Reformed 
bad almoſt every day the better in thole Decrees 53 and there 
ill be found but very few Examples, where the Orders of 
the Commiſſioners have been corrected ro their prejudice 5 
tho there are a great Number that redound to their advantages. 
From whence two things may -p:ainly be inferr'd: One, that 
the Commiſſioners had rather have Executed the Edict in fa- 
your of the Catholics, then of the Reformed: The other, that 
the King's Intention was, that the Articles of the Edict ſhould 
rot be eluded by rigorous conſtructions, fince that every time 
occaſion preſented, he expounded 'em himlcuit to the advan- 
gc ofthe Reformed, by favourable extenſions of what the Com- 
miſſioners had too much contracted. But tho the Commil- 
2aers had lab2ur'd in the Execution of the Edi&, during part 
0! this year and the following, there remaind a great many

the Deputies, that were there, to ſeperate themſelves, Ar 
the ſame time a National Synod was heid at Gergeau, why 
ſent an Expreſs to the King, beſeeching him to permit the 
continuation of this Aſſembly : But nothing prevaiPd ; they 
muſt Obey and Diſmiſs themſelves. Ever fince the Month 
of March they had receiv'd Order to do it 3 but they eo. 
cus'd themſelves as much as they could. The Orders were 
renew'd at the beginning of Miy ; and were not fulfll4 
till the laſt day of the ſame Month.

he Fxpence of their Maintenance was not great, becaule the 
king, who was not troubld at their attendance upon him, 
took upon him to allow *em a certain Sum, which {ſhould be 
ad yearly on the Privy Purſe. But becauſe the Reformer 
would bind 'em as well to their Cauſe by ſome Intereſt, they 
reſolv'd at the National Synod of Gp, that it rhe Deputies 
were not abſolutely aſſur*d of their allowances, what was wante 
ng, ſhould be rais'd, halt on the Money that the King gave to 
the Churches, and half on what he gave to th: Garriſons. 
Put by little and little, that which was not Order'd, but by 
way of Succour, in Caſe the Allowances were not lutlicicnt, 
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became Ordinary, and was converted into an Augmentation 


of the Salaries of Deputies General. This Inſtitution was 
n0 burthen to the Council, that could not be trouted with

there were yet any Colleges of Jeſuits in the Kingdom, that 
is to ſay, 1n the JurisdiCtion of the Parlament of Tholon/e and 
Bourdeaux, they had found out another manner of diſtinEtion, 
cauſing the Houſes of the Catholics to be mark'd with the 
Croſs,or Garlands of Flowers,to the end that thoſe might be bet- 
ter taken notice of that wanted ſuch Ornaments : That at Fey- 
vins they puta Miniſter out of the Town, who travelling that 
Road arriv'd there upon Eafter-day ; and that they refus'd ſo 
much as to give his Horſe Stable-Room. "Twas a Complaint 
that in ſeveral places the Judges hinder'd 'em from Building 
Churches, tho the Exerciſe were there permitted: That in 
many others, that were Nam'd, the Exercife }:kewtle was 
hinder'd, either through the oppofition of the Lords of the 
Places, or by the Orders of the Commiſitoners. Tt was re- 
ported upon this occaſion,that at Arbenas,where the Marquis of 
Montlaur committeda Thouſund Violences, tho the Commiſſto- 
ners had caus'd the Steeple, the Bell and the Church-yard to 
de Surrender?d to the Catholics, and Fett che Town-houſe ro 
the Reformed for their Exerciſes, the Jeſuits had built a 
Chappel againſt the Wall, through which they had made a 
hole, that they might fee all over the place ; that they caus'd 
a Bell to Ring during the Exerciſe 3 and that they had ſet up 
2 Croſs over the Entry. It was demanded, That the Lords 
might enjoy the Right of their Precin&s and Juriſdictions, and

plex'd himſelf in all forts of Aﬀairs with the leaſt conſiders. 
tion. He order'd the Body to be taken up Eighteen Years a.

There was a long Train of Articles that concern'd the

by the Monks : That they have rated the Minilters for the 
King's Taxes, as alfo for thetr Salaries The King was Pe- 
titior'd to permit the Inhabitants of the County of Ma:/e, 
that had no place of Exerciic within, eight Leagues of 'em , 
to meet 1n rhe Juriſdiction of a R f5rmerd Gentleman, tho he 
was not reſident there: And they begg'd of him to odtain 
tor his Subjefts that Traded in Spain, the ſame Liberty ol 
Conſcience that was allow'd there to the Engliſh”, to tho 
Scotch, to the Danes and to the Germans. The occalion ol 
this Addreſs was, that a certain Man cal'd Pradzlles ct

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All theſe Articles remain'd a long time 1n the Handsof the 
Council, who kept 'ein till the Monih of Azgyſt 1602. They 
were varioully Anſwer'd : Some purely and ſimply Granted 
others Extended and Amplity'd : Others abſolutely refus'; 
others Granted in Part, and partly refus'd. There were x 
great many on which the Council took time to conſult the 
King's Advocates, to give Orders according to their Advice: 
Others where the King ſent back the Parties concern'd tore. 
dreſs themſelves before him by way of Petition - Others where 
he demanded to ſee the Decrees of Court, and ACtts wherein 
they were mention'd: Many wherein he reſerv'd himſelf the 
Power to order what he thought gcod. But in General there 
was in all the Anſwers, a temper of Favour and Equity, which 
made the Intentions of the King appear openly , and that 
plainly ſhew'd, that without Diſguiſe or Equivocation, his 
meaning was that the Edict ſhould be obſervd, and that the 
Difficultics that aroſc upon the Execution of it, ſhould be fa- 
vorably expounded. This favorable and equitable Mind of his 
appear*'d above al', 1n the Orders he gave tur the Execution of

Twas thought that this was the firſt motive for the Baniſh- 
ment of thoſe unhappy people : And that Taxzs having given an 
account- of his Diſcourſe with the King upon this Subje&t, 
the Council of Spa/n had as ſoon form'd the deſign of Perſe- 
cuting thoſe miferable Creatures. But it may likewwle be 
believ'd, that this deſign was form'd a long time ſince. That 
Taxis who well enough knew ir, laid hold on the occaſion, 
and would have made that paſs for an effect of the Zeal of 
the King his Maſter, which was but an effect of his Policy. 
Diſcretion advis'd to rid himſelf of theſe people, whole incon- 
fancy and Infidelity caus'd every day great troubles. 

Not but that Spar had really a deſign to deſtroy the Ref-r- 
ma in France. It was neceſſary for the Projetts that he had 
hid, and that they ſhould be ſtrong enough to render themſelves 
trmidable. But it was alſo rothiry, that they ſhould: nor be... 
_ atpeacc,to theend,that they might give adiverſion tothe King's p,

Proteſtants ; becauſe the Houſe of 4«/tri4hop'd eafily to deſtroy "57 7. 
em, if they could deprive 'ern of the ProteCftion of Fraxce. The il war 


Council of that Houſe, which at that time contain'd the moſt 
profound and'moſt refin'd Politics of Exrope, and which at that 
time had the Jeſuits on their ſide, had already mov'da long time 
towards the ſame Mark, without loſing fight of it : And they 
kept themſelves fix'd' to the fame deſign about thirty years, 
with hope of approaching ſucceſs. But the diviſions of the 
| Reformed, the good Fortune of Lovis the thirteenth , the 
| Proſperity of Gaftlavis, and the Intrigues of Cardinal Rich- 
icy overthrew all his Projefts, and ſubrozated,, if I may fo 
lay, France to the pretenſions that this Powerful Houſe had 
to the Univerſal Monarchy. It was then the only drift of 
the Council of Spain, to ſer the King to handy blows with 
the Reformed, while they labour'd to ſet up a Catholic King 
in Eypland, to ſubjugate the United Provinces, and to Ruin 
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Leiſure to execute her Grand Projefts : Nor would ſhe be 
wanting to employ her Money and her Intrigues, to prevent 
that Parties being too ſoon opprels'd 3 which may be judg'd 
by what ſhe did in the Reign of Lewis the: thirteenth. At 
leaſt this Civil War would embroil the King with the To. 
reign Proteſtants ; which was one of the proſpetts of Spuia, 
becauſe without their Alliance ſhe believ'd France could: not 
kurt her, nor the Proteſtants reſiſt her. This is the Reaſon 
why all the other Projecs having fail'd, and the Death of 
RB ron having diſtipated the molt dangerous Conſpiracies, 
there remain'd no o:her Wheel to be ſet a going to trouble 
the Kingdom, then to make the Reformed take up Arms, it 
it were poſſible. To ſuccced in it, 7ax/s on one fide endea-

Bur the Court having not beenable to hinder things 

irom coming to this pals, wou'd have eluded the Decifion by 

ome Artifice 5 and to ſatishe the Pope, they made him be- 
lieve that they had ſucceeded therein, and that they had ren- 

dred this troubleſome Decrce unprofitable. They endeavour

they had been, till that time, then to have added ſuch a 0ne 
which might re-kindle the hardly extinguiſh'd hatred of the 
Catholics.

thing decided. They buoy'd themſelves up more efpecially 
with the Opinion of Sca/izger,who had condemn'd the Aticle 
But the Reformed had as little reſpect for him, when he treated 
of Theology, as they had a veneration for his knowledge in 
other things.

{tracted thoſe who wou'd have maintain'd the Dodrine of 
the Aſſembly. 
But becauſe Ferricy was look'd upon as the Promoter of 
this Aﬀair, by reaſon that he was vex'd to have been pro- 
ceeded againſt for the Propoſitions which he had publiſh'q, 
1t was believ'd that all wou'd be ſuppreſs'd if .he cou'd be 
appeas'd. The Endeavours were ſo fortunate, that more was 
gain'd then was hop'd for. They corrupted both his Under- 
itanding and his Heart. They attack'd him with Penſions, 
and hopes of Intereſts at Court. He made no more uſe of his 
vehcmence and heat but to trouble his Brethren. And in 
tine, he precipitated himſelf, as I have faid, into Detler- 
tion and Revoit.

He EY ground to cry down the Synod, the Moderation of Clerz:nr

He was delirous to play a ſure Game, and 
procure between all the Princes of his Communion a League fo 
lecret and lo ftrong, that it might overwhelm the Proteſtants all 
at one blow, who could not tpreſee this Tempelt. | 

The ſame Synod: had likewiſe done ſome other things, vw hich 
ad anger'd the King. They had admitted Foreign Mini- 
lters. They had receiv'd Letters from the Palatine, and 
had Anſwerd 'em. They likewiſe Writ to the Duke of 
9470y, On the Account of the Reformed of Srluces whom he 
Perlecuted. - They receiv'd the Duke of Buzillox's Letters, 
which they anſwer'd without any Helitation, and the Synod 
themſelves took upon ?em to ſollicit for him. This did not pleaſe 
the King, who expreſs'd ſome reſentment or it : Tho hedid not 


complain but inPardoning it, becauſe he believ'd, ſaid he, that 
| they had done it, rather out of Indiſcretion then Malice. He 
| added nevertheleſs, that if thele Ecclefiaſtical Aſſemblies did 


not behave themſelves with more Moderation, he would deprive

WY CW their Religion, Reformed in the Ferms of the Eadid. Bur the 
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Judges, the Advocates. and Notaries preſerv*'d- yet a long 
time the cuſtom of abſtaining from the New expreſſion, and 
from the Word Pretended : And continu'd to give their Reli. 
cign ſimply the Name of 7he Reformed Religion. 

During this the Jeſuits follow'd their buſineſs, and folj- 
cited the Parlament , for-the Verification of the Edi 
which they were Recall'd. It was founded on the conditions 
that the King had proposd a long time before , and they 
were driculsd at Rome. There were five or ſix which the 
Teftits , found very hard : Not becaufe they- were in them- 
{elves Unjuſt or Inhuman-3 but becauſe they put 100 firi&

This was very oppoſite to their Politics 
at that time, whoſe mam drift-tt was to ſubjugate-France toa 
Foreign Power. The ſecond was, that- they were to take the 
Oath of Fidelity ; which was extreamly contrary to theIntenti- 
ons of a Society naturally unfaithful. But it was not any 
Reſpect of the Oath that troubI'd *tm ſo much 4 It was becauſe 
they were Mark'd with Infamy, in taking a ſecurity from them 


aw hich was not demanded of the others. The Third was, that 


they were forbidden to purchaſe Lands, without the King'sleave. 
They had well recover'd themſelves of the Error into which 
{zinez rheir General had falPn, during the Council of Trer, 
when he would have had his Soctety excepted out of the 
permiſſion of poſſ:fing Eſtates, which the Council Granted 
to the Mengicants : And they had made ſo good uſe of thc 
Advice which the Jacobin La Torre gave this General, to 
make him deftit from his Modeſt 'demand, that they could no 
more Lkewile t{uiter, that the Liberty of Tnriching themſelves 
by all manner of means, ſhould be taken from %em.

| Vow is taken, when they cannot accommodate themſelves with -—v WV 
the Genius of thoſe who put themfelves under their Diſcipline. 
This Article griev'd 'em ſorely, becauſe they drew a thou- 
fand advantages from this Power, of ſending back: into + 
ſecular Life, thoſe who were imbu'd with the Maximsof thei: 
Order. But there were ſuch good Reaſons nor to leave 'em 
this means of troubling the peace of Families, that the 
impoſing of this troublefome condition could not be avoided. 
The Fitth and the Sixth ſubjected 'em intirely to the Juriſfdi- 
ion and Correftion of Biſhops; and likewiſe to take from 
them periniſſion to confeſs 'thoſe'of their Order. This was 
Hard,that a Socjety which ſought to trample under Feet all thar 
was remaining of Dignity to Biſhops, ſhould be conſtrain'd to 
pend upon their good Pleaſure. 
But by the Intereſt of Father Cortor, ſome things of theſe 
Articles were moderated ; and when they have once gotten 
Pollefſion, they well enough know how to make themſelves 
free of the Reſt. Nevertheleſs, the Parlament oppos'd their 
return as much as they could. They made re-iterated Re- 
monſtrances ; they would have qualify'd the Edict which 
they had obtain'd : But the EdiCt was to be Obey'd and Ve- 
rify'd juſt as it was. Indeed this was not broughr about without | 
the Quipps and Perks of a thouſand Satyrs,a thouſand Paſquins, mace DD 
thouſand Bloody Railleries. All was let looſe againſt %etm'; 
and the Negotiation of tbeir return was likewife'made into a 
kind of a Farce, where they were Treated after a very Comi- 
el manner. But they comforted themſelves for all that, with 
the Pleaſure of their Succeſs, and that which aſtoniſh'd all the 
World, was if it may be ſo ſaid, from the very next dayof their 
Re-eſtabliſhment, that the Intereſt which they had in 
France appear'd ſo great, that there was not any perſon who 
had ever ſo much.

Husband. She grounded her Suit upon the Edit, which by 
the Nine and Thirtieth Article of Particulars, order'd a Toles 
ration of Marriages fuch as Hers. But on the other ſide, 
the Quality of the Perſon was a great Obſtacle to her preten- 
fons. She might have ſucceeded better, if the Diſpute had 
been about any other then a Prelate ; but the affront had 
been too heinous for the Pope to bear, had the Marriage of a 
Cardinal been confirm'd, Biſhop and Peer of Frazce, who hall 
relum?d to retain after this Marriage his Revenues and his Pur- 
ple» Beſides the Cardinal was the E[der Brother of the Admi- 
ral and of a Anaelor, and his Marriage ("tis like) cou'd not be 
confirm'd without theRuin of two Families, which deſcended 
from theſe Lords 5 one. of which was ha'it Catholic, to wir, 
that of a'Ardelat, whoſe Son had embrac'd both the Roman 
Religion and the League. Servin, Advocate-General, made 
a long Speech in this Cauſe. He ſpoke not of this Mar- 


riage of the Cardinal but as of an unlzwtul ConjunQion, and 


wou'd never grant that there had been any Solemnization of 
this Marriage, even-in the Forms accuſtom'd among the Re- 
formed. As Servin inclin'd very much to their Dcctrine, it 
may be judg'd that all his diſcourſe was made on purpoſe to 
be ſent to Rowe, where he was necellary to make it appear, 
that ſuch a Marriage had not Leen approv'd of.. His Evi- 
dences took from the Cardinals W ite the Quality of his Wr low, 
depriv'd her of all that ſhe cou'd pretend to in that Quality, 
and did not ſo much as order any Proviſion for ſupport of her 
Children, The Court ordet'd the Advocates to put oft thz 
Cauſe to be heard before the Council, for other Reaſons 
then thoſe that appear'd in the Decreez Thar is to fay, 
That ncthing might be pronounc'd in an Aitair of this 
Nature, and to give place for an Accommodation.

In the mean time the Kingdom was full of 'Alarms, 
and the King received from. all parts: Advice of the ww #«- 
reat deſigns that the Spariards had upon ſeveral 
places. Several Parties of the Male-contents got -toge« 
ther, of which the one had for pretence the Publick. 
Good ; others defign'd to raiſe up the Nobility again, 
which had bin too much humbled ; others ro pull down 
Rini, whoſe Fortune they compared to that which 
Gjanrs had done under Tiberins, and will'd that his 
cad might be like to the downfal of that Favourite, 
as there had been a refemblance in the advancement 
of the one and of the other, and in the abuſe which 
25 they pretended the one in imitation of the other, 
made of his Maſters tavour. Others pretended to Re- 
venge the Death of Bro», whoſe Relations they were, 
Ir elle his Creatures. The greateſt part of theſe In- 
rrigues were Spun by the Marihal de Bouilloy, who

ge ters were there to be Debated They were to conſult 
which way to preſerve their places -of Security, of 
" which they knew that the Counci] would all at once 
jo take two Thirds away from them, by diſtinguiſhing 
thoſe which belong'd tro particular Lords from thole 
which were the kings only. The Revolt of Gentle- 
men, of which alrcady many Examples had been ſeen, 
made the conſequence to be feared ; in regard thet if one 
Perſon of Eſtate happend to change his Religion, all his 
Places would be loſt from the Party. Moreover, the King 
talk'd openly of making War againſt the Marſhal de Bou- 
:i1, and of ſeizing his ftrong Holds ; and nothing could 
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s divert him from it,. but the Conſideration of his Breeves which 1605, 
:llow'd the Reforw'd the keeping of the Places or Gariſons for 
; time, which was not yet expird. But the difficulty was re- 
mor'd, in caſe the Places belonging to particular Perſons, were 
rot included with thoſe they call'd Places of Surety ; from 
hence it follow'd, that when ever the King ſhould think fir, he 
might diſpoſſcis the Reform'd of all thoſe Places one after another ; 
1rd the Breach being thns made, it would be eaſy alſo to take 
the main Places from them. Moreover, thoſe Gariſons belong- 
ing to privite Perſons were properly thoſe that were moſt likely 
to trouble the King, not only by reaſon of their number, but 
illo by impowring their Lords to act ſometimes againſt the King's 
Authority. It was a hardſhip upon the King, not to be able to 
deal with them without a formal Siege , and without waging 
juſt War againſt them, even at the hazard of offending the 
whole Party, which was perſwaded that their Safety depended 
on the keeping of thoſe Places. Infomuch, that whenever the 
king expreſs'd ſome diſpleaſure to ſee ſo many Places 1n the hands 
of the Reform'd, it was only in relation to thoſe that were 
pollcs'd by particular Perſons ; which were the whole Subject 
of Roni's Negotiation With the Aſſembly of Chate/leraud. The 
Varſhal of Bouzllon had Agents, who were not wanting to give 
advices upon that Subject, and to repreſent how much his particu- 
lar caſe was interwoven with the General Safety. On the other 
hand, the Reform'd were ſo far from being inclin'd to ſuffer their 
Places to be taken from them, that in order to ſecure themſelves 
:gainſt the Confſpiracies that were daily form'd againſt them, they 
ceſir'd a Prolongation of the Time which was allow'd them for 
tne keeping of them. Moreover, they alſo pretended to keep thoſe 
the King had given to ſome of the Reform'd ſince the Edict, or 
ſuch as did belong to Perſons, who having lately embraced their 
Religion, had been aſſur'd that they ſhould be maintain'd in the 
Polletſion of their Holds or Places. So that this Aﬀair was in- 
trrwoven with divers Difficulties, which no body knew how to 
unravel.

Thoſe Inſtructions were fram'd upon the knowledge the Cour 
had of all that was to be propos'd in the Aſſembly ; there being 
Perſons in all the Provinces that inform'd the Conncil, as I has 
already obſerv'd, with all the Propoſitions the particular Aſem: 
blies had Incerted in their Memozrs. But one of the main Points 
was the preſervation of the Places of Surety : And whereas the 
Reformw'd grounded all the hopes of their fafety on the keeping of 
thoſe Fortreſles, at a time when they plainly ſaw the Conſpira- 
cies that were hatching againſt them, the fear of loſing them by 
ſarprize, kept them in perpetual agitations. This was the poſture 
of Afﬀairs when Roi came to the Aſernbly. Nothing can be 
more oppdſite than what moſt Memorrs telate about his retept!- 
on there. Some Hiſtorians of gfeat exadtneſs and authority {ay 
that he prefided there. The Compilers of Swlr's Memoirs fay 
the contrary, and produce feveral of their Maſter's Letters to 
the King, in which he excuſes himſelf for not having accepted 
the Preſidentſhip, for reaſons which he aflures himſelf the King 
will reliſh, when he ſhall beat liberty to give him an account 0i 
them. They only ſay, that he might have preſided there had he 
been ſo minded : Nevertheleſs he did not ſo much as fit among 
them, by reaſon that nor preſiding there, he could not hold a 
Rank ſuitable to the Dignity of Governour of the Province.

Moreover he accus'd the Reform?d of ſeveral InfraQtions of the E- 
dit of Nants, and of ſeveral Scandals committed againſt the 
Catholick Religion. Among the reſt, he accus'd them of having 
profan'd ſome Churches, and of having trampl'd upon the Sacra 
ment which the Catholicks adore at Mithau. The King's Anſwer 
receiv'd difterent Conſtructions ; ſome thought it favourable, and 
others diſobliging : But as to the Exceſles that were laid tothe 
Charge of the Reform'd, he ſpoke like a Prince who was not per- 
{waded that there was any truth in it. He defir'd that it might be 
prov'd, and then promis'd to do them juſtice.

demanity once paid, to be referr'd to expert Perſons by the con- 
ſent of both Parties, or Perſons nominated for ſuch an Office : 
Fhat the Gates of Roan ſhould be kept open on folemn Days tor 
the convenience of the Reform'd, at leaſt thoſe two that lead to- 
wards that place which was allow'd them for Divine Service;

ceald: Thar it appear in divers places by a thoutana Injultices; 
That even the French Nation was excited againtt them : That 
the Spaniards had Agents who endeavour'd to gain Prieſts, by 
their means to inſpire Animoſities and Hatred in the Catholicks 
againſt the Reform'd, which the Jeſuits eſpecially did almoſt 
barefac'd. Therefore they did not think they wrong'd the Pope, 
whatever his particular Maxims were, to give him a Name 
which ſuited to the Character of his Dignity, and which ismuch 
more inherent to the See itſelf, than to the Qualifications of the 
Perſon who fills it. Therefore the Synod did not defiſt from 
their Enterprize.

them, that they would offend him in perſiſting in their Reſolu- 
ion of Printing the Article of Gap in all the Confeſſions, that 
the Srnod durſt proceed no further in it ; and fo under pretence 
of adjourning that Afﬀair, they laid it quite aſide. They con- 
enced themſelves with promiſing the protection of the Churches 
ſuch as ſhould be troubled for having preach'd, confeſs d,or ſaid, 
or written any thing about that Matter : Thatis, ina word, thz 
Doctrine was ſtop*d, and the Queſtion held as decided. But In- 
creſts of State hindered it from being incerted as an Article of 
F:ithamong the reſt.

The Sync 
having examined it, did not find it ſufficient, becauſe it neither 
impower'd them to givea diſcharge to the Deputies, that were to 
lay down upon a new Nomination, or to give InflruCtions to 
thoſe that wereto ſucceed them, without which the Nomination 
was of no manner of uſe. They writ moſt humble Remonſtran- 
ces to the Court about it. The King received them very graci 
ouſly ; and the bearers of them returned wath yery obliging Let- 
ters from him, and-almofſt an entire ſatisfaction upon the Subject 
of their Meſſlage:z tho Su/ly by private Letters advis'd them not to | 


veal'd the Secret of the Synod, which was not well diſposd to fa- 
tisfie the Ccurt about the nomination of Six Perſons. Theretore | 
the new Brief renewing that Article, they. would have been bet- 
ter pleas'd to have the Synod put off the Afﬀair of the Deputies to 
2nother time, than to ſee it determin'd in a way that ſhould nat |} 
pleaſe them.

Tho the Synod had poſitive orders to treat about nothing but 
what related to their Diſcipline,it did not hinder them from exami- 
ning ſeveral things relating to the advantage of their Churches, 
which paſſed under the notion of the Inſtruftions they were to give 
their Deputies, and the Articles of their Petitions. The deli- 
verance of ſeveral Prifoners that were detained at Parts and elfe- 
where upon the account of Religion : The purſuit of the eſta- 
blihment of the Churches where the free liberty of the exerciſe 
of their Religion was either hindered or conteſted. The naturali- 
21tion of the Reform'd Refugies of the Marquifate of Sa/uces : The 
care of reftraining the inſolence of the Monks, who often made fe- 
ditious Enterprizes 3 as it happened at A4/excoy, where a Capuchine 
had affix'd injurious, Libels ; and at La Roche foucault , where the 
White-Fryars had often inſulted the Reform?d: The Afﬀair of one 
Maſcla, who had a great Suit depending about his Mothers Burial, 
which had coſt him 7 or 8000 Livers : Foreign Miniſters who de- 
fired Letters of Naturalization: The removing of Cauſes granted 
to the prejudice of the Juriſdiction, of the Courts, notwithſtand- 
ing the Regulations that had been often promis'd upon that Sub- 
|, were the main things the New Deputies took upon them. 
Above all, the exemption of the Miniſters was recommended to 
them, for which Letters Patents had already been obtained, which 
the Court of Aids had already verify'd. 

The Synod allow'd the Deputies of the City of Roche! to affilt 
at their deliberation about the Afﬀair of the Deputies, and their 
Inſtrutions, by reaſon that it was a Political concern, and that

Sul; writ to | 
the Rechelors to come to juſtiſy themſelves, in caſe they were ac- 
cus'd wrongfully,or tobeg pardon it they were guilty, But the At 
lair ſtop'd there, without being attended with any ll conſequences, 
During theſe Tranſactions, Chamier loſt his time at the Court 
where he had been ſent by the Synod, to offer the King the No- 
mination of Y71larnoul and Mirande, and the Remonſtrancesot the 
Aſſ:mbly upon the dependencies of that Aﬀair. He had been 
thereabove fix Months, and yet had not been able to obtain the 
honour to ſpeak to the King. His Perſon was diſlik'd, he bang 
one of thole Fools of the Synod the King had an averſion to; one 
of tho hard Sculs that nothing works upon ; of thoſe hearts 
which neither threats or promiſes could move, tho they are the 
ſtrongeſt Machines of Courts. Neither perhaps was he more 2c- 
ccptable to Cotton the Jeſuir, with whom he had formerly had , 
conference at Nimes ; in which both of them, as it is moſt uſuai,

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rretended to have the better of the other, The truth is; that'the 
eſuit had dazl'd the Auditors" by Eloquent Digrefſions, which 
made them loſe every moment” the Subje@ bf the Diſpute; and 
that Chamier, whoſe'Arguments had 'much more fſolidity and 
Scholarſhip in them, had reduc'd:-the Jefuit to ſavehimſelfby that 
Artifice. Thoſe who have written the 'Life of that Juſuit, ſay 
enough to ſhow us, that the ſharpneſs of Chamzer would have put 
that Hero to a ſtand, had he not warced the Blow by Eloquence 
1nd Diſcourſes wide from the purpoſe, which he had at command. 
But the Affairs Chamzer came about, were yet more diſagreeable 
than his Perſon. The King refusd-to accept the Nomination that 
had been made by the Synod, becauſe it was not according to 
th: Form preſcrib'd in the Brief. The Council &fapproy'd'two 
things alike, one of which was of neceſſity to be allow'd. © They 


were oblig*d either to receive the Deputies the Synod preſented,

Aſſembly, as the only way to accommodate that Aﬀair, 
which was a thing the Council never did willingly. They would

Thus the Complaints made by the Reform'd remain'd unanfwer'd:

They ſcatter'd Sedi- 
tious Letters in the Streets of Rechel to alarum the People, as it 
the King were ready to declare War : The cfie& of which was, 
that they haſten'd their Fortifications, and took meaſurcs to avoid 
being ſurpriz'd. Ar the ſame time falſe Letters were cenvey'd

erated, to oblige him to expreſs ſome Reſentment. 
[n the mean time the Jeſuits, who made it their buſinzſs to em- 
broil all Europe, left no means unattempted to reduce Fanxce into 
its former diſorders again. Some of them treſpaſs'd upon the 
King's patience at Court with a ſurprizing boldneſs. Cotton the 
Jeſuit was, convicted of having reveal'd the Secrets the King had 
confided to him ; but no manner of notice was taken of it, Go#- 
tier the Jeſuit, was a Man of an 1mpetuous, violent Spirit, who 
lov'd nothing but Trouble and Broils. 1gnatius Armand," was 
ſubtle and cunning, and ſo much the more dangerous, becauſe 
his Intriegues were cover'd with the Vail of Modeſty and Simpli- 
city, Their Enterpriſes diſturb'd the King exceedingly, by rea- 
ſon that he had much ado to ſuppreſs them. But he had pre- 
polſets'd himſelf that he ſhould tame them by his kindnelles ; 
and that at leaſt they would attempt nothing againſt his Lite, 
while they had reaſon to expe new favours from him ; 1nſo- 
much, that he ſeldom refus'd any thing they deſir'd of him. He 
had ſetled them in Bears, notwithſtanding the Oppoſition of the 
Eſtates, and the Deputies of Provence, who proteſted that the 
laid Settlement was contrary to the good of his Service, and the 
repoſe of the Country ; and ſhow'd a Decree of the Parliament of 
Fav, made in the year 1598. which prohibited the receiving of 
them there. The Biſhop ot Olero,”s Intreaties prevail'd over thoſe 
Remonſtrances; and Jeſuits were ſent to him with an Edict, which 
order'd them only to ſubmit to the Laws of the Country, and to 
the Diſcipline of other Eccleſiaſticks; which conditions they 
kept no longer than till they were ſtrong enough to lay them aſide. 
This year they erected a Noviciat at Paris, and began to build 
their College of Clermont. -

w Harles, by the Grace of 
God, King of France, to 
all thoſe who thete Pre- 
ſents ſhall ſee, Greeting. 
It is ſutciently known what Trou- 
dard Seditions have been, and are 
daly kindled , multiplied and aug- 
mentcd in this Kingdom, by the 
Malice of the Times, and the diver- 
"ty of Opinions which reign in Re- 
19101; and that whatever Remedies 


our Predeceſſors have try'd to put 
a (top thercunto, cither by the Rigor 
and ſeverity of Puniſhments, or by 
Mildneſs , according to their uſual 
and natural Benignity and Clemen- 
cy ; the thing has penetrated fo far 
into our ſaid Kingdom, and in the 
minds of our Subjects of all Sexes, 
Eftates, Qualities and Conditions, 
that we have found our ſelves in a 
great perplexity at our new coming 
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to this Crown, to adviſe and reſolve 
what means we ſhould uſe to apply 
good and wholſome Remedies there- 
unto. After long and mature con- 
{1ltation about the ſame, with the 
Quzen our molt honour'd, and moſt 
beloved Lady and Mother, our moſt 
dear and molt beloved Unkle, the 
King. of Nzvar, our Licutenant Ge- 
rcral, repreſenting our Perſon 
throughout all our Kingdoms and 
Territories, and other Princes of our 
Blood, together with our Privy- 
Council: We caus'd our faid Uncle 
to aſſemble in our Court of Parlia- 
ment, together with the Princes. of 
our Blood, the Peers of France, and 
other Princcs and Lords of our faid 
Privy- Council. 

All which, with the- Members of 
our {aid Court, after ſeveral Confe- 
rences and deliberations, did reſolve 
on tie Edict of the Month of July 
laſt paſt ; whereby we did forbid, a-

Injoyn- 
ing likewiſe our Licutcnants-Gene- 
ral, and Governors , ſpecdily to 
Publiſh , and to cauſe this our ſaid 
Edi to be publiſhed by the Bai- 
litfs, Sen.ſchals, Mayors, Sheriffs, 
Cipitouls, and ocher ordinary Judges 
of the Cities of their ſaid Govern» 
mcnt where-cycr it will be neceffary: 
As allo the ſame to k:ep. obſerve, and 
maintain every one in his Precin&, 
in order to put a ſpeedy Bop to all 
Acts of Hoſtility, and to all Impoti- 
tions made, or to be made upon the 
account of the (aid Troubles after the 
Publication of our preſent Edit. 
Which from the Mom. nt of the ſaid 
Publication we declare liable to Pu- 
niſhment and Reparation; viz, a- 
gainft fuch as ſhall uſe Arms, Force, 
and Violence, in the Tranſgrcfſion 
and Infrattion of this our preſent 
Edit, hindering the Eff. &, Execu- 
tion, or. Injoyment thereof, with 
Death without hope of Pardon or 
Remiſſion.

of France and Poland, to all 
preſent and to come, Greeting, God. 
who is the Searcher of the hearts of 
Men, and fees the bottom of their 
thoughts , ſhall always be Judge for 
us, that our Intention has never 
been other than to Reign according 
to his Holy Commandments, and 
to govern our Subjedas in all up- 
riphtveſs and Jufticez approving our 
{it a Common Father to all, who 
has no other end but their welfare 
and quiet, In order thereunto, we 
have always us'd our utmoti endea- 
yours to do whatever we judg'd 
molt proper according, to the occali- 
ons and times ;z even with a detign 
(0 cliablith a certain Peace in this our 
Aingdom, and to provide againſ 
the Diſorders and Abuſes that have 
crept in to the ſame through the Li- 
cenſe of ſuch long Troubles; and to 
reſtore it to its *'riſtine Dignity and 
dpl:ndor. To which end we did 
convene our Efiates General in our 
City of Blozs,, where ſeveral things 
were treated of , and particularly 
upon matter of Religionz it being 
pr-pos'd by fome,that one of the beit 
Rmcdies was, to forbid the Exerciſe 
of all Religion belides the Cathulick, 
However. it has not been God Al- 
Triphty's Pleaſure to let us reap the 
fruit we dcliz'd thereby; but as it 
is forctimes his pleaſure to vilit 


Kingdoms and Princes, with his 
Rod of Rigor for the Ottences and 
Sins of Men, the Troubles were 
kindled a new in our Kingdom more 
than ever, to our great Orict and 
Sorrow. And that which troubled 
us more, was that the Innocent, 
that is, our poor People endur'd the 
greateli Hardſhips, Oppreiſion, and 
Injuries. All which things having 
contider'd day and night ; and cxpe- 
rience in our majority of twenty tive 
years, having convinc'd us that the 
Continuation of Arms and War could 
not afford us the advantage we have 
ſo much dcſir'd and endeavour'd ; 
and being fully perſwaded that God 
Almighty will fhoally convert his 
Rigor into Mercy ; and that his {aid 
Vititations arc falurary Admonilh- 
ments to acknowledg him, and to 
return into the right way of our Du- 
ty: Aﬀter having implor'd his Aid 
and Aſhſtance, to inſpire us with 
means to hnd the moſt neceſſary and 
molt proper Remcdics for the good 
of our State: And thereupon taken 
the Advice of the Qucen, cur moli 
Honour'd Lady and Mother, of our 
moſt dearly Bcloved Brother, t::: 
Duke of 4njw, of the Princes of ou: 
Blood, and othcrs; of the Othccrs 
of our Crown, ard other Lords and 
Notable Pcrſons of our Council : 
We have, until it pleaſe God, by 
means ot a good, free, and lawfail 

Genera: 
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General Council, to reunite all our 


Subjects to our Catholick Church, 
by this our preſent Edit perpetual 
and irrevocable, ſaid, dcclared, en- 
atcd, and ordain'd : Say, declare, 
enact, and ordain what followeth, 


IL. Firſt, That the Remembrance of 
all things paſt on either tide, trom the 
beginning of the Troubles happen'd 
in our Kingdom to this preſent time, 
and upon the account of the ſame, ſhall 
be extinguiſh'd and laid afide ., as of 
things that had never bcen. Neither 
ſhall it be lawful for our Attornies-Ge- 
nera), or any other Perſons, publick 
or private, at any time, or on 


_ any occaſion whatever to mention, 
\ or make any Proſccution of the ſame, 


in any Court or Juriſdiction what- 
ever. 

I. We forbid all our SubjcQts of 
what Condition or Quality ſoever, 
to renew the Remembrance thereof, 
to affront or provoke each other by 
Reproaches of what is paſt, upon 
any account or pretence whatever : 
To difpute, contend, quarrel, abulc, 
or offtcnd one another by Word or 
Deed, but to forbear and live peace- 
ably together as Brethrcn, Friends, 
and Fellow-Citizens, on pain for the 
Nelinquents of being puniſh'd as In- 
tractors of the Peace, and Diſturbers 
of the Publick Good. 

ITE. It is our Will and Pleaſure, 
that the Catholick Religion ſhall be 
rcitor'd and re-cſiabliſh'd in all Places 
and Parts of this our Kingdom, and 
Teriitories under our Obedience, 
where the Exercite thereof has been 
interrupted, there to be freely and 
peaceably perform'd without the leatt 
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ing molt expreſly all Perſons of whit 
State, Quality, or Condition (.@. 
ver, on the pains abovemention's_. 
to trouble, molett, or ditiurh the 
Eccletiatiicks in the Celebration «5 
Divine Service , injoyment and ga 
thering of their Tythes, Fruits, anJ 
Revenues of their Benetices, and 31! 
other Rights and Immunities to 
them appertaining. And that all 
ſuch, who during the preſent and 
precedent Troubles have taken 
Poſſeſhon of Churches , Houſes, F- 
ſtates, and Revenues belonging to 
the ſaid Eccleſiatticks; and who de 
tain and occupy the ſzme, ſhall yield 
them the entire Poſſcihon, and peacc- 
able Injoyment thereof , with ſuch 
Rights, Liberties,and Immunities, as 
they injoy'd before their being diſpol- 
ſe(s'd of the ſame. 

IV. And to remove all occalion of 
Contentions and Differences among 
our Subjets, We have allow'd and 
do pernut thoſe of the ſatd pretended 
KReform'd Religion, to live and inha- 
bit in all the Cities and Places of this 
our kingdom and Territories un- 
der our Obedience , without being 
froubVd , vex'd, moleſted or con- 
firain'd to do any thing againli their 
Conſcience, or difturb'd in the Houles 
and Places where they ſhall think hit 
to inhabit, they behaving themielves 
according to the Contents ot this our 
preſent Edict. 

V. We have alſo given leave toal 
Lords, Gentlemen , and others, 35 
well actual Inhabitants, as others 
protcfling, the pretended Reform 4 Re- 
lizion . puſſcfling in our laid Ning- 
dom, high Juritdi&ion, or full Fit -? 
Hauhert.as in Normandy, either 1 pro-

VI. In fuch Houſes of Fief, where 
thoſe of the ſaid Relipion thall not 
potfels the {41d High: Juriſdiction of 
Ficf de Hawbert, they ſhall only be al- 
low'd the (aid Exerciſe tor their Fa- 
milies, Yet, in caſe any of their 
Friends ſhould chance to come there 
to the number of Ten, or any Bap- 
tilm happen in haſte, the Company 
not execcding the ſaid number of Ten, 
they ſhall not be diſquieted or pro- 
ſecuted for the (ame. Provided allo, 
That the faid Houſes are neither (ct- 
tuated within Cities, Towns, or Vil- 
lages belonging to Catholick Lords, 
High- Jutticers.other than us.in which 
the ſaid Catholick Lords have their 
Houſes, In which caſe thoſe of the 
laid Relipion ſhall not be allow?d to 
perform the faid Exerciſe in the ſaid 
Cities, Towns, and Villages, with- 
out leave and permiſſion of the ſaid 
Lords High- Julticers, and. no other- 
wile. 

VI. We alſo allow thoſe of the 
2id Religion to pcrtorm and conti- 


nue the Excrcife th-reof in all the Ci- 
ties and Towns, where it (hall be 
publickly perform'd on the 17th day 
of the preſent Month of September. 
However, excepting ſuch Towns as 
belong to Catholicks, poſſcls'd at 
preſent by thoſe of the (:id Religion, 
in which thoſe Exerciſes were not 
perform'd before the lait taking up of 
Arms, even in the time of the tormer 
Peace. 

VIII. Moreover, in every one of 
the Ancient Bailiwicks , Seneſchal- 
ſhips and Governments, holding the 
Place of a Bailiwick, referring di- 
rectly, and without mediation to the 
Courts of Parliament; we ordain, 
That in the Subrrbs of one City, there 
being ſeveral Cities in the Bailiwick, 
or for want of Cities, in a Iown 
or Village, the Exerciſe ot the ſaid 
Religion ſhall be allow'd for all 
comers. 

IX. Forbidding all thoſe of the 
ſaid Religion, moſt expreſly to pcr- 
form any Exerciſe thereof, cither as 
to Minittry, Regulation, Diſcipline, 
or publick Inſtitution of Children, 
and others, in this our ſaid Kingdom 
and ] erritories undcr our Obedience, 
in whatever rclates to Religion, ex- 
cepting in the places: above granted 
and allow'd. 

X As allo to perform any Exer- 
ciſe of the ſaid Religion in our Court 
and Attendance, nox,; within Ten 
Leagues about it, nor in-our Lands 
and Countries beyond the Mounts , 
nor allo in our City, Provolithip , 
and Vice-County of Paris, nor with- 
in Ten Leagues: round abut tic 
ſame; the which Ten, Leagues wc 
have. limited , and do limit to- the

following Places, Meaux, and the 


Suburhs 
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Suburbs; Menlun, and the Suburbs ; 
a League beyond Chartres , undcr 
Mont-le-hery z Dourdan , and the 
Subarbs; Kambouilict , Howdan, and 
the Suburbs; a long League be- 
vor d Arun. Vigri, Meru, ana S. Lew 
de Sarzus. In all which places we 
do not allow any excerciie of the {aid 
Religion. Neverthelets thoſe of the 
faid Religion, living in the faid Lands 
and Countries beyond the Mounts, 
and in our faid City, Provoſtſhip, 
and Vice-County of Paris, extended 
as aboveſaid , ſhall neither be di- 
{iurb'd in their Houſes, nor con-

To wit, a- 
gainſt ſuch as ſhall make uſe of Arms, 
Force, and Violence, to oppoſe our 
 faid Edict, hindering the Effect and 
Execution thereof, with Death, with- 
out hopes of Pardon or Remithon. 
And as for other Oppolitions, that 
{hall be made without Arms, Force, 
or Violence, they ſhall be puniſhed 
with other Corporal Inflictions, as 
Baviſhments, and the like z accord- 
ing to the Nature and Exigency of 
the Offence, which ſhall be left to 
the Arbitration and Moderation of 
the Judges, to which we refer the 
taking the Cognizance thereof. In 
this place, charging their Honours 
and 'Conſciences to proceed therein 
with the Juſtice and Equality that 
1s requilite, without any regard to 
the difference of Perſons or Reli- 
gion. 

Therefore we charge and require 
the ſaid Perſons holding our. ſaid 
Courts of Parliament, Chambers of 
Accounts, or Exchequers, Courts of 
Aids, Bailiffs, Seneſchals, Provolts,

| AE Majeſty to gratify the King 

of Navar, ſhall allow him, 
belides what is granted by the General 
Articles to the Sjeurs high Jufticers 
of the ſaid Religion, to cauſe Divine 
Service to befpertorm'd for all ſuch as 
ſhall be willing to afliſt at it, altho 
he be abſent himſelf, in the Houſes 
d:longing to him in the following 
places; viz. in the Nutchy of Vende- 
mois, In the Citv of M-ontoire. 

I]. His faid Majeſty ſhall ikewiſe 
allow the Prince of Cond: to have the 
laid exerciſe perform'd in his houſe of 
Iz Ferte,upon the River Loire and An- 
gien, tho abſent from thence himſclf. 

IH. Upon the Article which men- 
tions Baliwicks, has been declar'd 
and granted what follows. Firſt, That 
under the Denomination of Ancient 
Bailiwicks, his Majeſty means ſuch 
as were held under the Reign of the 
late King Henry, for Bailiwicks,Seneſ- 
chalſhips, and Governments, refer-

Secondly, T hat in Bailiwicks, and 
Seneſchalthips, in which thoſe of the

two Cities or Towns, belonging to 
his faid Majeſty, or to Catholick 
Lords, High Julticers, in which they 
arc allowed to continue the Excercilc, 
of their Religion, no other Place 
ſhall be provided for them to per- 
form the ſaid Exerciſe in, as in the 
other Bailiwicks of this Kingdom. 
Thirdly, That his Majeſty (hall on- 
ly provide two Citics in the Gavern- 
ment of Piccardy, in the Suburbs of

Women, ac. Incendiaties, Robb< 
rics, Murthers committed treache- 
rouſly, and with premeditation, and 
not by way of Hoſtility , upon the 


account of private revenge; gt 
ener 
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ther Crimes and Miſdemeanours re- 
rv'd by the laſt Edidt of paciticari- 
on, which thall be proſecuted accor- 
ding to Law, and puniſh'd according 
0 the nature of the ſame. And as 
to what relates to the Money that has 
bzen taken, either out of his Maje- 
ky's Exchcquers,or out of Citics and 
Commonalties, and from other pri- 
yate perſons 3 and the Sums that have 
been impos'd and rais'd of any kind 
whatcver, and howloever rais'd by 
thoſe of the ſaid Religion, and other 
who have been engag'd in their Par- 
ty lince che ſaid Edict of paciticati- 
on, they are and (hull remain abſolute- 
'y diſcharg'd for the ſame, without 
their being any wite liable to be pro- 
{ccuted upon the ſaid account ; nor 
thoſe who ſhall have order'd it, 
Corporations of Citics and Gominu- 
nalties, nor yet their Clerks. Ne- 
verthelcſs thoſe of the {aid Religion 
{hall be oblig'd to aſſemble with the 
Corporations of thoſe Cities; to make 
a true c{timate among them, on the 
alt Day of April next at farthecft, botn 
of their Receits and Expences: The 
which Ettimate rhey ſhall be oblig'd 
tolign, and jointly to afhrm, and tw 
dcliver the ſame within the ſaid time 
of two Months, into the hands ot 
thoſe that are appointed to execute 
the (aid Edidt of Pacihcation in Lan- 
eu:duc, to the end that upon the faid 
Eiimate thehamber of accountsmay 
pals 10to reccipt, and allow in cx-

And 
in order to check the infolence of fc-

honour'd Laty and Mother , to the 
freuvle of repairing to the principal

ticles of the Conferance at Nerac, be-

Council ; and our moſt Dear and 
molt Beloved Brother the King of 
Navar, afliftted by the Deputies of our 
Subjects, who profcſs the pretended 
Reform'd Religion, Yet not having, 
becn able, to our great regret, to 
avoid the Troubles, being renew'd in 
our Kingdom, we have endeavour d 
and us'd all the moſt proper and moſt 
agreeable means we have been able 
to deviſe, to extinguiſh them, and to 
deliver our ſaid Subjes from the e- 
vils of War; having to that end by 
our Lettcrs Patent impow'd our mott 
Dcar and moſt Beloved only Brother, 
the Duke of Anjou, to cauſe vur tail 
Edict of pacitication to be cntircly 
executed, togcther with the Articles 
of the faid Conference of Atrac: 
Who being fince, according to our 
Intention , gone into our Country 
and Dutchy of Gayenne, and there 
having, 
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having, upon the ſaid Subject, con- 
ferr'd at large with our ſaid Brother 
the King of Navar, and the Deputies 
of our ſai4 Subjects of the ſaid pre- 
tended Riform'd Religion there cor 
ven'd and afſembled ; The Articlcs 
annex'd to theſe Preſents under the 
Counter Seal of our Chancery, were 
there propos'd : Which ſaid Articles 
being ſent to us by our ſaid Brother, 
we having examin'd and conthider'd 
the ſame, out of a ſingular delire to 


baniſh out of our Kingdom, the Im-. 


pieties, Extortions, and other Acct- 
dents occalion'd by the ſaid Troubles; 
to re-eſtabliſh the Honour and Ser- 
vice of God, make way for Jultice, 
and to relieve our poor people ; Have 
out. of our own Inclination , full 
Power and Authority Royal , ap- 
prov'd and ratity'd the ſaid Articles : 
The ſame do approve and ratifie by 
theſe Preſents lign'd by our own 
Hand: And it is our will and plea- 
ſarc that the ſame ſhall be follow'd, 
kept, cxccuted, and inviolably ob- 
iexv'd, according to their Form and

quire our Truſty and well-beloved

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Jutlices and Othcers to whom it may 
concern, Or their Lieut-nants, to 
cauſc the faid Articles hereunto, as 
aforeſaid, avnex'd, to be read, puh- 
liſh*d . regilter'd, kept, executed 
and inviclably obſerv'd in the arms 
manner as our faid Edict of Pacitica. 
tion, and the Articles granted in the 
{aid Conſercnce of Nerac, making all 
thoſe that ate concern?d, fully and 
peaceably enjoy and receive the bene- 
ht of what is contain'd therein, put- 
ting a ſtop to all Troubles and Impe- 
diments to the contrary. For ſuch is 
our plea'ure ; and to the end that it 
may be firm and laſting for ever, we 
have caus'd our Seal to be afhx'd to 
theſe Preſents.

under our O»cdien.e. High Jwitdi- 
Gtion , or full Fief d Haubert, ( as 
in Normandy ) either in Proper , 
in the Vſe-fruit thereot, in the whole, 
or Moiety , or for a third Part, 
To have in ſuch their Houlcs of the 
(aid High Juriſdiction, or Fiets a- 
boveſaid, which tney (hall be oblig'd 
to nominate bctore to our Bailitfs 
and Sencſchals, every one within his 
Limits, for their principal Abode, 
the Exerciſe of the ſaid Religion , 
while they reſide there; and in their 
Abſence their Wives or Families, or 
part thereof, And tho the Right 
of Juriſdiction, or full Fief 4 Hau- 
bert be in Controverſy ; neverthelcls 
the Exerciſe of the ſaid Religion 
{hall be allow'd there, provided the 
aboveſaid be in actual Poſſcthon of 
the ſaid High Juriſdiction, altho our 
Attorney-General be a Party, We 
allo allow them to perform the ſaid 
Exerciſe in their other Houſes of 
High Juriſdiction, or abovelaid Fief 
FHiubet, while they are there pre- 
{ent , and no otherwiſe; both tor 
themiclves, their Families, Subjects, 
and others, who ſhall delire to repair 
thicher. 

VIII. In Houſes of Ficfs, where 
thoſe of the {aid Religion ſhall not 
have the ſaid High Juriſd:ction or 
Fief d Haubert, they ſhall only be al- 
lowd the ſaid Exerciſe tor their Fa- 
milies.

In which cafe thoſe of 
the ſaid Religion ſhall not be allow 
to perform their (aid Exercilc in the 
ſaid Cities, Towns or Villages, ex. 
cept by permitlion and leave of the 
ſaid Lords High- Julticers, and ng 
otherwiſe, 

IX. We alſo permit thoſe of th: 
faid Religion, to perform and conti- 
nue the Exercile thereof in all the 
Citics and Places under our Qbedi- 
ence, where it was <ltabliſhd, and 
by them publickly pertorm'd at ſun- 
dry and divers times in the Year 
1596. and in the Year 1597. until 
the end of Anguſt, all Decrecs and 
Judgments to the contrary notwith- 
ttanding, 

X. The ſaid Exerciſe in like man- 
ner ſhall be eſtabliſh'd and Reltor'd 
in all Cities and Places where it has 
or ſhould have been eſtabliſh'd by the 
Edi of Pacifi:ation, made in the 
Year Seventy Seven, Particular Arti- 
cles and Conferences of Nerac and 
Flex ; Neither ſhall the faid Efta- 
bliſhment be obſtructed in the Parts

Xl. Morcover, in every one of the 
Ancient Bayliwikes, Seneſchalſhips 
and Governments, holding the Place 
of a Bayliwike , having direc refe- 
rence, without mediation to the 
Courts of Parliament, We ordain, 
That in the Suburbs of a City, be- 
lides thole that have been granted 
them by the faid Edi, Particular 
Articles and Conferences : And 
where there are no Cities. tn a Bo- 
rough or Village, the Exerciſe of 
the fd pretended Reform'd Religi- 
0n (hall be publickly perform'd for 
all fa. h as will repair thither ; altho

XII. We do not mean by this pre- 
ſent Edit to derogate from the k- 
didcts and Apreements hcrctofore 
made for the reducivg, of ſome 
Princes, Lords, Gentlemen, and 
Catholick Citics under our Obedi- 
ence, in what relates to the Exercitc 
of the faid Religion ;z the which 
Edids and Apgrccments fhall be 
maintain'd and obſcrv'd tor this 
reſpec, according, as ſhall bc fpcci- 
ty'd by the Inliructions of the Com- 
milfioners that ſhall be ap potted tor 
the execution of this preicrvt Edict, 

SH, We expredlly forbid 43} thule 
of the ſaid Religion to pertoim any 
Excrcile thercot, cithir as to th 
Miniliry . Government. D.fcipline, 
or ublick Inflirudttion of Chiloren, 
and others, in this our kingdem 
2rd Countries under cur Ooectcnce, 
in what relatcs to Religtin, 1 any 
places, but thoſe that are aitvy d 
and granted by ths IQ:7t. 

XV. As alto t& :irform any Ex 
ercile ls tile {i1d AENON I GL 
Court or Attendance , nor I zewite 
in our Lands and I crntort.s bc- 
yond the Mounts, nor yet in our 
City of Paris, nor within tive | 2agues 
of the ſaid City. Neverihcicls. thoſe 
of the (aid Religion who live in the 
(aid Lands and Territories beyond 
the Mounts , and in our {31d Gity. 
and within tive Leagucs round abyut 
it. ſhall not be examind In their 
Houles, nor conltrain'd to do any 
thing in refpe& of ther Religion 
againlt their Confcicnce , behaving 
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themſelves, in other matters, ac- 
cording as it is ſpecify'd in our pre- 
ſent Edi&. 

XV. Neither ſhall the Publick Ex- 
exciſe of the ſaid R.ligion be per- 
formed in the Armics , unleſs in 
the Quarters of the Chief Officers 
who profeſs the ſame; neverthelcſs 
it ſhall not be done in the Quarter 
where we lodge. 

XVI. According to the Second 
Article of the Conference at Nerac,

Injoining molt expreſly our 
Atrornies General. and their 3ubtji- 
tutes, to inform out of their Office 
againti ſuch as ſhall tranſpreſs the 
ſame, on pain of anſ{werii,g tor it in 
their proper and peculiar %erſons., 
and Forteitures of their Okces, 

XVIIL We allo t: rbid all our 
Subjects, of what Quality and Con- 
dition {oever, to take away by torce 
or induction. againſt the Will of 
their Parents, the Children of thoke 
of the ſaid Religion, to Baptiſe, or 
contirm them in the Catholick , 
Apotiolick Roman Church ; The 
ſame Prohibitions are made to thoſe 
of the ſaid pretended Reform'd Re- 
ligion. the whole on pain of excm- 
pi'ary Puniſhment, 

XIX. Thole of the ſaid pretended 
Retorm'd Religion, ſhall be no-wile 
conlirain'd, nor remain bound by 
reaſon of the Abjurations. Promiſes 
and Oiths they have heretotore 
made, or Cautions by them given, 
upon the account of the ſaid Religt- 
on, neithcr ſhall they be any-wiſc 
troubVd or moleſted tor the fame. 

XX. They ſhall alſo be bouid to 
obſerve all Felitvals ordain'd 10 tne 
Catholick , Apoſtolick and Ruman 
Church ; reither (hall they work, 
or fell, in open Shops, on the 
ſaid days 3 neither {hall Handl- 
crafts mcn work out of their Shops, 
or in clo: Houſes, or Chanibers, on 
the {aid Fclitval days. 2nd other pro- 
hibited days, in any Protcttion, tis 
noiſe whereof may be haard with 
out by Neighbours, or perions pal 
ling along :; which nevertheiels as 
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only be ſought after by Officers of 
Juſtice. 

XXl. The Books touching the 
laid pretended Reform'd Religion, 
ſhall neither be printed nor (old pub- 
lickly, uvleſs in ſuch Cities and 
Places in which the Publick Excrcile 
of the (aid Religion is allow'd. And 
as for other Books which ſhall be

expretly the Imprethon, publication, 
and fale of all D-tamatory Books, 
L'b:s an 1 Pamphlets, under the Pe- 
naitics contain'd in our Ordinances : 
Injoiting all our Judg2s and Othcers 
to keep a liriet hand over it. 

XXII. We ordain that no difte- 
rence or diftin&ion thall be male on 
the account of the faid Religion, for 
the receiving of Scholars to be inltru- 
ctcd in Univertities, Colledges and 
Schools, and the -ick and Poor in 
Hoſpitals and Publick Alms. 

AXIII. Thoſe of the faid pre- 
tended Reform'd Religion (hall be 
oblig'd to keep the Laws of the Ca- 
thoylick, Apottolick and Roman 
Church, receiv'd in this our King- 
dom, in reſpe&t to Marriages con- 


tracted, or to be contracted as to 


the degrees of Conſanguinity and 
fe thnity. 

XXIV. Thoſe of the faid Relipi- 
on thall alſo pay the Fees of En- 
trance, as is cuſtomary . for the 
Pl:ces and OfFces they (hall be pro- 
vided with, without being oblig'd 
(O {hit at »ny Ceremonies contrary 
fo their fuid Religion : And being 
call'd ro their Oath, they {hall only 
oe oblig'd to hold- up their hand, 
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{wear, and promiſe to God , that 


thcy will ſpeak the truth : Neither 
{hall they be oblig'd co take a di- 


 ſpenfation for the Oath by them ta- 


ken, at the palling of the Contracs 
and Obligations. 

XXV. It is our Will and Pleaſure, 
that all thofe ot the taid pretended 
Reform'd Religion, and others who 
have bcen ingiy'd in their Party, of 
what State, Quality, or Condition 
loever , ſhall be obligd ard con- 
lirzind by fair and reaſonable. 
means, and under the Pcnaltics 
contaird in the Edicts upon that 
ſubject, to pay and acquit tlic 
1Tythes of Guates, and oth Ecclc» 
fraſticks, and to all other to whom 
they ſhall belong, according, to the 
uſe and cuſtom of the places. 

XXVI. The Ditnheritations, or 
Privations, either by dilpoting, a-

tred, or upon the account of Religi- 
on, ſhall neither be valable tor the 
time palt, or time to come, among, 
our Suvjects, 

XXVII In ord:r the bc<tter t5 
reunite the Wills of our Subj.cts, 
according to our Intentin, and fo 
remove all Complaints tor the fu- 
ture We do declare a'l thoſe who 
do, or {hill protels the 14% preteud- 
ed Reform'd Relipion, cipeble of 
holding or pertorn:ing 2!

ht. And we have generally revok'd, 
cancell'd and nallif'd all Proceedings 
and Inform :tions made for any En- 
terpriſes whatever, Pretended Crimes 
of Leze-Majeity and others. Not- 
withlianding which Proceedings , 
Decrees and Judgments , compre- 
hending reunion, incorporation , 
and conhiſcation, it is our pleaſure 
that thoſe of the ſaid Religion, and 
others who have been ingag d in their 
Party, and their Heirs, ſhall re-enter 
into the real and actual poſſeihon of 
all and every their Eſtates. 

LIX. All Praceedings made, Judg- 
ments and Decrees given during 
the Troubles, againſt thoſe of the 
ſaid Religion, who have born Arms, 
or withdiawn themſelves our of our 
Realm or within the ſame, into Ci- 
tics and Countries held by them upon 
another account than that of Re- 
ligion and theTroubles,together with 
all Nonluits , Preſcriptions , either. 
Legal, Conventional, or Cuſtomary, 


and Feodal Seizures. befallen during 


the Troubles, or by lawtul In;pedi- 
ments proceeding from them. the 
cognizance wherect ſhall remain in 
cur Judgcs, ſhall be <lie in'd as not 
pe: torm'd , granted, or hippew'd ; 
and (uch we have and qo declare 
them to be, and h.vc and Jo aunthi- 
lace chem; for all which the tad 
Partics ſhall hi.e no redreis: 
but they thull be rcitor'd to the 
ſame ttate in which they were be- 
fore, the faid Decrc:s and Execution 
thereof notwithilanding z ard the 
poſſ; thon they had tormerly, tha!l be 
reſtor'd to them in this reſpect. 
What is above men:1on'd (hall altc 
take place, inrelation to others who 
have been ingag d in the Party ot

notwithitanding the Ordinance by

The Provoſis of the Marſhals of 
France, Vice-Bailitffs, Vice-Scneſchals, 
Licutenants of the Shore Robe, 
and other Officers of the like Qua- 
lity, ſhall alſo judge according to 
the Ordinance and Rules herctofore 
given in rclation to Vagabonds. And 
as for Houſholders charg'd and im- 
peach'd with any Provoital or Pub- 
lick Crime , if they be of the ſaid 
Religion, they ſhall alſo be allow'd to 
demand that three of the ſaid Judges, 
who may take Cognizance thereof, 
abſtain from the Judgment of their

. unlcis the Perſons accus'd, debre to 


have the ſaid Competency try d in 
the Chambers o1dain'd by the pre- 
{ent Edit, In which cafe in 1clpe& 
to the Houſholders of the P:iovinces 
of Guyenne, Languedoc, Provence, and 
Dauphine, the Subſtitutes of our At- 
tornys- General in the ſaid Cham- 
bers, ſhall at the requeſt ot the (aid 
Houſholders., caute the faid Charges 
and Informations againtt them, to 
be brought before them. to know, 
and deteimine, whether the ( aules 
are liable to Provolis-Courts or not, 


in order, according to the nature of 


the Crimes, to bt: return'd by the ſaid 
Chambers to the Ordinary Judge , 
or elſe to be tiy'd by the Provo- 
tial Judges, according as they ſhall 
judpe it reaſonable, and ſuitable to the 
Contcnts of this our preſent Edict : 
And all the faid Prefidial- Judges , 
Drovolts- Mazſhals, Vice- Bailifls, Vice- 
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Cencſchals, and others , who judge 
definitively , ſhall be 6blig'd reipe- 
&tively to obey and vbletve the 
Commands thcy ſhall recctve from 
the faid Chambers, as they uſe to 
relpect the Orders of the ſaid Par- 
laments, on futftciture of their 
Placcs. 

LXVIII. The Publications of Sale, 
and Seizurcs, Outcries, and Vendi- 
tion of Inheritaitces by the * Spear, 
in purſuance of a Deciee, (hall be 
perform'd at the uſual Places ail 
Houſes , if p..tlible , accuiditig to 
ou: Ordinances, or clic m publick 
Markct-places, in caſe thicre be any 
Market places in the Place where the 
faid I :hcritances arc frated 5 and 
where there arc none, it (hall be 
don. in the riext Market-place with- 
in the Piecindct ot the Scalion where 
the Adjudicetion is to be made, and 
the Fap.r of notice ſhall be falten'd 
on a Puit in the faid Market; and at 
th. e.itrance of the Auditorics, or Sel-

LXIX, All Titles, Papers, Inſtru- 
ments, and Informations, that have 
been taken, ſhall be rcſtor'd on both 
ſides to the owners, altho the ſaid 
Papers, or the Caſiles, or Houſes, 
in which thcy w.re kept, were taken 
and ſciz'd, either by Special Com- 
miſſions from the late King , out

LXX. The Children of ſuch as 
have withdrawn tnemielves cut of 
our kingdom , tlince the Death of 
the late King Henry II. our molt ho- 
nour'd Lord and Father-in-Law, on 
the account of Religion , and the 
Troubles, tho the ſaid Children be 
born out of this Kingdom, (hall be 
held for true French-men and Natives, 
and as ſuch we have, and do declare 
them to be, without their being 
oblig'd to take Letters of Naturaliza- 
tion, or other Warrants from us, but 
the preſent Edias: All Ordinances 
thereunto contrary notwithſtanding ; 
to which we have and do derogare, 
upon condition, that the ſaid Chil 
dren born in Forcign Countrys, ſhall 
be oblig'd within Ten Years after 
the ſaid Publication of theſe preſents, 
to come and Refide in this King- 

dom. 

LXXI. Thoſe of the ſaid pretend- 
&d Reform'd Religion, and others , 
who have been ingag'd in their Par- 
ty, who ſhall have taken to Farm 
before the Troubles any Ofhces, or 
other Demeans , Cuſtoms, Foreign 
Impoſitions, or other Duties to us 
belonging, the which they have not 
been able to injoy, by reaſon of the 
Troubles, ſhall remain diſcharg'd , 
as we do hereby diſcharge them of 
what they have not receiv'd of the 
laid Farms, or what they have paid 
without fraud, any where out of our 
Exchequer. All Obligations enter'd 
into by them upon this account, not- 
withſtanding, 

LXXII. All Places, Cities, and 
Provinces of our Kingdom , Coun- 


tries, Lands, and Lordſhips under 
our Obedience, thall have and injoy 
the ſame Priviledges , Immunities , 
Liberties, Franchiſes, Fairs. Markets, 
Juriſdictions, and Scitsof TJuttice, as 
they did before the Troubles, begun 
In the Month of M:rch 1555. And 
others preceding, all Letters Patents 
tacreunto contrary.and theTranilati- 
on of ſome of the {aid Scats notwith- 
ſtanding; provided it was only done 
upon the account of the Troubles ; 
which Scats ſhall be re-ctabliih'd in 
the Cities and Places where they were 
before. | 

LXXIIT. In caſe there be yet any 
Priſoners detain'd by Authority of 
Juſtice, or othcrwiſe, even in the 
Gallies, by reaſon of the Troubles, 
or of the ſaid Religion, they ſhall be 
{ct at Liberty. 

LAXIV. Thoſe of the ſaid Reli- 
gion ſhall not hereafter be furcharg'd 
or oppreſs'd with any ordinary or 
extraodinary Impoſition, more than 
the Catholicks, and according to the 
proportion of their Ettates and Sub- 
fiance; and the Parties that think 
themſelves overburthen'd, may have 
recourſe, and ſhall be redreſled by the 
Judges appointed for that Subject: 
And all our Subjedas, whether Ca- 
tholicks, or of the ſaid pretended 
Reform'd Religion , ſhall be <qually 
diſcharg'd of all Charges that have 
been impos'd on both lides during 
the Troubles, on thoſe that were of 
a contrary Party, and not confent- 
ing; as alſo of Debts created 
and not paid,Expences made without 
their Approbation; but yet there ſhall 
be no returns made of the Fruits that 
ſhall have been imploy'd for the pay- 


ment of the ſaid Charges. 
Tetet LXXV. 
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LXXV, Neither do we allow that 
thoſe of the ſaid Religion, and others, 
who have been ingag'd in their Par- 


ty; nor the Catholicks, who dwell 


in the Cities, Towns, and Places, 
held and detain'd by them, and who 
have contributed to them, ſhould be 
proſecuted for the payment of Taxce, 
Aids, Grants, Increaſe, Aﬀeſments, 
Waſts. and Reparations, and other 
Impolitions and Subtidics due, and 
impos'd during the Troubles hap- 
pen'd before, and ſince our coming 
to the Crown, <cither by Edits, Or- 


_ ders from the late Kings our Prede. 


ceſſors, or by Advice and Delibera- 
tion of the Governors and Eſtates of 


the Provinces, Courts of Parliament, 


and others, whereof we have and do 
diſcharge them; forbiding our I rea- 
ſurers-Genera) of France, and of our 
Exchequers, Reccivers-General ard 
Particular , their Clerks, Intermed- 
lers, and other Intendants and Com- 
miſſaries of our Exchequer, to proſe- 
cute, molcſt, or trouble them for the 
ſame dirctly or indircaly, in any 
way whatever. 

LXXVI. All Commanders, Lords, 
Knights, Gentlemen, Othcers, Cor- 
porations of Citics, Towns, and 
Commuonalties, and all others, who 
have aided and athlted thcm, their 
Widows, Heirs, and Succcflors, ſhall 
be acquitted fand difcharg'd of all 
Sums that have been taken and rais*d 
by them, or their Orders, as well 
belonging to the Crown, to what- 
ever Sums they may amount, as out 
of Cities, Towns.and Commonalties, 
and from particular Perſons, Rents, 
Revenues, Plate, Sale of Moveables 
belonging to Eccletiaſticks, and o- 
thers, High Foreſts belonging to the 
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Demeaſne, or to other Perſons, Fines 

Booties, Ranſoms, or Sums of other 
natures by them taken, by reafon 
of the Troubles begun in March 1585, 
and other precedent Troubles, until 
our coming to the Crown ; for which 
neither they, nor thoſe by them im- 
ploy'd for the railing of the ſaid 
Sums, or ſuch as have given or fur- 
nith'd them by their Order, ſhall be 
any-wile profecuted either for the 
time being, or to come; and both 
they and their Committees, or Clarks 
ſhall remain acquitted and diſcharg'd 
for all the Management and Adini- 
niltration of the laid Money, biing- 
ing in for a full diſcharge, within 
tour Months after the Publication of 
the preſent Edict made in our Court 
of Parliament of Paris, Acquittances 
duly expedited by the Chiefs of the 
ſaid Religion, or from thoſe who 
were imploy'd by them for the Au- 
dit and clcaring of Accounts, or 
from the Commonalties of Cities, 
which had Authority and Command 
during the ſaid Troubles. They ſhall 
in like manner remain acquitted and 
diſchirg'd of all Acs of Hoſtliry, 
Levies, and Conduct of Soldiers, 
Coining avd Rating, of Money, done 
by order of the (aid Chiets; Catting 
and Taking of Artillery and Muni- 
tions, Making of Powder and Salt- 
peter; the Taking, Fortifying, Dit- 
mantling , and Demolithing of Ct- 

ties, Caitles, Towns, -and Viilages, 

Enterprizes upon the ſame} the Burn- 

ing and Demoliſhing of Churches 
and Houſes, Eſtabliſhing of Courts 

of Juſtice, Judgments and Exccu- 

tions from the ſame , whether In 
matters Civil or Criminal, of any 


Policy or Goyernment eſtabliſh'd 
among 
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zmong, them, of Voyages and In- 
elligences , Negotiations, Treaties , 
21d Contrats made with all Fos 
rzign Princes, and Commonaltics, 
ind the Introduction of the ſaid Fo- 
reigners into the Cities , and other 
Places of our Kingdom, and genc- 
rally of all that has been done, or 
1cgotiated during the ſaid Troubles, 
iince the Death of the late King Hen- 
ry IT. our molt honour d Lord and 
Brother-in-Law, by thoſe ot the ſaid 
Religion, and others, who have 
been ingag'd in their Party, tho it 
be not particularly ſpecit'd nor ex- 
prels'd. 

LXXVII. Thoſe of the faid Re- 
lizion ſhall alſo be diſcharg'd for all 
General and Provincial Afemblies, 
made and held by them , both at 
Nantes , and <l{ewhere tince , until 
this preſent time 3 likewile for the 
Councils by them Eliablith'd and 
Ordain'd in the Provinces, Dclibe- 
rations, Ordinances, and Regulati- 
ons made by the faid Aſſemblies, and 
Councils, Eſtabliſhment and Aug- 
mentation of Garitons, Aſſembling 
of Soldiers, Raiting and Taking of 
Money either from the Reccivers- 
Gcneral , or from particular Per- 
ſons, Colledors ot Pariſhes, or o- 
thers, in any kind whatever ; (cizing 
of Salt, Continuation or new Ere- 
ction of Impolitions, and Tolls, and 
Receipts of the ſame, even at Royan, 
and upon the Rivers Charante,Garonne, 
Rone,and Dordogne, equiping of Ships 
and Sea-Fights,and all Accidents and 
Excetſes occa(ion'd by obligingPcople 
to pay the ſaid Impofitions , Tolls, 
and other Monies, Fortihcations of 
Cities, Caſiles, and Places, Impolt- 
tions of Money, and Labour, Re- 


ceipts of the ſaid Money, turning 
out of our Reccivers and Farmers, 


and other Othcers, eltabliſhing ot 


others in their Room, and for all 
Unions, Diſpatches, and Negotia- 
tions, made cither within or with- 
out the Kingdom: And generally 
for all that has been done delibera- 
ted, written, and ordain'd by the 
ſaid Afſemblics and Councils, for 
which neither thoſe who have given 
their Advice, Sign'd, Executed, and 
caus'd the faid Ordinances, Regulati- 
ons,andDcliberations tobe tign'd and 
executed, ſhall neither be proſecuted 
or troubled, nor their Widows, Heirs, 
or Succeſſors, either at preſent, or for 
the future, altho the Particulars arc 
not ſpecihn'd here. And upon the 
whole, perpetual filence (hall be im- 
pos'd to our Attorneys-General and 
thcir Subliitutes, and to all fuch as 
could have any pretence to it in any 
kind, or manner whatever ; all Sen- 
tences, Judgments, Informations, 
and Procecdings to the contrary not- 
withfianding, 

LXXVIII. Morcover we Approve, 
Confirm, and Authorize the Ac- 
counts that have becn heard, al- 
low'd, and cxamin'd by the Depu- 
tics of the (aid Aﬀembly, And order 
the tame, together with the Acquit- 
tances and Fragmcnts that have 
been return'd by the Accountants, 
to be carrizd into our Chamber ot 
Accounts at Par;s, within tihrcc 
Months aftcr the Publication of the 
preſent Edid, and deliver'd into the 
hands of our Attorney-General, to 
be deliver'd to the Kceper of the 
Books and Regiſters of our Cham- 
ber, there to be view'd as often as 
ſhall be neceſſary ; neither ſhall the 
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ſaid Accounts be examin'd anew, 
or the Accountants be oblig'd to ap- 
pear, or fo corre any thing, un- 
lcfs in the caſe of Omitlions of Re- 
ceipts, or falſe Acquittances : Im- 
poling ſilence to our Attorney-Oe- 
neral, to whatever clſe might be 


thought defective, or the Formalt-. 


ties omitted. Forbidding thoſe that 
keep our Courts of Accounts, either 
at Paris, or in other Provinces where 
they are cftabliſh'd, to take any cognt- 
zance thereof in any kind whatever. 
EXXIX, As for the Accounts that 
have not becn dcliver'd yet , they 
ſhall be hcard, pats'd, and exa- 
mind by Commillioners appointed 
by us, who {hall without dithculty 
paſs, and allow all the Accounts paid 
by the ſaid Accountants, by virtue of 
the Ordinances of the (aid Aſſembly, 
or others, who were in Power. 
LXXX., All Collectors, Receivers, 
Farmers, and others, ſhall be well 
and duly diſcharg'd for all the 
Sums by them paid to the Commit- 
tees of the ſaid Aſſembly, whatever 
nature they were of, until the laſt 
day of this Month. We order the 
whole to be paſs'd and allow'd in the 
Accounts that ſhall be given there- 
of in cur Chambers of Accounts , 
meetly by virtue of the Acquittances 
they ſhall bring along with them;

LXXXI. The Governors , Cap- 
tains, Conſuls, and other Perfors 
imploy'd for the ColleQion of the 
Money to pay the Gariſons of the 
Placcs held by thoſe-of the ſaid Re- 
ligion , to whom cur Receivers and 
Collecors of Pariſhes ſhall have fur- 
niſh'd by way of Loan upon their 
Notes and Bonds, <ither by force, 
or to obey the Commands made to 
them by the Treaſurers-General , 
ſuch Sums of Money as were nece(- 
ſary to pay off the ſaid Gariſons tg 
the value of what was fſpecifi'd in the 
ſettlement we caus'd to be made in 
the beginning of the Year 1556; and 
the Additions that have becy lince by 
us granted, are hereby acquitted and 
diſcharg'd of what has been paid for 
the aboveſaid uſe, altho it is not cx- 
preſly mention'd in the ſaid Notes and 
Bonds, the which ſhall be reltord to 
them as annihilated. And in order 
thereunto, the Treaſurers-General in

wanting for the diſcharge of our Ac- 
comptants, and the reſtitution of the

and that all neceffary Letters of In- 
torcement and Ratifcation for the 
diſcharge of the ſaid Accomptants be 
ifſucd out by yertue of this preſent 
Article.

by cancel and annul them; torbid- 
divg all our Subjects molt expreſly 
henceforward to make any Aﬀel- 
ments and railings of Money, without 
our leave, Fortihcations, Liſtings of 
Mn, Congregations and Afﬀcmblics, 
belides thote that are allow'd them by 
the prefent Edias,and without Arms; 
which we do prohibit and forbil 
tncm on rain of rigorous puniſhinents, 
:nd as conternners and infracters of 
ur Commands and Ordinances. 

LXXXI1N. All Prizes taken at Sea, 
curing, the Troubles, by vertue of 
the permiliions given, and all ſuch as 
have been taken by Lind, upon thoſe 
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of the contrary Party, which have 
been judg'd by the Judges and Com- 
miſſioners of the Admiralty,or by the 
Chicts of thoſe of the ſaid Religicn, 
or their Council, thall lve dormanc 
under the benefit of our preſent E- 
cicts, and no manner of profccution 
{hall be made for the ſame; neither 
{hall the Captains and others who 
have taken the ſaid Priſes, and the 
{aid Judges, Officers, their Widows 
and Heirs be any wiſe proſecuted or 
moleſted upon that account ; not- 
withtianding all Decrees of cur Pri- 
vy-Council and Parliaments. and all 
Letters of Marque, and Scizures de- 
pending and inpag'd , for all which 
we do releaſe and diſcharge them, 

LXXXIV. Neither {hall thoie of 
the faid Religion be call d to an 
account for their having herctutore, 
and even fince the trouvlcs, oppes'd 
and hinder'd the exccution ot the 
Decrecs and Judgments given for the 
rc-eſtabliſhment of the Catholick, 
Apoſtolick and Roman Religon, in 
divers places of this Kingdom. 

LXXXV. As for what has becn 
taken or done during the Troubles, 
otherwiſe than by way of Holillity, 
or by Hoſiility contrary to the Pub- 
lick or particular Regulations ot the 
Chicts, or of the Commonalties oft 
the Provinces who were impower'd, 
they (hall be profecutcd according, to 
Law. 

LXXXVI. Nevertheleſs, vw hercas 
if what has been done apainlt the 
Repulations on both tides were indit- 
tcrently excepted trom the General 
Pardon granted by this our pictent 
Edic, and l:able to be profccutcd, 
there are few men in the Armies, 
who might not b2 put to trouble, 
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which might occaſion a renovation of 
Troubles ; it isour will and plcafure 
that none but cxecrable Crimes 
ſhould be exceptcd out of the ſaid Ge- 
neral Pardon: Viz. Ravithments , 
Incendiaries, Murthers and Robbe- 
rics committed with a dclign and pre- 
meditation, not in the way ct Holit- 
lity, but out of private ends and re- 
venge agiinlt the Law of Arms ; in- 
fraction of Pal; ports and Safeguards, 
cogether with Murthers and Plunder- 
ings without Orders, in relation to 
thoſe of the (aid Religion, and others 
who have followed the Party of the 
Chiets that had Authority over them, 
grounded upon particular occitions 
that may have mov'd them to com- 
mand or ordcr 1t. 

LXXXVII. We alſo order. That the 
Crimes and Otfences againſt perſons 
of the ſame Party (hall be punilh'd, 
unleſs in As commanded by the 
Chicts of cither tide, according to the 
Necellity, Law and Orders of War. 
And as for the ratiings and cxactions 
of Mony, Bearing of Arms, and other 
Exploits of War conimitted by Pri- 
vate Authority, and without: com- 
mand, they ſhall be proſecuted accor- 
ding to Law. 

LXXXVIIT. The Ruins and De- 
moliſhments that have bcen made in 
Cities and Towns during the Trou- 
bles, may be rebuilt and repair'd, 
with our lcave, by the Inhabitants 
at their proper coli and charges, and 
tie Liectters Patents allow'd hcoreto- 
fore to that end ſhall remain in force. 

EXXXITX. lt is our will and plea- 
ſure, and poſitive Command , That 
all the Lords, Knights, Gentlemen 
and others, of what Quality ſoever, 
of the ſaid pretended Reform'd Reli- 


gion, and others who have been in. 
pag'd in thcair Party, {hall IC-enter 
and be cif<Qually rcltor'd to the @. 
joyment cf all and cvery their Efates 
Titles, Names, Reaſons and Actions, 
mnotwithlianding the Judgmcnes pi. 
ven againlt them during the Trey. 
bles, and by reaſon thereof ; which 
Decrees, Scizures, Judgments, and 
all that follow'd thereupon, we have 
declar'd to that end, and do dcclare 
null, and of no «fie and yalue, 
XC. The Acquititions which thoſe 
of the ſaid pretended Reform 4 Religi- 
cn, and others who have been in- 
vag'd in their Party, have made by 
other Authcrity than that of the late 
Kings our Predeceflors, :bout the Im- 
movcables belonging, to the Church, 
ſhall be void and of no fc; and

| and to help them to ſupply many 
great Expences they are oblig'd to 
undergo, has ordain'd, That for the 
future, to begin trom the tirlt day of 
this preſent month, ſhall be put into 
the hands of Mr. de Vierſe, commil- 
ftion'd by his Majeliy to that end, by 
the Treaſurers of his Exchequer, 
every one in his ycar, Reſcriptions 
to the Sum of 45000 Crowns to be 
imploy'd in certain fecret Aﬀii:s re- 
lating to them , which his Majelty 
does ncither think tit to fpecity, or 
declare: The which Sum of 45000 
Crowns ſhall be athznd uyvon the 
general Reccipts as fulloweth ; viz, 
Paris 60600 Crowns ; Roan 6000 
Crowns Caen 3000 Crowns; Or- 
lears 400D Crowns 3 Tours 4000 
Crowns 3 Poitiers $000 Crowns ;

OF THE 
Second Part. 


E left the Reftorm'd at the end of our 
Firſt Part in a tolerable condition, 
and in a tranquility which ſettled it 
ſelf by degrees, nnder the ProteCtion 
of their King. After the hardſhips of War, Infideli- 
tys, and Maſſacres, they began to reliſh the ſweets 
of Peace with aſſurance, by the lowe of a Prince who 
had no: forgot their Services : They thought them- 

ſelves ſecure againſt the Malice of their Enemies, and 
were winder no apprehenſions for their Conjciences or 

Lives. If they retain'd the leaſt doubts or ſuſpicions 
they only proceeded from a Prudence which conſider'd 
the future, and conſequenily oblig'd them under a King 
who was favourable towards them, to take meaſures

He low/d his Subjefts,and Domeſtick quiet. His love of 


quiet made him angry, when ever he was poſſeſsd 
with the thoughts that any body deſign d to diftu1 b it: 


But his love to bis Sujects extinguiſh'd that Fire, as 
ſoon as he reflefied on the neceſſity that oblig d the Re- 


tormd to provide for their Jafety. Thoſe that have 
colleted the words which his anger inſpir'd bim with, 
while his Mind was poſſeſs'd with ſome ſuſpicion, ought 
at the ſame time to have obferd that thoſe little flajbes 
were the effec® of his Temper, the heat of which of- 
ten diflated words to bim, which he ſhould have been 
very ſorry any body ſhould have drawn Conſequences 
from. His Menial Servants were never ſurpriz d at them, 


becauſe they daily found that he was cafily appeas'd 


again, without being courted 10 it ; and that he often 
made the firſt ſteps of reconciliation towards theſe that 
had given him a pretence of anger, particalarly when 
they were Friends he had a good opinion of. His temper 
was wery different towards the Enemies the State: 
Without exclaiming againſt them in words, tho he was

jome'imes guilty of it, evan when Prude;ce requir 
the contrar,, he perſiſted in the deſire and deſign of 
bringins them to Reajon. This ſhows that be was 
ot naturally inclii>{ ts refuje the Retornid ſuch 
lawful means as were neceſſary for their jafety. Only 
he did not deſuin to leave the Cities of \urety perpe- 
trally in their Power : Neither bad they any thoughts 
of keeping them for ever. Perhaps ſome Lords mg! 
have pariicular deſicns upon that Subject ; but the 
Retorned in general only inſiſted upon the keeping of 
th, upen the account that the King being mortal as 
wel! as other men, he might chance to Dye at a time 
when the Minority of bis Sicecſſor might create great 
Iroubles to them. So that if they could have 
kept ibem untill the Danger of a Minority had 
been paſt, they would more eaſily have been inclin'd 
to r:ſtore them to the King, ſince they would haze 
been no longer neceſjary to them. Þut the very Word of 
Minority was ſuficient to frighten them: and their 
fear was no! jo ill grounded as to be efteein'd munror- 
thy of Perſons of Wii ani Conrace. The weakne'sof 
Francis ihe IT. and the Minority of Charles the IX. 
had ben jo fatal to them by the Authority Cathctin 
de Medicis bad thereby rrrp'd to the prep itce Of 
the Princes of the Blood, which ſhe excros'd in a 
very od.vns manner, Thai they has agreat veal of Rea- 
jon to dread falling azain into the fame misfortunes, un- 
aer the Regeicy of a Princes of the ſame Name, aid 

a ditring 
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ding the Minority or Weakneſs of a New Ring, whoje 
Capacity was not known. 
"This it is apparent that the Reiorm'd,tha' fear being 


excepted, jaw themſelves in a ſtate of Peace and Projye- 


ri ythe perfect ſettlement of which was the only thing the) 
cond c cefire in order to be happy: and ha the King li2»1 
but iwelve years longer, That time would have bren 
Jatfficzent to remove part of their ſcruples. They would 
ia VC If ea a Dauphin of twemly years of Age, capable 
to Reign Þunjelf,bred up to all the Maxims aud De ofigns 
of the Kong his Father accuſtom'd to jee iwo Relicons 
amons the French. Thy would have ſeen the E 1:5/

fojt. 1 "by caſtom b-tween thoſe of different Religions ; 
the Chibolichs diſpos'd by oh io ſee them injoy 


certain liberties; in a word ho prejudices that tad 
exciied jo many animoſities and Wars againſt the Rc- 
torm'd, diſſepated by habit and repoſe, which would 
have allayd the Paſſions and heart-burnings on all ſides. 
But all was alter'd of a ſudden, by the Kings unex- 
pecte! Deaih, audibat faial Cataſtrophe hapning at a 
a tune when the ancient Difidencies and Fealoufies 
were not abſolutely ſtifled, added new ones. So that 


we ſhall now behold the Reform d entering under that 


new Reign, in a doubtful condition,which having held 
them long in Crusl agitations and incertainties., threw 
them at laſt into a deplorable R win: Partly, as when

it againſt ihe Rocks, hawing nothing but the conrage 
and ill of ber Mariners 10 defend her againſt that 
violence, finally ſuriks on a ſudden, noiwithftanding theif 
reſiſtance and induſtry, by the reoubling of the Storm. 
Therefore we may conſider them in this part of the 
Hiſtory, as well as in the firſt, in three different con- 
ditions. The firſt ras a preparative to their approach- 
ing ruin, which all the circumſtances of Affairs gave 
them preſages of. The Hiſtory relates the reaſons they 
had to be afraid ; the diviſtons of the State and Court, 
ai the ſecret machinations by which their Oppreſſtor 
was contriving by degrees. The ſecond was an open 
declaration of a deſign to cefiroy them, which j roceeded 
already from the project 10 the Execution, by the 
fpeedieft, tho the moſt odivus means, Fraud and Vio- 
lence. The Hiſtory (hews us in this porzt their Diſ- 
wnion, Weakneſs and Decay. The third was a ſlate 
of Conſtraint and ScrHiMAe an WHICH the Oppreſsd durſt 
not complain ; and found themſelves renunc d by their 
II eakne's to look upon it as a favour, That they were 
only cavill d with, inftead of beirg totally ex irpated 
by tre and Sword. The Hiſtory alſo acqnaints ns 
how that from the time of their being dijarm'd and 
rednod to the mercy of their Enennes, if any ſtop was 
put to their final deſtruEtion, it w45 only in regard that 


: the then ſtate of Afﬀairs both at home ard abroad did 


not permit them to reduce fo many thoxtands of People 
to the utmoſt extrenity + whowere able to defend their 
42 Etcers. 
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Lies. Thus the Retormd returnd by drgrees into 
the ſame condition, in which their Fathers had been 
formerly, when they were expos 4 to Rats s, and other 
Outrages. In the firſt Part of this Werk we bebold 
thenr paſſ Ng from Oppreſſ? on to War, and from War 
to Oe: and Proſperity : In the ſecond Pari we find 
"i Scene alter d again, they fall a new from Projperi- 
ty into ihe Miſeries of War ; and finaliy, from I ar 
inio an Oppreſſion, which Policy cal; binder'd their 
Enemies from puſhing to extrenu y. 

Their Enemies bave not been wanting 10 acenje them 
of having abus'd ihat cegree of Happineſs and P ower, 
in which they were at the King's Death, and of ha- 
wins occaſiend iheir own Ruin by Factions, and 
continual Enterpriſes. But nothing can be groſſer, 
or more unuſt than that Impoſture. It 3s irne 
that they endeavourd to ſecure themſelves when 


they bebeld their good Prince in the Grave. The 


jealouſres they had entertain'd before tha fatal ac- 


ciclent, which had been combated by the kindneſs 
he bien expreſs d to them, revivd a new, when the 
reaſon i hey had to lay = is aſic'e was remoy d by his 
Death : ani they found themlelves reducd at that 
time to that doubtfitl floating condition, whici they 
Þad endeavour'd to prevent, while they Rs rely on 
the favour of an equitable Prince. Thoſe things ſeenrd 
to them more conſtderable and preſſing when they ap- 


p.ar d wearer at hand : and they found themjelves ſill 
lyable 
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liable to be attackd on jo many ſides that they judged 
i abſolutely neceſſary 10 provide for their ſafely by ſpeedy 
and effeSiual means. Therefore the wiſeſt and moſt 
moderaie among them, who were us'd on all other occa- 
frons to recommend Peace and Obedience above all tl ings,

To preten*! that it was a Crime for the Retorm'd.,ihat 
had ſuffered ſo much, and were aſſaulted by a thouſand 
lawful terrors, to renew iheir Union, to hold aſſent- 
blies, and to prejent Petitions, 3s urdoubily a ivras- 
nick abiuroty: As if a Tiretch jhould be impeache4 

as a Crrininal againſt ine State, for having cryed on! 


for belp, ſeeing himfelt in danger of falling into a 
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Precipice, or for having taken hold of the firſt ting 
he could light on, to break ihe wiolence of his fall. And 
if it be alledged that at leaſt af.er having taken mea- 
[arcs with the Court for their |afety, they ought to 


bave laid a fide their fears ; troubling 1hemlelves with 


nothing but to ſerve God according to their Conſcience, 
and to obey the King according to their Dity : 1 an- 


jwer that it would have been wery reaſonable and 


perhaps wery eafie jo to do, had not the Court , in 
the very mſtant they granted them any favours, taken 
away more from them with one hand, than they gawe 
with the o:her. They were comforted with » words, 
while they were tormented by Effedts,, The Clergy 
granted nothing io the King without a confevterati- 
oz. The firft Article of their cemanils alwa's con- 
tain'd lomething in favour of the Caibolick Religion ; 
which never faild of being mterpreted againſt the 
Retorm'd Religion, as if the one conld not have been 
preſer'd without the ruin of ihe other. The Conrt 
and Clergy perſifted in this way of proceeding, untill 
the Civil Wars broke out: and the ſucceſs of the Ar- 


tiefices that were us d to amnſe the Retorm'd havin 


incouras'd their Enemies, they proceeded ſo far as to 
langh at them publickly, and to Violate the moſt ſolemn 
Promiſes without ſhame. This may be ſeen at large in that

So thatibe fame Law of Na- 
lure which teaches Man toſccure himſelf behin'd Walls 
and Ramparts,when he ſuſpects au Enemy,againſt whom 
he only deſigns to ſtand upon the Defencive ; that Law, 
I lay, without don:bt Anthoriz.d the Retormd, to 
whom the faithleſſncſs of their Encmics was jo well 
known, to ſecure theinſelves againſt the ſuſpicious pro- 
ceedi;igs of a Court that had ſworn their Ruin. | do 
not ſprak, in this place, of their Union with the 
Prince of Conde : becauſe that War was of a different 
nature from the Reſt. Religion had little or 1no- 
thing to doin it , Intereſts of Siate were the true 
Motives of it. The Retormd cannot be taxd with it 
but the accuſation muſt fall with more violence upon 
the Catholicks.

2. The Policy of the Popes bas aljo contributed con- 
fecierably towards ibe Oppreſſion of the P cople.

Cs, nr Lenever Soveraigns have condeſcended to ſubmit 
to the Authority of the Roman See. This is the way 
by which that See bas ind. mnified Princes for the in- 
dependence it bas extorted from them. By ſacrificing 
the intereſt of the pcople to them, they have recom- 
penc d then for what they have uſurped over Crowd 
Heads. This is the Reaſon that thoſe that arc the 
grea'eſt aſjertors of Soveraign Power in relation to Sub- 
jects, are thoſe that are moſt zealous to maintain that 
the Popes are the only Tudges of the Differences that 
hatpen between the Staie and the Prince ; that they 
only can make it lawful for Subjects to take Arms,and 
free mankind from all the Bonds of JabjeCtion. There- 
fore the Catholicks who were ingaged in the Holy 
League would never condemnit, nor treat with Henry 
the IV. as Rebells who ſued for Pardon. The Popes 
bad 4uthoriz9d their Fatal Conſpiracy againſt their law- 
ful King ; whom they had declar'd arelaps'd Excom

municated Heretick: From wheice we may concludc that 
to jurige of the Liberties of Subjefts we muſt never 
conjult Popes nor their Adbherents, who in order to 
mehke Kings their SubjeSts, aſſiſt Kings to make their 
Subiefts Slaves. 

3- Should the Suffrages of all thoſe that have ſpoken 
of this maiter be told, 1 do not doubt but the people 
would loſe their Cauſe by ihe Plurality of Voices : 
but if we weigh opinions, and allow the recuſation 
of partial Tuges, the number of the Votaries for Ar- 


bitrary Poxer, will diminiſh more than one half. If 


we retrench the aecciſive Voice of Ambitious, ſelf in- 
terefted Writers, ani Penſrners : of thoſe that flatter 
by profeſſion, or out of policy : of thoſe that hawe been 
for Od to allow all to Soveraigns, to gain ibeir favour 


by the {acrifice of publick Liberty, and of all thoſe 


that have bad other reaſons for what they have ſaid 


upon that Subject, beſides thoſe that are drawn fromthe 
nature of things : there will not perhaps remain |o 


' many FVoiaries of Arbitrary Power as people comnmon- 


ly imagin. Anal if ihe rights of the people find as f:w 
alberants, it is not to he wondre1 at. There is no- 
thing to be got by aſſerting that cauſe : and the danger 
is emmen'., Peuſtors and Favours are not difpos d of 
by the pple : and the ſervices of that kind are often 
attended with a mijerabl: Life, or a ſhameful Death. 
To love liberty in 4 ftate where it begins to decay ; To 
aſſert it when it is tumbling ;, To ſpeakfor it when its

Civil Vnion, _ lo 
all tbe Empires that have been forned in ihe 
IWorld. But in the diverſity of the motives that © z4Ve 
indicd men to erre&t thoſe Societies, or of the forms 
they have given them, we will objerve three thin; s 
the truth of which is unde: bt The firſt is a 
mutual preſervation was the end of ti.oje Onions ;

ond, w bick is al;o an undemable Truth, is 


ia! 
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that -publick, Faith ought to be the Soul of all Govern- 


ments, and that as there muſt of neceſſuly be a bond to 
unite the parts that compoſe a Body of what nature ſ6- 
ever, Phiſical or Moral, no:hayug but Publick Faith 
can make the Bord of tboſe Socteites. It is preſupos'd, 
by all thoſe that unite their intereſts for their common 
deferice. Each Member uſin: bis particular endeavours 
expeSis that the others ſhould concur with him for 
the Common Good. So that noibing can be more contrary 
to or more pernicious in Socteties , than the wiolation 


of Publick Faith. It breaks the moſt ſacred tyes of 


Civil Bodies; and, as it were takes away, their 
very Being. Therefore every individual compris d in 
one of thoſe Bodies, bas a right 10 require of the 0- 
ther Members to keep therr promiſe, and to contribute 
on their part without Fraud and Treachery, what they 
owe towards their muinal preſervation. 

The Third, which is likewiſe evident, is, that 
in all the relations ihat are among Men, there muſt be 
ſomething reciprocal of Courſe. There are none in 
wich the Obligations can be proved all on one fide. 
Therefore we muſt lsok on thoſe that are obſer</d be- 
tween the Head and the Members, as on all others. 
The Head muſt owe ſomething io the Members, as well 
as the Members to the Head. The Duty of theſe is 
very different, according as the precautions people 
hawe taken in ſubmitting themjelves to a certain 
Power, are more or leſs favourable for liberty. og 

there 
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there are iwo certain and inwariable Charatters in all 


the Forms a State can take. The one is, that even in 
thoſe,in which Liberty has the greateſt priviledges, thc 
Duty of Subjefts is of a great extent , and obliges them 
to ſubmit to whatever may be advantagions for the Com- 
mon Good : Nay, even in caſes in which particular 
loſſes are recompenced by the advantages of the general. 
The »ther is that ewen in thoſe in which Liberty has 
the narroweſt bounds, Subjeclion can never extend ſo 
far as to oblige men to ſuffer themſelves to be deſtroy'd 
out of Duty or Conſcience. Thoje muſt needs have a 
ſtrange depravation of mind who can conceive that when 
people did ſubmit to one, or many, it could be on condi 
ton that their Rulers ſhould be allowed to deſtroy then:

rioht or wrong, meerly by Vertue of Soveraign Power. 


Ewen thoſe who ſurrender on Diſcretion, do it only in 


' hopes of being preſerv'd by the clemency of the Con- 


queror, or at leaſt to purchaſe the Redemption of the 
whole Body at the coft of lome few unfortunate Members. 
The Duty of Soveraigns receives the ſame VArta'ion as 
that of their Subj:&ts, according to the limitations 
that were given to both at the firſt formation of the 
State. But it has two Chara&ters which anſwer thoſe 
of the ſubmiſſion of the People. The one is that how 
narrow ſoever the Bounds of Supreme Power may be, yet 
full it is of a waſt extent, and might be flild in 


ſome reſpect Infinite, in relation to the publick good, 


to which it muſt always have a relation : The other #4, 
that 
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thnt even in thoſe States in which it 35 moſt extended, 


it never eiſpences the Soveraign from watching for the 


preſervation of his SubjeEts ; nor from ſincerely applyns io 
that end the power be is intrufted with. It is con- 
trary to nature i0 think that deſtruction with ut a caiiſe, 
upon the bare account of a Power gicen to the Sowe- 
rain, can be the Right of ſupreme Authority, God 
who might do it, if he thought fit, claims no ſuch 
right over mankind. He nev:r deſtroys without a juſt 
Canſe ; and only to ſhow his Soveraign Power. There- 
fore there is no reaſon to believe that he au horizes 
men t exert aright over others which be is not willing 
to aſſume himjelf. | 

5. I: follows from thoſe Truths tha! when a Prince 
endeavours, without a lawful cauſe 10 deſtroy his peo- 
ple whom be is obliod to preſerve : when he publickly 


violates bis Faith, which is the Seal 0” ihe mutual oþ- 


ligations of bis people towards him, an of his iowards 
bss people ; when he makes uſe even of their Patience 


an41 Submiſſzon, io ruin them the more eaſily : when © 


he purſues them with open Force, and that dildain- 
ing to obſerve the very formalities of Fuſtice, to de- 
ftroy them with Jome ſhadow of Reaſon, he makes ſe 
of Fire and Sword in all places, to reauce all his Sub- 
jects to bis Will and Diſcretion: It follows, I {ay, 
that granting thoſe conditions, the reſiſtance of Subj:Cis 
3s not Criminal. They never have a right to attack: 
But after having usd all the Submiſſions and Remi 
} Fr ai: j 
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ſtrances requir d in ſuch Caſes, after all that Prudence 
can adwile, to avoil falling into the utmoſt extremities, 
there are neither Divine Laws, nor Humane Reaſons, 
to take away from them the Right of defending them- 
ſelves. It is a Right that is born with all Men, which 
nothing can ever deprive them of. 

6. Example being of a deciſive force in Political 
Nyeſtions, it is moſt Certain that there is no Subject 
upon which ſo many can be alledg'd, as that of the 
Reſiſtance of Subjects to their Soveraign, when he 
-a/ibly endeavours to opprels them. We meet a world 
of them both in Ancient and Modern Hiſtory. It is 
the ſource of divers Revolutions, which have from 
tie 16 time chang d the face of the World. And 
even in thoſe States in which Princes have pretended 


1» the higheſt degree of Power, the People being op- 


 preſs'd ha.e often put a ſtop to the ſaid oppreſſwns 


by Vigorous oppoſttions, which otherwile would have 
been carried farther , and this Maxim, that Publick 
prefervation is a" lawful reaſon for People to de- 
fend themſelves, is fo certain and jo well known, that 


even in Seditions and Civil Wars in which the Ring 


Leaders have other ends, they never fail to place 
Publick Good at the Head of their Motrwes ; to per- 
(wade the TForl by that ſpecions Tittle that their 
Cauſe is Innocent, and'to engage ſuch intotheir Party 
as would be averſe to it otherwiſe out of the ſcr;ples 
of a Tender Conſcience. 
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7. If any ſhould alledge that it is impoſſible to de- 
cide to whom it belongs to judge in what degree of 
oppreſſzon it is lawful io lay a ſide Patience , and 
that whateqzxr we fix upon in that caſe, we muſt 
needs expoſe our ſelves, as well as all the Authors 
that have Writen about it, to inexplicable difficulties 
I anſwer that the Reaſon why ihoſe Writers are at 
juch a loſs, rs that they endeavour to find out ſubtle 
ſfiudy'd ſolutions to an abſurd Objection. No man can 
judge ſo well, as he whoſe Life's in Jeopardy, whi- 
ther e bein danger of loſing it, by ſuffering the Agreſ- 
for to have his Will. It would be a cruel abſurdity 
to jay that a Man being ſet upon on the Highway by 
a Company of Armd Men, who have drawn him into 
that Peril under a fair pretence, may not lawfully re- 
fiſt them, without having farſt conſulted an able Law- 
yer, or obtain'd leave of my Lord Chief Tuſtice. On 
ſuch occaſions Nature pleads her ſelf, and ſupplies the 
want of a DoGtor, or a Magiſtrate. So likewiſe jup- 
poſing the caſe of an eviaent Oppreſſion, in which eve- 
ry one bebolds the Chains that are preparing for him ; 
in which not only the Eſtates and Priviledges of 
lome particular Perſons are concernd, without mind- 
ing other Rights of leſs Conſequence ; but in wich 
the whole State ſuffers, or at leaſt a conſederable part 
thereof, which is not to be diſpisd; in which the 
moſt natural and moſt precious part of Liberty, 1s at 

ake ; in which there is reaſon to fear that the Pa- 
TTENCE 


tience of the Oppreſs'd may anthoriſe the progreſs of 
Oppreſſion : In ſuch a caſe, I Jay, no body can 
juclge better of the neceſſity of making a defence,than thoſe 
who ſee and feel the progreſs of the ſlavery that is 
impos'd upon them. : 

8. If any body exclaims againſt theſe and the pre- 
ceeding Maxims, as being attended with pernicious 
Conſequences; as favouring Rebellion, as containing 
pretences and excuſes which the Factions and Diſtnr- 
bers of the Publick Peace may make an ill uje of , 1 
| anſwer, firſt, that it is a misfortune annexd to ſeve- 
ral Truths ; that they are lyable to great inconve- 
niencies : but yet that they are not thereby deprived 
of the Right of Truth, by reaſon that thoſe inconve- 
 nicncies do not proceed from theNature of thoſe Truths, 
' but from the Corruption of the Heart of Man, which 
exira*ls a Poyſon out of the moſt profitable things. 
Tis the very Weapons of the Law are made uſe of 
to create . diſputes, tho made to ſuppreſs them : which 
abuſe does not hinder thoſe Laws from being Fuſt 
and Neceſſary. Thus Caſuiſts daily diſcover things in 
Theory, which tho wery True are neverteleſs attended 
with ill Conſequences in the Praftice : which I mean 
of the moſt rigid, as well as of thoſe that are accus'd 
of ſlackneſs. The moſt indiſpenſible Duties of Religi- 

on and Morality are ſo many Arguments of Diſpair to 
Weak Souls, when repreſented to them in their whole 
extent, with the abſolule neceſſity thereof, attended 
© 4 with 
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with all their Circumſtances ana Conſequerces. Te 
thoſe inconveniencies do not deprive thoſe Duties 0» 
thi natural Fuſtice,and do not dijeharge Men of the o. 
ligation they lay under, of ſubmining to them. Ty 
love our Neighbour 1s a incliſpenſible Duty. The com- 
man of loving him as our ſelves receives no exceptions. 
It is the Epitomy of Natural Juſtice : It is the Summary 
of one half of the Divine Law. It 3s the Center from 
which, all the Precepts of Charity procced as jo many 
Lines, which 3s the greaieſt of all Virtues. Tet by 
the ſtate to which fin has reducd the heart of Men, 
it happens wry of.en that he who applies himielf ty 
that important Duty expoſes himſelf to a thouſand dar: 
gers. Charity is only a Law to himſelf ; and whil: 
he obſerves it ſcrupulouſly, tbe Wicked take 1he adwan- 
tage of it, to be thebettcr able to annoy him. There 
iS no greater mconventent (han to give way to the 
Oppreſſzon of the Innocent. That inconvenient is met 
with in the fundamental precept of Charity : but yet 
tbe truth thereof is not therefore the leſs ewident ; nor 
the Duty leſs neceſſary. This ſhows that ihe incon- 
weriencies thai attend a Do&trine do not always binder 
it from being True. 
\ Secondly, | anſwer, ihat the oppoſete Maxim, 
which abandons the Liberty of the Subject to the dif.- 
cretion of Sowveraigns, and allows nothing 10 the Pev- 
ple but Submiſſton and Patience, 1s attended with as 
many inconeaniencies as the other. I confeſs ihat it 
would be liable to none, if we could be certain of two 
things : 
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things ; the one always to have a good, wertuons , 
Prince, a True Father of his Country ; The other 
that having ſuch a one, he would harken to and em- 


* ploy nowe but true Patriots, Perſons without Intereſt, 


Ambition, or Dijgui(e, by whom he might be well ſervd 
and councibd. We may indeed, and often do ſee the firſt; 


' but the ſecond is wery rare ; orto [ay better, impoſ- 
' ſible. It is eaſte to determine the Fate of thoſe People 


' whoſe Fortune, Life, and L[ iberly paſs through thehands 


of thoje who cannot be great without oppreſſing them, 


or Inrich ihemſelves without their Ruin. 


1 jay in the third place, that both ſides being at- 
tended with inconveniencies; thoſe are evidently le\s 
conſiderable which attend the maxim which allows 
people when they are oppreſs'd, to reſiſt oppreſron,tban 


thole that attend that which makes it a Crime for then: 


to oppoſe their own deſtruftion, The reaſon of it 1s 


that the People are coprmonly very ill ſerV/d, very 


eaſily divided, tyr'd, and blinded ; whereas Princes have 
all the a-\wantage on their fide : That the people never 


perceive the evil unvill it is committed, when i is too late 


to remedy tt ; whereas Princes aim at agreat diftance,and

take their meaſures, before their Subjects are aware of 


them: That the People often betray each etber, and ja- 
 erifice Publick Interefs to particular advantages :IWhere- 
. as Princes raiſe Soldters among thoſe wery People, to 
jaitack them, and money to corrupt ihew. So that ut 


often comes to peſs that the Maxim which authboxi/e: 
| th:1C117 
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them to defend their Lives and Liberties becomes for 
them a truth in ſpeculation only. It aljo happens of- 
ten that finding the Prince really in all prints, and 
provided beforehand with all things neceſſary for bis 
Enterprize, the People forfeit the remainder of their 
Liberty, when they bethink themſelves of taking Arms 
to defend it. In thoſe caſes their Reſiſtance 3s called 
Rebellion : and the Toke that is impos'd upon them, is 
ftilb4 p Tuſt puniſhment for their Revolt. Moreover 
the Reſiſtance of Subjects ought never to extend 10 the 
Life of the Soveraign. No Circumſtances, nor Authority 
tho from the Pope can juſtifie an attempt of that Nature, 
It is the Prerogative of Supreme Power, to fix ſome- 
thing that is Sacred in thoſe in whom it reſides, which 
ought to ſecure their Lives againſt all enterpriſes. What- 
ever Power People reſerve to themſelves, to hinder the 
perſon they acknowledge for their Soveraign from in- 
croaching upon their Priviledges, they can preſerve 
no Right of Life and Death over him. They are (o 
many Tribuns of the People whoſe perſon 3s inviolable, 


and even their faults, when they commit any, do not 


deface that chara8ter of Majeſty which. ſets them above 


all others, and exempts them frow Corporal Puniſh- 
ment. Reſiftance therefore can go no farther on the 
People's fide, than to reduce them to thoſe Bounds to 
which their Authority is limited by the Laws ; or at 
moſt to deprive them of a Power which they apply 
to awrong and unlawful uſe ; when inſtead of imploy- 

ing 
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ing it for the Protection of their Subjects, they im- 
loy it to their ruin. Finally the maxim which Au- 
ihoriſes the Reſiſtance of Subjefts againſt the unjuſt 
wiolences of their Sowveraign being only allowable in 
this one caſe, the Conſequences thereof are not jo dan- 
gerons as they Jeem to be : by reaſon that Subjects wery 


p ſeldom form deſigns againſt the Authority of Prances, 


unleſs Princes abuſe it 10 the utmoſt extremity. We 
commonly find, that whatever precautions have been 


' ns'd at the founding of 4a Monarchy, yet he who 1s in- 
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2: veſted with the Regal Authority will by degrees uſurp 
© ſome part of the Liberty the People have reſerv'd to 


themſelves : but there are few examples of Peoples 


- incroaching upon the Prerogatives of their Soveraigns. 


. The Prince and People may be compard to the man. 
| and the Horſe of the Fable which was invented to ex- 
-plain this matter in a popular manner. Asthe Horſe 
1can never pretend to free himſelf of the Bitt and 
«Saddle, having once ſubmitted to it ; the people are 
.oblig d forever to wear the Toak, they have freely im- 
pos'd upon themſelves : But whereas man by degrees 
gextends the power he has receiv»d from the Horſe, be- 
gond the ends for which it was given him, and ap- 


wplies it wholly to his own adwantage, forcing him not 


.ouly to Hunt, and to ſerve him in the Wars, but al- 


oo to carry burthens for his ſervice; to draw the 
Plough, and to turn divers machines : So the Prance 


y 
* * 
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inſcenſibly anc as it were nndeſignedly extends the 
bounds of bis power, in ſo much'thut by degrecs the 
protedtion he owes his people, which is the ſource of 
his Power, ceaſes to be the principal end theveof, 
and becomes an- inlet of Slavery. Let all the State, 
of Furope be examiin1, and you' wilt not find one 
which the Authority of the Soweraign 3s leſſen'd from 
what it was at the beginning : but you will' find man 
in which the liberty of the people is very much decay, 
I is the Fate of Monarchies : the longer they laft, the 
more the Prince incroaches* upon: his SwbjeSts. Tho 
his policy ſhould binder him from doing it ; Tim 
would doit for him, eſpecially in Hereditary States. 
The longs Chain of Succeſſion" creates' a greater vene- 
ration for the Royal Family, and' accuftonrs Subjec, 
to ſuffer their ſmall Vſarpations without mmurmuring. 
Hiſtory affords us ſufficient proofs of this Truth, al. 
moſt in all the States of the World. Fronr' whenre i 
follows that SubjeGis freely ' leaving their” Rights W 
ſuſpence, and never endeavouring' to defend 't hen wn- 
till they are violated in the moſt” effential | parts, the 
maxim which authorizes their reſiſtance againſt th: 
Enterpriſes of theiv-Soveraigns is not of | ſo pernicious 
a conſquence-as ſome imagin. Shbje&ts do ſo jeldon 
put it an praftice, to the prejudice ' of ' a lawful an: 
thority, that no body ought to be frighted at it ': And 
it is jo eaſie for Princes to hinder it fron being pre 
judicial to them, that they can blame none but then: 
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ſelves, when it produces an ill effect. 'Tis but to be 
proud of commanding free People, who obey out of 
Gratitude and Love; to keep their Promiſes; to 
maintain the Laws, and to inrich their SubjeSts : 
To Govern their State with Equity, inſtead of endea- 
wouring to enlarge their Frontiers, or their Authority 
by umuſt means. It is not impoſſible to meet with 
Princes of that Character. France has produc ſome 
Kings who have ſignaliz.d themſelves by that admira- 
ble Policy. Such may be found elſewhere, and if ex- 
ample could prevail n ith all Soveraigns to Reign thus, 
I could eaſily name ſome who might ſerve them for a 
Model. | 
9. The paſſages of Scripture which ſome oppoſe 10 
this maxim arc manifeſtly wrefted , and cannot ſerve 
for the uſe they are applyed 10, without being taken 
"ina difficint ſeuce from that which 3s natural to theme. 
All the Arguments that are grounded upon thoſe princi- 
| ples are defferent in one of theſe three caſes ; either

in ſuch a ſence as may reconcile them. Nei.her wouli 
it be difficult to find the medinm in which they agree, 
if it did not happen as 1rhave already ſaid, that by 
reaſon of the diſpoſitions of the minds and hearts of 
Men, thoſe things which are ſpeculatively . Innocem 
and True, become pernicious, or impoſſeble in the 
Practice. 
From all theſe confideraiions, which the bricfne/s 
of a Preface does not allow me 10 enlarge any fariber 
npon, we may inferr this concluſion, that the zt were 
always tobe wiſb'd that people might newer take up Hravs, 
and that it is even often neceſſary to-exreed an Patience 
and Sabmiſſeon, yet wewcriheleſs, there nay be veca- 
frons in which oppreſſeon 3 ſo evidext ; in which ihe 
good of the State w fo openly afjaild, mm which ube 
neft Holy Rights of Tuftice and Liberty are axolatad 
wth ſo little Camntion, that the defonee of the Oppreſrd 
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eainot be lookd upon as unlawful; nor can they be 
juſtly blaimed for taking Arms for their Preſervati- 
on. Nothing but Sophiftry and Clamour can be op- 
pos'd to the Truth of this maxim : and 1 am verily 
perſanaded that- thoſe who oppoſe it, would be the firſt 
to put it in practice if being aſſailed, they conld ba: e 
hopes to preſerve themjelves byreſiſtance. Profit, Am- 
bi icu, Hope, may induce men 10 ſpeak otherwiſe than 
Nature, when there is nothing preſent, or ſenſible to 
ive their words the Lye: But Naiure reſumes her 
Rights,ardſilences Intereſt,and Paſſron, when an urgent 
accaſion obliges man to rentember the firſt of bis privi- 
ledges, which 3s Self-Preſervation. If it could bejaid 
that the Soul is raturally Chriſtian ; by reaſon that 


i notwithſtanding ber being prepudicd by the Opinion of 
' the Plurality of Gods, which was jnſpir'd into ber 
* by Education, and is become familiar to her by exam- 
' ple and cuſtom, yet as ſoon as the da; ger preſſes, 
* and brings man 10 -1mjelf again, fhe only remembers 
" one God , we may aljo lay that ſhe is naturally in- 
ſtructed with the Right of repdlling Violence and In- 
Fuſtice ; fince that notwithſtanding the Clouds where- 
with divers Intereſts obſtru& the lights ſhe has rec-

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It now remains to. know, whether the. Retorm'd 
Tere-in that condition which anthoriſes the taking up 
of Arms. But that ts a caſe that will plainly appear 
by the reading of this Hiſtory. It will diſcover an open 
Conſpiracy againſt them, which after many ill effes 
for the ſpace of about Forty Tears, 10 reckon fromthe 
Reign of Francis the 2d. had been rather deffer'd by 
the kindneſs of Henry the 4th, than ſlifled by the 
Authority of bis Edicts. Tow witl ſee it renewd as 
ſoon as that Prince was put in bis Grave; profecu- 
ted during the ſpace of Ten Tears by thouſand ſecret 
Artifices of the Court of Rome, conceal'd and cove- 
red by all the Veils of a profound diſſumulation, which 


however could not hinder them from diſcovering ſome 


glimpſes of the means that were put in praClice, m or- 
der to their Ruin. Ton will ſee the King attacking, 
while his Subjeds ſend Deputies to obtain bis favour 
Threatning while they Intreat; Arming white they 
Implore his Mercy, amidſt a thouſand Terrors, by 
ſubmiſſions aud intreaties ; executing while they heſi . 
tate and are deliberaling , taking of Places the heep- 
zng of which is flill allow'd them for ſome years; 
turning out their Governours, violating his own Briefs, 
while they to avoid the reproach of taking Arms with 
too much precipitation, differ 10 put themſelves in a po- 
fture of Defence, which in a word ruins them half be- 
fore the War 1s declar'd againſt them. If to all this 
you add a world of infidelities committed by the Council

It alſo turn'd the Duke of S»lly's brains, who made a falfe 
ſtep, which ferv'd for a ſpetious pretence to rum him, As 
he was a going to the Lowore upon the news of the King 
Death 3 meeting with ſome Lords by the way, whom he 
invited to ſerve the young King and the Queen faithfully, 
they anſwering him that it was a thing they were reſolv'dto 
make others promife, he immediately went back, and fhnt 
himſelf up m the Baſtille. Then took up all the Bread he 
could meet with at the Bakers, and cans'd it to be carriet 
mto the Caſtle, as if he had been afraid bF being ſtarved 
there; and was reſfolv'd to take in Provifions to ſuſtam1 
Siege. It 1s evident that grief and ſurpriſe depriv d him of 
his uſual Prudence and Courage : but at the ſame time it 
1s moſt certain that any other Man would have been as much 
at a loſs, 'had he been in his place. He had reaſon to' fear 
not only that his places were in danger of being taken from 
him, but alſo of being called to an account for what he had

The Marſhal de Bowil/or, who made himfſclt fear'd by his 
Cre«it, was the ſooneſt gaind of any. He did not ſo much xz 
tarry till he was courted to it, he offer'd himſelf;and made ad- 
vances to the Queens Favourites, which many people thought 
bulow him. But there was allo a neceſlity of ſatisfy ing the 
Referm'd : and as 1t behov'd the Queen, in order to maintain 
her Authority, not to take poſleſſion of the Regency by 
broils, ſhe applyz?d herſelf earneſtly about it, after ſhe was 
once certain of it. She met no great difficulty in it. The 
Reforr?d ever polleſsd with the ſame genius, defired nothing 
but their Bcllys full of Preaching : and the only way to ob- 
tain every thing from them, was but to promite them the 
obſervation of the Edicts.
